On May 11, 2016 at approximately 2126 hours. Southeastern Crime Suppression Team Officers David 
SERRANO ID #6912, Trevor STERLING ID #695 5, Ryan CAMER ON ID #6864, and Shawn 
BOGGEMAN ID #7160 were conducting surveillance Several members of the team

residence. Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN took up a position several blocks away with the intent 
of stopping any individuals or vehicles that left the residence. 

Officers SERRANO and STERLING saw Thongsoune^^^^^^^^^^^B 10-20-85) leave the 

residence and drive off in a 1997 Silver Acura InlcgraflH|^^^^^^^| They alerted Officers 

CAMERON and BOGGEMAN who later saw the vehicl^aiMc^tojwi^i stop sign. The officers 
attempted to initiate a traffic stop, but VILAYSANE refused to pull over and sped off. A pursuit ensued. 
The pursuit la sted fo r several minutes and looped around the neighborhood. VILAYSANE pulled into the 
driveway for ^jjcielo Drive. Officer CAMERON approached the driver’s side of VILAYSANE’s 
vehicle. VILAYSANE reversed direction, swinging the front of the vehicle to the left and almost struck 
Officer CAMERON. Officer CAMERON was forced to jump out of the way to avoid being struck by 
VILAYSANE’s vehicle. VILAYSANE fled west on Cielo Drive. The officers returned to their patrol 
vehicles and continued the pursuit. Officers SERRANO and STERLING now took the number one 
position in the pursuit behind VILAYSANE’s vehicle and were followed by Officers CAMERON and 
BOGGEMAN. 

VILAYSANE struck a parked vehicle along the east curb of 100 Pagel Place and stopped in the street. 
The road in front of him was clear and unobstructed. All four officers got out of their patrol vehicles with 
their guns drawn. VILAYSANE reversed direction and struck the front of the patrol vehicle being driven 
by Officer SERRANO and STERLING. Officer SERRANO was positioned on the driver’s side near the 
front of his patrol vehicle. There were parked cars to his left, which impeded his movement. 
VILAYSANE reversed his vehicle again moving in the direction of Officer SERRANO. All four officers 
fired multiple rounds at VILAYSANE to stop his actions. 
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INVESTIGATION: 

On May 11, 2016, at approximately 2126 hours, Officers David SERRANO (ID #6912), Trevor 
STERLING (ID #6955), Ryan CAMERON (ID #6864), and Shawn BOGGEMAN (ID #7160) were 
involved in an Officer Involved Shooting (OIS) that occurred in the area of 100 Pagel Place. The suspect 
was identified to be Thongsoune VILAYSANE (DOB 10-20-85). VILAYSANE died at the scene as a 
result of the OIS. 

Sergeant Erwin MANANSALA (ID #6010) was serving as the on-call Internal Affairs Detective 
Sergeant. Due to this assignment, Sergeant MANANSALA responded to this OIS. 

At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN 
returned to the scene and provided a safety walk through to account for the evidence associated with this 
investigation. Crime Scene Specialist Ally Southerland (ID #8841) and Criminalist Steve CORDES (ID 
#8328) processed the crime scene. 

On May 13, 2016, Sergeant Gregory Flood and A/Lieutenant Manny Del Toro of the Homicide Unit 
obtained voluntary statements from Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN. 

On July 20, 2016, I was assigned this OIS investigation based on the fact Sergeant MANANSALA was 
transferred to a different assignment. 

I obtained the Human Resources Employee Data sheets for Officers SERRANO, STERLING, 
CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN. I placed copies in the case file. 

In September of 2016, I received the Homicide Special Investigations book from Sergeant Gregory 
FLOOD (ID #4873) of Homicide Team Two. The investigation consisted of San Diego Police 
Department reports, interviews of police officers and witnesses, crime scene photographs, lab reports, 
communications printouts, ABLE and BWC video footage. I reviewed this information. 

I reviewed the Firearms Unit Laboratory Reports that were prepared for Officers SERRANO, 
STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s firearms that were utilized during the officer involved 
shooting that occurred on May 11, 2016. 

OFFICER SERRANO: 


Officer SERRANO’s weapon was a Glock, model 17, semi-automatic pistol chambered in 9mm

This was Officer SERRANO’s department approved firearm that was used during the OIS. 

Criminalist Toniann Rebick conducted an examination of the firearm following the incident. 
Criminalist Rebick received the handgun with a seated magazine, the slide closed, the striker set, 
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and a loaded chamber. The seated magazine (Mag A) contained cartridges. The extra 
magazine (Mag B) contained ^^^^^|cartridges. An additional magazine (Mag C- Barcode 
#10622953) was recovered empty at the scene. Allcartndgeswereconsistent with Department

loaded”). Officer SERRANO indicated that he fired all of the rounds in both Mag C and the 
chamber before reloading (“emergency reload”). The evidence indicates if the pistol was “hot 
loaded” and “emergency reloaded, ” eighteen cartridges were fired from the pistol. If a different 
number of cartridges had been loaded into the seated magazine, then a different number of fired 
cartridge cases would be indicated. The pistol was test fired and found to operate normally. 

OFFICER STERLING: 


Officer STERLING’ S weapon was a Glock, model 1 7, semi-automatic pistol chambered in 9mm 
Luger, an attached flashlight. 

This was Officer STERLING’S department approved firearm that was used during the OIS. 

Criminalist Toniann Rebick conducted an examination of the firearm following the incident. 
Criminalist Rebick received the handgun with a seated magazine, the slide closed, the striker set, 
and a loaded chamber. The seated magazine (Mag A) contained | cartridges. One extra 
magazine (Mag B) contained cartridges and the other extra magazine (Mag C) 

containec^^^^Jcartridges. All cartridges were consistent with Department issued ammunition. 
The capacity of each of the three magazines is^^^^^J The total capacity of the pistol with one 
round in the chamber and a full magazine is ^^^^Jiartridges (“hot loaded”). The evidence 
indicates if the pistol was “hot loaded,” seventeen cartridges were fired from the pistol. If a 
different number of cartridges had been loaded into the seated magazine, then a different number 
of fired cartridge cases would be indicated. The pistol was test fired and found to operate 
normally.

This was Officer CAMERON’s department approved firearm that was used during the OIS. 

Criminalist Bill W. Loznycky, Jr. conducted an examination of the firearm following the incident. 
Criminalist Loznycky received the handgun with its hammer cocked, its slide in battery, its safety 
on and magazine #1 seated. One 9mm Luger calib er cartrid ge was found in the pistol’s chamber. 
The pistol’s seated magazine # 1 was examined andU^9mm Luger calibercartridges were 
found in the magazine. This pistol’s extra magazine #2 was examined and^^^f 9mm Luger 
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caliber cartridges were found in the magazine. The pistol’s extra magazine #3 was examined and 



received with the pistol equals thirteen cartridges. This would indicate that SDPD Officer 
CAMERON fired his pistol thirteen times. 

OFFICER BOGGEMAN: 

Officer BOG GEMAN’s weapon was a dock, model 17 Gen 4, semiautomatic pistol, serial 
chamber in 9mm Luger caliber, with an attached flashlight, on inserted magazine and 
two spare magazines. 

This was Officer BOGGEMAN’s department approved firearm that was used during the OIS. 

Criminalist Eugene LaChimia conducted an examination of the firearm following the incident. 
Criminalist LaChimia received the handgun wit h a s eated magazine, slide closed, and a cartridge 
in the cha mber. The seated magazine contained ^J:artridges. The two spare magazines each 
contained cartridges. All cartridges were consistentwith Department ammunition. 

The capacity of each of the magazines is marked as being ^^^^Jcartridges. It is possible, 
though, to force an cartridge into each of thes^nagazmes. The total capacityofthe 

pistol with one cartridge in the chamber and an inserted,^^^^|cartridge magazine isHUd 
cartridges. This evidence indicated that if the pistol was loaded in this condition, eight 
cartridges had been fired from this pistol. If a different number of cartridges were loaded in the 
magazines, a different number of shots would be indicated. The pistol was test fired and operated 
normally. 

Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were all found to have utilized 
department approved firearms during the OIS. 

Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were all found to have been qualified 
to utilize their respective department approved firearms during the OIS. 

Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were all found to have utilized 
Department approved ammunition during the OIS. 

I reviewed Officer SERRANO’s Firearms Proficiency Report. The report indicated Officer SERRANO 
completed his qualification shoot on January 14, 2016 and his mandatory department shoot on April 27, 


2016. 
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I reviewed Officer STERLING’S Firearms Proficiency Report. The report indicated Officer STERLING 
completed his qualification shoot on December 10, 2015 and his mandatory department shoot on April 27, 
2016. 

I reviewed Officer CAMERON’s Firearms Proficiency Report. The report indicated Officer CAMERON 
completed his qualification shoot on December 8, 2015 and his mandatory department shoot on April 27, 
2016. 

I reviewed Officer BOGGEMAN’s Firearms Proficiency Report. The report indicated Officer 
BOGGEMAN completed his qualification shoot on November 24, 2015 and his mandatory department 
shoot on February 4, 2016. 

Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were all found to have activated their 
Department Body Worn Cameras (BWC) at various times during the incident. This is an “in essence” 
depiction of the events that transpired only and is not meant to be an actual play by play account of the 
events that occurred during the incident. The BWC videos can be reviewed for complete details.

There is no audio. Officer BOGGEMAN is sitting in the passenger seat of his 
patrol vehicle. He is holding the radio microphone with his right hand. The patrol 
vehicle’s lights are flashing.

Officer BOGGEMAN exits his patrol vehicle. He walks towards Officer 
SERRANO and STERLING’S patrol vehicle in front of him. 

00:24 

Officer BOGGEMAN’s handgun is held in front of him. As he approaches the 
back of the patrol vehicle in front of him he moves from the passenger to the driver 
side. Officer BOGGEMAN’s handgun is pointed in the direction of 
VILASAYNE’s vehicle. 

00:30 

The audio activates. Officer BOGGEMAN walks towards VILASAYNE’s vehicle 
with his handgun still drawn. 

00:31 

Both of Officer BOGGEMAN’s hands drop downwards out of view of his BWC. 

00:32 

An unknown officer states, “Hey turn your cameras on guys.” VILAYSANE’s 
vehicle comes to a stop in the driveway of Pagel Place. 

00:34 

Officer BOGGEMAN states, “Mine’s on.” 

00:35 

Officer BOGGEMAN’s hands come back into view of his BWC camera as he 
points his handgun at VILASAYNE’s vehicle. 


In September of 2016,1 received the letter from the Office of the District Attorney in regards to the fatal 
shooting of Thongsoune VILAYSANE. The conclusion of the letter stated the following: 

Mr. VILAYSANE made attempts to elude police capture while driving a stolen car. By reversing 
in the direction of the officers, he transformed the vehicle into a weapon. There were no obstacles 
in front of him and he could have simply driven away. It is of note that Pagel Place, and the 
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driveway on Cielo Drive, VILAYSANE waited for the officers to approach the car he was in. He 
looked at the officers and knew where they were situated before he reversed his car toward them. 
The body worn camera footage of the incident shows Officer SERRANO was in an extremely 
confined area on a narrow street with a car behind him, the car VILAYSANE was driving in front 
of him, and the patrol unit in the middle of the street. He did not have an escape route because 
whatever direction he moved in he was at risk of getting run over by VILAYSANE. The footage 
also revealed Officer CAMERON was only a few feet from the rear of the vehicle as it reversed 
quickly in the direction of the officers. The officers’ decisions to attempt to stop the threat against 
Officer SERRANO and Officer CAMERON by shooting Mr. VILAYSANE were lawful. 

Based on the facts, the law and the evidence, each officer’s decision to shoot Mr. VILAYSANE 
was reasonable and therefore each officer bears no criminal liability for their actions. 

On October 3, 2016,1 contacted Officer Joshua Odom (ID #5981) of the Operational Support Unit to 
identify when Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were trained in the 
proper operation of their BWCs. Officer Odom provided me with the following information: 

Officer SERRANO’s BWC was activated on 08-28-14. 

Officer STERLING’S BWC was activated on 08-28-14. 

Officer CAMERON’s BWC was activated on 08-19-14. 

Officer BOGGEMAN’s BWC was activated on 02-03-15. 

I made arrangements to interview Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN 
concerning their independent activations of their BWCs. 

On October 12, 2016, Sergeant Bret RIGHTHOUSE (ID #4173) and I interviewed Officer SERRANO as 
a Subject Officer for this investigation at the Internal Affairs Office. 

On October 26, 2016, Sergeant RIGHTHOUSE and I interviewed Officers CAMERON, BOGGEMAN 
and STERLING as Subject Officers for this investigation at the Internal Affairs Office. 

On March 7, 2017,1 met with Sergeant Rick PECHIN of the Research, Analysis, and Planning Unit, 
which stores the Department’s BWC inspections. I requested Sergeant PECHIN provide me with Officers 
SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s BWC inspections for March, April, and May 
of 2016. Sergeant PECHIN provided me with photocopies of the requested BWC inspections. A 
comparison of the officers’ enforcement related contacts was compared to the number of BWC videos the 
officers made and no discrepancies were found. 
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The witnesses in this investigation were not interviewed by the Internal Affairs Unit due to the fact they 
were interviewed by the Homicide Unit. 

All interviews were audio recorded, unless otherwise noted, and the recordings will be maintained with 
the Internal Affairs file. The statements are “in essence” synopses of the interviews. For exact and 
complete details of the interviews, refer to the audio recordings. 
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STATEMENT OF OFFICER David SERRANO #6912: 


On October 12, 2016, at approximately 1510 hours, I interviewed Officer David SERRANO as a Subject 
Officer for this investigation in the Internal Affairs Office. Sergeant RIGHTHOUSE assisted me with 
this interview. Officer SERRANO was interviewed in the presence of Amy MARGOLIES who served as 
his attorney. This is an “in essence” report only and is not meant to be a word for word account with 
Officer SERRANO. I recorded the interview for clarity, and a copy can be reviewed for complete 
details. 

Prior to the interview, I read Officer SERRANO the Administrative Admonishment for Sworn Personnel:

Only May 11, 2016 I was working on the Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team and was 
partnered with Officer Trevor STERLING. I was also working with Officer CAMERON and 
BOGGEMAN. I was the driver of our patrol vehicle that day. We were conducting surveillance 
on a residence located on Pagel Place and Cielo Drive. I was observing this house from the 
intersection located at Cielo Drive and Woodman Street. During this surveillance, Officer 
CAMERON said over the radio that a silver Acura was driving towards our targeted house. 
Officer CAMERON and BOGGEMAN initially tried to conduct a stop on the vehicle. The 
vehicle failed to stop at a stop sign. 

At approximately 1517 hours, Attorney MARGOLIES requested to take a break. At approximately 1552 

hours, the interview was resumed and was still conducted under the above listed admonishment. 

We were going to take enforcement actions of vehicles leaving the area. At the time the vehicle 
involved left my view. I drove in the direction of Officer BOGGEMAN and CAMERON. We 
were just waiting for them to initiate the stop. Typically in this scenario we would monitor the air 
to see if the unit making the stop needed a cover unit. If they did not, we would continue to 
conduct surveillance at the residence. 
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We could hear the sirens off in the distance. Our primary focus was just trying to determine what 
direction they were going because no information was being put out over the radio. At the time 
the radio traffic was being put out there wasn’t an exact location to go. We could hear the sirens 
but we didn’t know exactly where to go. I did not turn my BWC on at that time “because we had 
not made contact.” 


At that time, I become involved in the vehicle pursuit. The vehicle proceeds southbound on Pagel 
Place. It turned westbound onto Cielo Drive. I then jumped into the pursuit in the secondary 
position. The vehicle turned northbound quickly into a private driveway. I did not have a chance 
to turn my BWC on at this time. I did not know if we were going to continue with being involved 
in the vehic le pursuit or if we were going to make contact. The vehicle stopped maybe 
Hljust to the west to the intersection of Pagel Place and Cielo Drive. I saw both Officer 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN jump out of their vehicle. It looked like they were attempting to 
make contact with the driver. I jumped out of my car and I immediately saw the car 
(VILAYSANE) go in reverse. At the time I did not have the time to turn my BWC on. My right 
hand was in motion and I was opening my car door with my left hand. 


I’ve been in pursuits, in foot pursuits or vehicle pursuits, where once when I get out of the car I 
immediately activate it (BWC). I’m aware of that. And, I’m also aware that there is a thirty 
second buffer that provides some video footage. So at the time when I typically take a step out, 
when my hands are free, then that’s when I’m allowed to make that execution of activating the 
body camera. It’s my practice to get out of the car before I activate my camera. Like I said, 
“When I tried to get out of my car my right hand was occupied with the shifter and the door was 
being opened with my left hand.” As soon as I got out the (VILAYSANE’s) vehicle was backing 
towards Officer CAMERON. He had to jump out of the way to avoid being struck by the vehicle. 
I jumped back into my vehicle and used my left hand to steer while my right hand was on the 
shifter. 


During the continuation of the pursuit, that’s when I realized this pursuit was a little different 
compared to most pursuits I had been involved with. So, at that point I decided to turn on my 
body camera. He was attempting to evade by any means necessary, whether it was by vehicle or 
by foot, it gave me the impression he was going to try to do the same thing the second time. And 
at the time I was about mid-block on Benson, just west of Pagel when I began striking my body 
camera. I must have hit it about maybe three of four times because I was trying to make sure it 
was on. I didn’t hear it because the sirens were going and I was telling my partner, “Hey start 
putting out some radio traffic so we can get a direction of travel for the guys.” We had an idea the 
guy (VILAYSANE) was going to go back to the target address. We thought he would go back 
into the house and put us at a disadvantage. 

I wear my body camera directly on my sternum. In most situations I tap my body camera to turn it 
on. The body camera is turned on by applying enough pressure to where you feel the button click. 
It gives up some resistance to the one or two finger impressions that you put on it to turn it on. If 
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you were in a controlled conditions where those sirens weren’t involved then you would be able to 
hear it or feel the body camera go on. Anytime that I’m making contact with someone I know to 
click it twice. I must have hit it at least three times. I was trying to tell Officer STERLING to 
give the direction of travel of the vehicle over the air. So, I hit the body camera again thinking I 
made a mistake. I know when I got the camera I was taught that you needed to “hold” the button 
down to turn it off. I was issued the body camera as soon as I got to Southeastern Division. It 
may have been the beginning of 2015 or the end of 2014. 

Once we drove up Pagel Place it went up a dirt road and the vehicle (VILAYSANE) collided into 
a parked car on the east curb. I pulled in directly behind the vehicle. I looked at the driver 
(VILAYSANE) and it appeared he was trying to get something out of the center console of his 
vehicle. In my mind I had thought that the body camera was on because I had made those actions 
towards my chest and assumed that the body camera was effectively on. I can’t speak on behalf of 
what the mechanics are on the actual, unit other than any other time I’ve been on a critical 
incident, my body camera has been on before that incident. 

I didn’t witness the actual traffic violation so I wasn’t going to stop the vehicle. Also, there 
wasn’t much information being put out over the air. The sirens were also going off in the 
distance. That wouldn’t have put me in a position to turn on my body camera, because I wasn’t at 
that time in an enforcement action other than the fact that I was on standby. At the time I just 
didn’t feel like I was making the enforcement action because I didn’t know if we were continuing 
on with the pursuit or what the thing was. 

There was no particular reason 1 didn’t turn the body camera on when I first saw the suspect’s car. 
It’s just a training thing that I’ve always had. It’s always worked for me. I felt that when I 
became the primary unit in the pursuit, I felt that it was my role to conduct the enforcement 
portion of it. So that’s when I decided to turn on my body camera, which was when I took 
primary in the pursuit. After the OIS when I realized my gun was on “slide lock” I looked down 
and I realized my body camera light was flashing on standby. That prompted me to immediately 
turn on my body camera. When I realized that, I started to yell for the other officers to turn on 
their body cameras just to make sure we were all on the same page. 

During the interview, I read DP 1.49, sections IIB and IID dated for March 9, 2016 to Officer 

SERRANO.

I was the driver of our patrol vehicle on this date. I was the primary when I initiated the pursuit. 
My body camera was not on at this time. It was my practice to follow the vehicle in hopes of 
stopping it once it committed an infraction. My concentration was on the vehicle and not crashing 
my vehicle into pedestrians around me. Not turning on my camera didn’t even come into my 
mind because per practice leading up to that point was to activate my body camera when I exited 
the car. That was my practice. That’s my muscle memory. At that time my concentration was on 
driving and not taking a hand off of the wheel to activate a body camera. 

The vehicle pulled into a driveway (Cielo Drive) abruptly in front of a garage. In my mind, I 
thought he was going to do a quick exit and a foot pursuit would be on. The vehicle pulls in, I see 
there’s nowhere for him to go because there was a garage in front of him. I was trying to park my 
patrol car without crashing into the suspect’s vehicle or another parked vehicle in the driveway. I 
exited the patrol car and in my mind I thought he was already out of the car and running away. I 
take off like it’s going to be a foot pursuit. 
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I did not turn my body camera on at this time. It did not even cross my mind. I was just in a 
vehicle pursuit, concentrating on not hitting anyone else, not hitting any pedestrians, trying to 
safely execute that pursuit, and in my mind he abruptly came to a stop. I thought he was foot 
bailing already. I thought to myself, “I need to catch this guy” and that was my instinct. It didn’t 
cross my mind to turn my body camera on at that time because that wasn’t a normal traffic stop. 
That wasn’t muscle memory for me. I was just in a pursuit and now I think it’s a foot pursuit, so 
that muscle memory was not there for me. 

The way he parked his vehicle in the driveway made me think he knew someone at the residence. 
When I put my vehicle into park and exited I could see him looking back at me. I thought to 
myself, “Crap, he’s still in the car.” And that’s when he makes eye contact with me over his left 
shoulder and throws it into reverse, revs the engine, and comes flying back at me with the vehicle. 
And that’s when I have to jump into bushes to avoid being run over by the car. 

We were in the pursuit for about 30 seconds to a minute when it came to the initial stop (Cielo 
Drive). Once the driver threw the vehicle into reverse, if I didn’t jump into the bushes he would 
have run me over. He backed out of the driveway and took off just as essentially the other unit, 
454Q arrived, and all I remember is they took the primary. Myself and Officer BOGGEMAN 
took the secondary position in the pursuit. I did not turn my body camera on at this time. 
Honestly, it wasn’t even on my radar. I was just almost run over by a vehicle. He’s taking off 
again, the other car is taking the primary, we need to get back in this fight, I jumped in the car, and 
now I’m back in the mindset of operating that patrol vehicle as number two in the pursuit. He 
crashed on Pagel Place. The second portion of the pursuit lasted two to three minutes. We did 
another two laps around the neighborhood. 

I read DP 1.49, sections I1B and I1D dated for March 9, 2016 to Officer CAMERON. I asked Officer 
CAMERON if he was familiar with this department procedure and he stated, “Yes.” 

I concluded this interview at approximately 1532 hours. 
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STATEMENT OF OFFICER Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160: 

On October 26, 2016, at approximately 1543 hours, I interviewed Officer Shawn BOGGEMAN as a 
Subject Officer for this investigation in the Internal Affairs Office. Sergeant RIGHTHOUSE assisted me 
with this interview. Officer BOGGEMAN was interviewed in the presence of Amy MARGOLIES who 
served as his attorney. I recorded the interview for clarity, and a copy can be reviewed for complete 
details. 


Prior to the interview, I read Officer BOGGEMAN the Administrative Admonishment for Sworn 
Personnel:

BOGGEMAN Yes sir.

I was working with the CST team and working with Officer CAMERON. I was the passenger of 
our patrol vehicle. We were conducting surveillance on Pagel Place. We became involved in a 
pursuit with a vehicle that left the area of Pagel Place. We took the primary position in the 
pursuit. At that point, what I had done for the last couple of years since I had received my body 
camera, as soon as you exit the vehicle I would activate my body worn camera. The sheer speed 
at which the events unfolded also took that from the forefront of my mind. 

The vehicle pulled into the driveway on Cielo. It was facing northbound. Officer CAMERON, 
who was driving our patrol vehicle, had a better view of the driver. He saw the door start to open 
and the driver start to get out of the car as if he was going to foot bail and run. Both Officer 
CAMERON and I exited the vehicle really quickly. In fact, I almost exited the vehicle before it 
was fully parked to get ready to chase the guy (VILAYSANE). The driver closed the door and got 
back into the vehicle. I did not turn my BWC on at this time. That was the one time that I 
actually thought, “I need to get my BWC on.” Literally, the speed at how things happened and the 
sudden change from the driver isn’t foot bailing anymore, he got back into the car. As soon as he 
did that, my partner and I both were yelling verbal commands to him. 100% of my attention was 
focused on that and that’s when he put it back into reverse and swung the wheel out and almost 
ran over my partner for the first time. I wasn’t thinking about body worn cameras. I was thinking 
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about his safety and my safety. The nature of the pursuit changed from being a vehicle pursuit to 
actually being a 245 (Assault with a Deadly Weapon) on an officer at that point. I believe it was 
approximately two minutes during the time I was involved in the pursuit before it came to a stop 
on Cielo Drive. Actually, it couldn’t have been more than a minute. It was quick. 

When the pursuit resumed we were the second vehicle. I did not activate my body camera at this 
time. At that point I was still shaken up on the 245 on an officer. Literally, my partner almost lost 
his life right there and I had contemplated shooting the suspect at that point. I realized Officers 
STERLING and SERRANO showed up at that time. I realized that during the vehicle pursuit my 
job was to put out information about the pursuit. When I exited the vehicle the first time I failed 
to clip the microphone on the holder. The radio was on the ground and I was fumbling around 
trying to get the radio and also to put my seatbelt back on. When we took off the seatbelt got 
locked up. I couldn’t put the seatbelt on. I basically had to choose between BWC, a radio, and 
my personal safety with the seatbelt. I chose my personal safety with the seatbelt first and 
foremost and then I tried to address the radio issue. I ended up finding the radio at the very end of 
the pursuit. 

The second portion of the pursuit was about a minute to a minute and a half. When the vehicle 
had a collision on Pagel Place we stopped. When I got out of our vehicle I found our microphone. 

I put out one last bit of radio traffic that the suspect vehicle collided on Pagel Place. I rushed up to 
the lead vehicle that had been occupied by David SERRANO and Trevor STERLING to help them 
with the high risk stop. I activated my BWC immediately after the shooting. 

I read DP 1.49, sections I.l.B. and I.I.D., dated March 9, 2016, to Officer BOGGEMAN. I asked Officer 

BOGGEMAN if he was familiar with this department procedure and he stated, “Yes.”

I saw 
BOGGEMAN and CAMERON running towards the side of the house. This made me think the 
driver of the vehicle may have bailed and it was now a foot pursuit. My main thought was getting 
out and running up to them so I could catch up. Umm, I didn’t even think about putting my body 
camera on at the time. By the time I caught up to the vehicle it was put into reverse and the driver 
took off. My next thought was to get back into our car because we were in the best position to 
take the number one position to continue in the pursuit. I did not turn on my body camera when 
we stopped at the location on Cielo Drive. Prior to that I wouldn’t say we were actually the 
number two car because by the time we actually caught up and got behind the vehicle it was 
already in that driveway (Cielo Drive). When the vehicle came to a stop I didn’t even think about 
it. My thought was that I saw them running and I wanted to try to catch up to help. It was a 
matter of seconds that we were involved in the first portion of the pursuit. It lasted maybe 10 to 
15 seconds.

My BWC was not on at this 
time. I was putting out radio traffic, clearing intersections, and trying to put my seatbelt on. My 
seatbelt was locked, it wouldn’t budge at all. SERRANO was telling me to air the information for 
the pursuit. My primary concern was to get my seatbelt on. We were in a pursuit the week prior 
where speeds were well over one hundred miles per hour. I was not going to be in a pursuit 
without being buckled up. The second portion of the pursuit ended on Pagel Place. The second 
portion of the pursuit lasted for approximately two minutes. My focus at the time had been to get 
my seatbelt on. 

I read DP 1.49, sections I1B and I1D dated for March 9, 2016 to Officer STERLING. I asked Officer 

STERLING if he was familiar with this department procedure and he stated, “Yes.” 

I turned on my body camera after we had fired our handguns. Officer SERRANO actually yelled 
and reminded all of us to turn on our body cameras. It wasn’t even a thought in my mind with 
everything that was going on between the pursuit, the driver almost hitting Officer CAMERON 
the first time, and attempting to hit Officer SERRANO and CAMERON the second time. Initially 
I thought he hit Officer SERRANO because I couldn’t see him in that second incident. Then we 
shot and it was my first time involved in an officer involved shooting. It was not a thought in my 
mind. It was the last. I would not have thought of that had Officer SERRANO not said that. I 
would not have thought about it (activating BWC). 

The initial training I had was I believe, you will activate it in anticipation of an enforcement 
contact or during an enforcement contact. Generally, the way I had done it at the time and the 
majority of the people that I work around do it, when you get out of the car for a traffic stop to 
approach the vehicle you would turn it on. But that’s your normal traffic stop where the vehicle 
stops. With a pursuit, a crash, and two separate times where he’s attempted to back up into our 
officers in vehicles, that was the last thing on my mind. I was more concerned with my safety, my 
teammates, and partner’s safety. 

I concluded this interview at approximately 1628 hours. 
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CONCLUSION: 

On May 11, 2016 at approximately 2126 hours, Southeastern Crime Suppression Team Officers David 
SERRANO ID #6912, Trevor STERLING ID #6955^yan CAMERON ID #6864, and Shawn 
BOGGEMAN ID #7160 were conducting surveillance of ^(Pagel Place. Several members of the team 
had information this residence was being frequented by Oriental Killer Boys (OKB) and Tiny Oriental 
Crips (TOC) gang members and there was illegal narcotic activity taking place at the resid ence. This 
information was provided 

attempted to initiate a traffic stop, but VILAYSANE refused to pull over and sped off. A pursuit ensured. 

The pursuit l asted fo r several minutes and looped around the neighborhood. VILAYSANE pulled into the 
driveway for^^JCielo Drive. Officer CAMERON approached the driver’s side of VILAYSANE’s 
vehicle. VILAYSANE reversed direction, swinging the front of the vehicle to the left and almost struck 
Officer CAMERON. Officer CAMERON was forced to jump out of the way to avoid being struck by 
VILAYSANE’s vehicle. VILAYSANE fled west on Cielo Drive. The officers returned to their patrol 
vehicles and continued the pursuit. Officers SERRANO and STERLING now took the number one 
position in the pursuit behind VILAYSANE’s vehicle and were followed by Officers CAMERON and 
BOGGEMAN. 

VILAYSANE struck a parked vehicle along the east curb of 100 Pagel Place and stopped in the street. 
The road in front of him was clear and unobstructed. All four officers got out of their patrol vehicles with 
their guns drawn. VILAYSANE reversed direction and struck the front of the patrol vehicle being driven 
by Officer SERRANO and STERLING. Officer SERRANO was positioned on the driver’s side near the 
front of his patrol vehicle. There were parked cars to his left, which impeded his movement. 
VILAYSANE reversed his vehicle again moving in the direction of Officer SERRANO. All four officers 
fired multiple rounds at VILAYSANE. He was struck repeatedly and died at the scene. 

The actions of Officer David SERRANO, STERLING, Ryan CAMERON, and Shawn BOGGEMAN are 
WITHIN POLICY based on the following Department procedures:

A. Officers shall not discharge any firearm in the performance of their duties except as authorized 
by this Department procedure.

2. When the officer has a reasonable belief that a subject (or animal) poses an imminent 
threat of death or serious bodily injury to the officer or another person;

D. Officers shall exercise the utmost care in their handling and use of firearms while 
engaged in the performance of their duties and while exercising their option to 
carry a loaded and concealed weapon while off-duty. Officers should consider 
the following factors before discharging a firearm:

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.04, Use of Force, Section III, dated September 11, 2015, 
states in part: 

III. BACKGROUND 

The San Diego Police Department recognizes and respects the value of human 
life, having this as its highest priority. It is the policy and practice of the 
Department to train its personnel in the use of the safest, most humane restraint 
procedures and force options currently known. The Department seeks to 
demonstrate integrity, and make decisions that are fair, respectful, lawful, and 
based on good judgment. 

In the performance of their duties, officers may encounter situations where the use 
of force is reasonable in order to effect a detention or arrest, to overcome 
resistance, or to protect themselves or others. Force, as authorized by Penal Code 
section 835a, and as set forth in this policy, may be used in those situations. The 
decision to use deadly force in response to an imminent threat of death or serious 
bodily injury to the officer or another person is one of the most critical decisions 
an officer will ever be called upon to make. 

Penal Code section 835a authorizes an officer to use reasonable force to make a 
lawful arrest, prevent an escape, or to overcome resistance. Officers are not 
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required to retreat or desist from their efforts by reason of resistance or threatened 
resistance of the person being arrested. 

Officer SERRANO made the following statements to me regarding his decision to utilize force during the 
incident: 

As soon as I got out, VILAYSANE’s vehicle was backing towards Officer CAMERON. He had 
to jump out of the way to avoid being struck by the vehicle.

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It wasn’t even a thought in my mind with everything that was going on between the pursuit, the 
driver almost hitting Officer CAMERON the first time, and attempting to hit Officer SERRANO 
and CAMERON for the second time. Initially I thought he hit Officer SERRANO because I 
couldn’t see him in that second incident. 

The San Diego County District Attorney’s Office letter regarding this officer involved shooting contained 
the following language: “Based on the facts, the law and the evidence, each officer’s decision to shoot Mr. 
VILAYSANE was reasonable and therefore each officer bears no criminal liability for their actions.” 
Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were in the performance of their 
duties when they used their firearms to stop an imminent threat of great bodily injury or death to 
themselves or their partner officers during the incident. The decision and actions of Officers SERRANO, 
STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN to use deadly force was reasonable, legal and WITHIN 
POLICY. 
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INVESTIGATOR’S NOTE: 

The Officer Involved Shooting (OIS) involving Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and 
BOGGEMAN took place on May 11, 2016. All four officers were equipped and were found to have 
activated their body worn cameras (BWC) at various times during the incident. These BWC videos were 
found to substantiate the officers’ account of the events that transpired during the incident. It should be 
noted, that Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN were operating under the 
previous version of DP 1.49 (implemented on March 9, 2016) when the OIS occurred. A revision was 
made to DP 1.49 (implemented on July 20, 2016) and it currently serves as the most current version of 
this department procedure. 

Both “Mandated Recordings” sections (V.1.1.) from the previous and current versions of DP 1.49 have 
been included in this investigation to serve as a visual aid:

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Officer SERRANO made the following statements to me regarding the use of his body worn camera 
during the incident:

And, I’m also aware that there is a thirty 
second buffer that provides some video footage. So at the time when I typically take a step out, 
when my hands are free, then that’s when I’m allowed to make that execution of activating the 
body camera. It’s my practice to get out of the car before I activate my camera. Like I said, 
“When I tried to get out of my car my right hand was occupied with the shifter and the door was 
being opened with my left hand.” 

And, 

During the continuation of the pursuit, that’s when I realized this pursuit was a little different 
compared to most pursuits I had been involved with. So, at that point I decided to turn on my 
body camera. He was attempting to evade by any means necessary, whether it was by vehicle or 
by foot, it gave me the impression he was going to try to do the same thing the second time. And 
at the time I was about mid block on Benson, just west of Pagel when I began striking my body 
camera. I must have hit it about maybe three of four times because I was trying to make sure it 
was on. 

And, 

I wear my body camera directly on my sternum. In most situations I tap my body camera to turn it 
on. The body camera is turned on by applying enough pressure to where you feel the button click. 
It gives up some resistance to the one or two finger impressions that you put on it to turn it on. If 
you were in a controlled conditions where those sirens weren’t involved then you would be able to 
hear it or feel the body camera go on. Anytime that I’m making contact with someone I know to 
click it twice. I must have hit it at least three times. I was trying to tell Officer STERLING to

give the direction of travel of the vehicle over the air. So, I hit the body camera again thinking I 
made a mistake. I know when I got the camera I was taught that you needed to “hold” the button 
down to turn it off. I was issued the body camera as soon as I got to Southeastern Division. 

And, 

Once we drove up Pagel Place it went up a dirt road and the vehicle (VILAYSANE) collided into 
a parked car on the east curb. I pulled in directly behind the vehicle. I looked at the driver 
(VILAYSANE) and it appeared he was trying to get something out of the center console of his 
vehicle. In my mind I had thought that the body camera was on because I had made those actions 
towards my chest and assumed that the body camera was effectively on. I can’t speak on behalf of 
what the mechanics are on the actual, unit other than any other time I’ve been on a critical 
incident, my body camera has been on before that incident. 

And, 

There was no particular reason I didn’t turn the body camera on when I first saw the suspect’s car. 
It’s just a training thing that I’ve always had. It’s always worked for me. I felt that when I 
became the primary unit in the pursuit, I felt that it was my role to conduct the enforcement 
portion of it. So that’s when I decided to turn on my body camera, which was when I took 
primary in the pursuit. After the OIS when I realized my gun was on “slide lock” I looked down 
and I realized my body camera light was flashing on standby. That prompted me to immediately 
turn on my body camera. 

Officer STERLING made the following statements to me regarding the use of his body worn camera 
during the incident: 

We joined in the secondary position when we initially became involved in the pursuit. I did not 
turn on my body camera at this time. By the time we caught up the car (VILAYSANE) was 
already pulling into the driveway (Cielo Drive). I saw BOGGEMAN and CAMERON running 
towards the side of the house. This made me think the driver of the vehicle may have bailed and it 
was now a foot pursuit. My main thought was getting out and running up to them so I could catch 
up. Umm, I didn’t even think about putting my body camera on at the time. By the time I caught 
up to the vehicle it was put into reverse and the driver took off. My next thought was to get back 
into our car because we were in the best position to take the number one position to continue in the 
pursuit. I did not turn on my body camera when we stopped at the location on Cielo Drive. 

And, 

I turned on my body camera after we had fired our handguns. Officer SERRANO actually yelled 
and reminded all of us to turn on our body cameras. It wasn’t even a thought in my mind with 
everything that was going on between the pursuit, the driver almost hitting Officer CAMERON 
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the first time, and attempting to hit Officer SERRANO and CAMERON the second time. Initially 
I thought he hit Officer SERRANO because I couldn’t see him in that second incident. Then we 
shot and it was my first time involved in an officer involved shooting. It was not a thought in my 
mind. It was the last. I would not have thought of that had Officer SERRANO not said that. I 
would not have thought about it (activating BWC). 

Officer CAMERON made the following statements to me regarding the use of his body worn camera 
during the incident: 

I was the driver of our patrol vehicle on this date. I was the primary when I initiated the pursuit. 
My body camera was not on at this time. It was my practice to follow the vehicle in hopes of 
stopping it once it committed an infraction. My concentration was on the vehicle and not crashing 
my vehicle into pedestrians around me. Not turning on my camera didn’t even come into my 
mind because per practice leading up to that point was to activate my body camera when I exited 
the car. That was my practice. That’s my muscle memory. At that time my concentration was on 
driving and not taking a hand off of the wheel to activate a body camera. 

And, 

I did not turn my body camera on at this time. It did not even cross my mind. I was just in a 
vehicle pursuit, concentrating on not hitting anyone else, not hitting any pedestrians, trying to 
safely execute that pursuit, and in my mind he abruptly came to a stop. I thought he was foot 
bailing already. I thought to myself, “I need to catch this guy” and that was my instinct. It didn’t 
cross my mind to turn my body camera on at that time because that wasn’t a normal traffic stop. 
That wasn’t muscle memory for me. I was just in a pursuit and now I think it’s a foot pursuit, so 
that muscle memory was not there for me. 

And, 

The way he parked his vehicle in the driveway made me think he knew someone at the residence. 
When I put my vehicle into park and exited I could see him looking back at me. I thought to 
myself, “Crap, he’s still in the car.” And that’s when he makes eye contact with me over his left 
shoulder and throws it into reverse, revs the engine, and comes flying back at me with the vehicle. 
And that’s when I have to jump into bushes to avoid being run over by the car. 

And, 

We were in the pursuit for about 30 seconds to a minute when it came to the initial stop (Cielo 
Drive). Once the driver threw the vehicle into reverse, if I didn’t jump into the bushes he would 
have run me over. Ele backed out of the driveway and took off just as essentially the other unit, 
454Q arrived, and all I remember is they took the primary. Myself and Officer BOGGEMAN 
took the secondary position in the pursuit. I did not turn my body camera on at this time. 
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Honestly, it wasn’t even on my radar. I was just almost run over by a vehicle. He’s taking off 
again, the other car is taking the primary, we need to get back in this fight, I jumped in the car, and 
now I’m back in the mindset of operating that patrol vehicle as number two in the pursuit. 

Officer BOGGEMAN made the following statements to me regarding the use of his body worn camera 

during the incident: 

We took the primary position in the pursuit. At that point, what I had done for the last couple of 
years since I had received my body camera, as soon as you exit the vehicle I would activate my 
body worn camera. The sheer speed at which the events unfolded also took that from the forefront 
of my mind. 

And, 

The vehicle pulled into the driveway on Cielo. It was facing northbound. Officer CAMERON, 
who was driving our patrol vehicle, had a better view of the driver. He saw the door start to open 
and the driver start to get out of the car as if he was going to foot bail and run. Both Officer 
CAMERON and I exited the vehicle really quickly. In fact, I almost exited the vehicle before it 
was fully parked to get ready to chase the guy (VILAYSANE). The driver closed the door and got 
back into the vehicle. I did not turn my BWC on at this time. That was the one time that I 
actually thought, “I need to get my BWC on.” Literally, the speed at how things happened and the 
sudden change from the driver isn’t foot bailing anymore, he got back into the car. As soon as he 
did that, my partner and I both were yelling verbal commands to him. 100% of my attention was 
focused on that and that’s when he put it back into reverse and swung the wheel out and almost 
ran over my partner for the first time. I wasn’t thinking about body worn cameras. 

And, 

When the pursuit resumed we were the second vehicle. I did not activate my body camera at this 
time. At that point I was still shaken up on the 245 on an officer. Literally, my partner almost lost 
his life right there and I had contemplated shooting the suspect at that point. I realized Officers 
STERLING and SERRANO showed up at that time. I realized that during the vehicle pursuit my 
job was to put out information about the pursuit. When I exited the vehicle the first time I failed 
to clip the microphone on the holder. The radio was on the ground and I was fumbling around 
trying to get the radio and also to put my seatbelt back on. When we took off the seatbelt got 
locked up. I couldn’t put the seatbelt on. I basically had to choose between BWC, a radio, and 
my personal safety with the seatbelt. I chose my personal safety with the seatbelt first and 
foremost and then I tried to address the radio issue. I ended up finding the radio at the very end of 
the pursuit. 

During Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s respective Homicide and 

Internal Affairs interviews, they articulated various factors related to their own personal safety, their 
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partner officers’ safety, and/or the general safety of the surrounding citizens in the area that took place 
during the incident. Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s statements 
related to “safety” were directly related to the following portion of DP 1.49: 

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.49 (Axon Body Worn Camera Procedure), section V.A., 
dated March 9, 2016, which states in part: 

V. PROCEDURE 

A. Officer safety and public safety take precedence over recording events. 

Officers shall follow existing officer safety policies when conducting enforcement 
stops as outlined in Department policies and procedures. Officer safety and the 
safety of the public shall be the primary considerations when contacting citizens 
or conducting vehicle stops, not the ability to record an event. 

Section V.A. was included in the previous and is included in the current versions of DP 1.49. 

On July 20, 2016, more than two months after this OIS, the following addition to the current version of 
DP 1.49 was made: 

San Diego Police Department Procedure 1.49 (Axon Body Worn Camera Procedure), Mandated 
Recordings Section V.A., dated July 20, 2016, which states in part: 

c. Officers should begin recording in the event mode while driving to a call that has the 
potential to involve an enforcement contact. 

The addition to the “Mandated Recordings” section of the current version of DP 1.49, dictated that SDPD 
officers should activate their BWC while driving to a call that has the potential to involve an enforcement 
contact. Enforcement contacts include traffic stops and arrests. Clearly, Officers SERRANO, 
STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s vehicle pursuit was the means to an end of conducting a 
traffic stop on VILAYSANE that would have concluded in his arrest. VILAYSANE willfully failed to 
stop his vehicle and in effect created the vehicle pursuit. VILAYSANE’s failure to yield to the officers 
created a chaotic and dynamic situation that put the community, officers, and his own safety in jeopardy. 
The District Attorney’s letter concluded, “Mr. VILAYSANE made attempts to elude police capture while 
driving a stolen car. By reversing in the direction of the officers, he transfonned the vehicle into a 
weapon.” The summation of these stressful factors, surrounding safety, ultimately delayed the activation 
of the officers’ body worn cameras. Based on the language of DP 1.49, coupled with the officer’s 
statements surrounding safety, Officers SERRANO, STERLING CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s 
would be within policy for the current version of DP 1.49 (implemented on March 9, 2016); and 
consequently, are within policy of the previous version of DP 1.49 (implemented on July 20, 2016) when 
this OIS occurred. 
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On March 7, 2017,1 met with Sergeant Rick PECHIN of the Research, Analysis, and Planning Unit, 
which stores the Department’s BWC inspections. I requested Sergeant PECHIN provide me with Officers 
SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON, and BOGGEMAN’s BWC inspections for March, April, and May 
of 2016. Sergeant PECHIN provided me with photocopies of the requested BWC inspections. A 
comparison of the officers’ enforcement related contacts was compared to the number of BWC videos the 
officers made and no discrepancies were found.

Dear Chief Zimmerman: 

We have reviewed the reports and other materials compiled by your agency’s Homicide Unit 
concerning the circumstances leading to the fatal shooting of Mr. Thongsoune Vilaysane by the 
San Diego Police Officers identified above on May 11, 2016. A District Attorney Investigator 
responded to the scene and was briefed by your officers. This case was presented to the District 
Attorney’s Office for review on August 30, 2016. 

Persons Involved 

Mr. Thongsoune Vilaysane was 30 years old at the time of this incident and resided in the City of 
San Diego. The officers involved in the incident were assigned to the Southeastern Division 
Crime Suppression Team and had been employed by the San Diego Police Department for two to 
five years. They were all in full uniform and were assigned as teams of two, each in a marked 
patrol unit. 

Summary 

Officers saw Mr. Vilaysane driving away from a house on Pagel Place known to be frequented 
by the Oriental Killer Boys gang, a known and documented criminal gang. When a patrol unit 
turned around to follow Vilaysane, he accelerated and drove through a stop sign. Vilaysane led 
officers on a pursuit, at one point pulling into a driveway of a residence. A uniformed officer 
approached the car on foot, shouting commands. Vilaysane looked in the direction of the officer 
and quickly backed out of the driveway, causing the officer to jump out of the way to avoid 
being hit. The officer recognized Vilaysane as a parolee whom he had arrested recently. 

Another patrol unit joined the pursuit. Vilaysane drove around the neighborhood and returned to 
Pagel Place, where he struck the side of a parked car. The patrol units stopped behind him. Two 
of the officers were to the left of the car Vilaysane was driving. They were confined by a car 
parked at the curb, Vilaysane’s car and a patrol unit. Instead of continuing forward, Vilaysane 
reversed backwards at angle, forcefully striking the front of the first patrol unit, within feet of the 
two officers. He drove forward and then reversed again at an angle toward the officers. All four 
officers fired at Vilaysane. The car rolled forward and up onto a curb. Vilaysane died from his 
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injuries at the scene. The incident was recorded by body cameras. The car Vilaysane had been 
driving was stolen. 

Statement of Officer Ryan Cameron 

Officer Cameron is a member of the Crime Suppression Team (CST), assigned to proactively 
patrol Southeastern Division neighborhoods. On May 11, 2016, Cameron was partnered with 
Officer Shawn Boggeman. Officer David Serrano and Officer Trevor Sterling and another team 
of officers were working with them. They were monitoring a house on Pagel Place which was 
known to the police department for narcotics and gang activity. Members of the Oriental Killer 
Boys gang lived at the location and there were frequent visits to the home by members of 
affiliated gang sets. Cameron was aware that the week before a member of the Tiny Oriental 
Crips left the home and led officers on a ten-mile pursuit which ended in a crash. 

On May 11, 2016 officers noticed there were numerous people arriving and leaving the house. 
Mr. Vilaysane was seen driving away from the house. He turned onto a street which does not 
lead anywhere, except to loop back to the same road. Cameron and Boggeman waited to see if 
Vilaysane would circle back. When he didn’t, Cameron drove down the street. He saw 
Vilaysane driving toward him. They made eye contact as they passed each other. Cameron 
turned the patrol car around to follow Vilaysane. As he was doing so, he saw Vilaysane 
accelerate and run through the stop sign at the end of the street. 

Officer Cameron followed Mr. Vilaysane and a pursuit ensued. During the pursuit Vilaysane 
drove into the driveway of a house on Cielo Drive. Cameron ran up to the car and Vilaysane 
looked at him over his right shoulder. They made eye contact with each other. Cameron told 
Vilaysane he wanted to see his hands and he should not move. Cameron was about three feet 
behind the car on the driver’s side. Vilaysane reversed the car quickly, swinging it to the right so 
the car was angled toward the officer. Cameron had to jump out of the way to avoid being hit. 
Cameron recognized Vilaysane as the person he had recently assisted in arresting as a parolee at 
large. Cameron knew Vilaysane had a prior robbery conviction and an extensive criminal 
history. He also knew Vilaysane was a documented gang member with the San Diego Police 
Department. 

Officer Serrano and Officer Sterling had driven to the location. They took the lead in the pursuit, 
with Officer Cameron and Officer Boggeman following. Mr. Vilaysane drove in a circular route 
around the neighborhood, driving back up Pagel Place at a high rate of speed. He turned onto a 
dirt driveway running parallel to the street, drove back down Pagel Place, and crashed into a 
parked car. Officer Serrano exited his patrol car with his gun drawn. Serrano gave commands to 
Vilaysane to show his hands, put them out the window, and not to move. The commands were 
given several times. Serrano’s car was behind Vilaysane’s car. There was a small gap, of 
approximately three feet, at the front quarter driver’s side panel, between the patrol car and a 
parked car on the west curb line. 

Mr. Vilaysane reversed at a high rate of speed and hit the front bumper of Officer Serrano’s 
patrol car. Officer Cameron heard the engine accelerate as it was reversing. Cameron said he 
only remembered the car reversing once, but acknowledged during the interview that when he 
saw the footage from his body worn camera before the interview, he realized Vilaysane had 
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actually reversed a second time. Cameron stated he had not recalled that. He said he could only 
remember hearing the engine accelerate and the car coming backwards in his direction. He 
feared for his safety. He knew Serrano was to the side of him and there was nowhere for them to 
move to because they were confined by the parked car and the patrol car. Cameron believed they 
would be pinned between the cars or run over and killed. He fired his weapon at the driver 12 to 
13 times. Once the car was no longer moving in his direction and the threat ceased, he stopped 
firing. 

Officer Cameron continued to monitor the car and the driver, shouting commands to the driver to 
show his hands. The car had drifted down the street and up onto the curb. Cameron was 
concerned about approaching the car, because the driver had not followed previous commands 
and Cameron could not see into the car. Cameron knew about driver’s criminal history and his 
association with occupants of the Pagel Place house. The officers waited for a canine unit to 
respond. 

Statement of Officer Shawn Boggeman 

Officer Boggeman had been involved in the previous week’s vehicle pursuit which originated at 
the house on Pagel Place. He had been told gang members frequented the house. Boggeman 
saw the Acura Mr. Vilaysane was driving turn onto Sweetwood Street. Boggeman knew the 
street looped back to Benson Avenue. He and Officer Cameron waited for the car to exit, but it 
didn’t. Cameron drove down Sweetwood and they saw the Acura driving toward them. 

Vilaysane looked at them as he drove past. Cameron made a u-turn. Vilaysane never applied 
any brakes at the stop sign for Benson Avenue and drove right through it. They followed 
Vilaysane. He was driving fast, erratically, and sloppily, almost as if he were not familiar with 
the car he was driving. Boggeman saw Vilaysane quickly turn into a driveway on Cielo Drive. 

Officer Boggeman and Officer Cameron got out of the patrol car and approached the Acura. 

They shouted at Mr. Vilaysane to turn off the car and put his hands out. Vilaysane accelerated 
the engine a couple of times, disregarding the officers’ commands. He then reversed the car and 
swung out of the driveway, with the wheel turned, almost hitting Cameron who was a couple of 
feet from the driver’s side of the Acura. Boggeman said Cameron didn’t have any place to go 
and was close to getting hit. Cameron had to jump out of the way. Boggeman considered 
shooting at Vilaysane then, but was concerned Cameron would get shot because of his location 
next to the driver’s side of the Acura. Vilaysane hit some trash cans and almost hit the patrol 
unit. He drove off. Officer Serrano and Sterling had arrived. They took over as the lead pursuit 
car and followed Vilaysane. 

Mr. Vilaysane went around the block and drove up Pagel Place again. At the top of Pagel Place 
he turned down a dirt driveway, and drove back onto Pagel Place. Vilaysane barely had control 
of the Acura. He temporarily regained control, but then hit a parked car. When Boggeman got 
out of the patrol car to assist with the high risk traffic stop he heard Officer Serrano yelling 
commands at Vilaysane to show his hands. Boggeman heard the Acura’s engine accelerating 
and saw Serrano walking up to the patrol car. Boggeman saw the Acura back up at an angle and 
hit the patrol car. He heard the impact of the Acura hitting the patrol car. Boggeman was 
focused on the Acura and lost sight of Serrano. He believed Serrano had been run over by the 
Acura. He could see Officer Sterling on his right. He had clear line of sight on the Acura and 
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fired his weapon to try and stop the threat posed by Vilaysane. He stopped firing when the 
Acura started rolling forward. Boggeman believed he fired between six and ten rounds. 
Boggeman went around to the driver’s side of the patrol car and saw Serrano standing, much to 
his relief. Boggeman felt he was in an exposed position so he took cover by a car parked on the 
curb. He waited for a canine unit to respond. 

Vilaysane could have driven forward and left the scene if he had wanted to. There was nothing 
obstructing his way. Boggeman believed Vilaysane intended to reverse the car toward the 
officers and was shocked when he heard the engine accelerate. Pie stated it was a very deliberate 
move. 

Statement of Officer David Serrano 

Officer Serrano had personally contacted gang members leaving the Pagel Place house. He 
knew about the pursuit the week before and had been advised by a gang detective about gang 
members frequenting the home. 

Officer Serrano told Officer Cameron and Officer Boggeman about the Acura leaving the home 
and heard Cameron acknowledge seeing the vehicle on Benson Avenue. Then he heard a radio 
transmission from Cameron saying the driver had failed to stop at a stop sign. Serrano and 
Officer Sterling waited for Cameron and Boggeman. They heard sirens and saw Cameron and 
Boggeman pursuing the Acura. Serrano and Sterling followed Cameron and Boggeman, but the 
Acura pulled into a driveway on Cielo Drive. When Cameron and Boggeman ran up to the 
Acura, the car reversed, almost colliding with Cameron. Serrano said Cameron could have 
easily been injured. The car reversed right into Cameron’s path and then stopped a few inches 
from the front of Cameron’s patrol car. Serrano had no doubt if Cameron had not jumped away 
he would have been underneath the Acura. 

Officer Serrano and Officer Sterling got back into their patrol car and became the lead pursuit 
unit. The pursuit reached speeds of forty to fifty miles per hour and at one point the Acura 
veered into the opposite lane. Serrano hit his body camera to activate it. Mr. Vilaysane went 
around the block and back up Pagel Place, went down a dirt hill and collided with a parked car 
on Pagel. Serrano jumped out of the patrol car while the Acura was at an angle and began 
shouting commands at Vilaysane to show his hands. Serrano could see Vilaysane drop his hands 
and appear to pull something from the center console, The Acura reversed suddenly and hit the 
front of the patrol car. Serrano was concerned he was trapped in by the cars around him and the 
Acura. He continued to shout commands at Vilaysane to show his hands. Vilaysane looked at 
Serrano, turned the wheel of the Acura to angle it. The Acura reversed a second time. Serrano 
heard the engine accelerate. He thought he was going to get hit. He could not run because he 
risked being hit by the car. Serrano considered that Vilaysane had ignored all of his commands 
and had been reaching toward something. Serrano began firing at Vilaysane. He stopped when 
he saw Vilaysane fall over. The Acura rolled forward and up onto a curb. 

Serrano did not know the status of Vilaysane so he remained a safe distance away. He saw that 
his magazine was empty and changed it. When he looked down he saw his body camera flashing 
and realized it had not been recording. He hit it again to make sure it recorded. 
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Statement of Officer Trevor Sterling 

Officer Sterling was aware of the pursuit the week before and knew that numerous felons and 
gang members frequent the house on Pagel Place. In the three weeks before he had 10 to 15 
police contacts with people associated with the residence. He and Officer Serrano could see cars 
coming and going from the house on May 11, 2016. There was more activity than usual at the 
home. He told Officer Cameron and Office Boggeman about the Acura leaving the home. 
Sterling and Serrano heard the radio transmission about the failure to stop at the stop sign. They 
realized a pursuit would likely occur and waited for further information. They got behind 
Cameron and Boggeman’s patrol car after they came up Pagel Place, but the Acura pulled into a 
driveway on Cielo Drive. As they came to a stop Sterling saw Cameron and Boggeman run up 
to the Acura. As Sterling began to run over to help the officers he saw Cameron jump out of the 
way of the Acura, as the car’s front end swung around while reversing. 

Officer Sterling described the ensuing pursuit which took place at a high rate of speed, ending up 
on Pagel Place where Vilaysane hit the parked car. Commands were given to Vilaysane to show 
his hands and turn off the car. The Acura reversed backward and hit the patrol car. Then the 
Acura rolled forward, before reversing again while turning the wheel. Sterling saw Officer 
Serrano on the left side of the Acura with parked cars behind him, while the Acura was coming 
toward him. Sterling believed the Acura was going to hit Serrano if it continued reversing, 
because Serrano had nowhere to go. Sterling began shooting at the bottom of the rear windshield. 
He stopped firing when the Acura was no longer backing up towards the officers. The car rolled 
forward slowly and did not appear to be a threat. 

Officer Sterling took cover behind a different car so he was protected if Mr. Vilaysane reversed 
again. They waited for a canine unit to arrive because they were not going to walk up to a car 
that had already tried to hit one of them and put themselves at risk again. Sterling stated if 
Vilaysane had wanted to leave the scene there was nothing in his way; he had every opportunity 
in the world to leave, but he made a choice to try and run Serrano over. 

Statements of Civilian Witneses 

One resident of Pagel Place said they were putting a trashcan out at the curb when they saw a 
vehicle speeding up the hill. The resident said the car was going fast. A few seconds later the 
resident saw a police car chasing the speeding vehicle. Both cars made a right turn, onto Cielo 
Drive. The resident went inside and then heard 8 to 10 shots being fired. 

Approximately six additional neighbors heard the sound of sirens from the police chase and then 
heard several shots fired. None of those six residents saw the vehicle pursuit, collisions or 
shooting event. An additional five civilian witnesses heard the vehicle collision and saw 
portions of the shooting event. All five of those witnesses said they heard the collision and went 
out to the street to investigate. They said they saw and or heard one or more officers order 
Vilaysane to stop his car and place his hands where they could see them. Three of the witnesses 
described Vilaysane’s vehicle backing up and aiming for the officers or their marked police 
vehicles. One of those witnesses said Vilaysane was trying to ram his car into the officers. The 
witnesses stated they saw and or heard the officers’ fire several rounds at Vilaysane’s vehicle. 
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Investigation 

The crime scene was secured, photographed, and investigated by the San Diego Police 
Department’s Homicide Unit. Officers’ body-worn cameras, ABLE-helicopter footage, and 
closed circuit television surveillance footage from a private resident, as well as crime-scene 
photographs, crime reports, witness interviews, radio communications, police automatic vehicle 
location data, and medical examiner’s reports were reviewed to analyze this event. Three of the 
four officers involved in the shooting had their body worn cameras activated at the time. 

The investigation revealed the car driven by Vilaysane had been stolen from Carlsbad 
approximately five days prior to this incident. The responding officers’ body worn cameras and 
ABLE footage confirms the vehicle’s white lights to the rear were lit, indicating the transmission 
remained in reverse gear when the vehicle came to a stop. An officer can be heard warning other 
officers the car is still in reverse and needed to be placed in a neutral gear. 

Automatic Vehicle Locator (AVL) data corroborated Officer Cameron and Officer Boggeman’s 
description of stopping and waiting for Mr. Vilaysane to drive down Treewood Street; their brief 
journey down Treewood before turning around again. Additionally, the AVL corroborates 
Cameron and Boggeman’s patrol car stopped on Cielo Drive in the vicinity of the driveway 
Vilaysane pulled into, before the arrival of Officer Serrano and Officer Sterling. Likewise, the 
AVL corroborates the pursuit took place on the streets the officers described in their statements. 

A review of communications recordings indicates Officer Boggeman did provide the number of 
the license plate of the Acura to the dispatcher, but did not receive a response before the shooting 
incident occurred. 

All of the officers’ weapons were examined by the Firearms Unit. It was determined that if the 
firearms were loaded to capacity Officer Cameron fired thirteen times; Officer Serrano fired 
eighteen times; Officer Sterling fired seven times; and Officer Boggeman fired eight times, for 
a total of forty-six shots. All of the officers used 9mm caliber cartridges. Forty-six 9mm caliber 
cartridge cases were collected from the scene, consistent with the analysis of the Firearms Unit. 

At autopsy it was determined Mr. Vilaysane was shot twenty times. Fie had gunshot wounds to 
his head, neck, upper torso and arms. Toxicological studies were positive for methamphetamines 
and amphetamines. Traces of ephedrine were also detected. The medical examiner noted 
numerous tattoos on Vilaysane’s body including: “Killa Boyz,” “OKB,” “SE,” and “South 
East.” Tattoos of this nature are used to claim allegiance to and identify a person as a member of 
the South East San Diego Oriental Killer Boys gang. 

Legal Analysis 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint protocol between this office and all San Diego 
law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct an independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. The purpose of the District 
Attorney's review is to provide an independent analysis and determine if the shooting was legally 
justified. This review does not address compliance with the policies and procedures of any law 
enforcement agency, ways to improve training, or any issues related to civil liability. 
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Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to use reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person whom they have reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. 

In accordance with Penal Code section 196, peace officers may use deadly force in the course of 
their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers. The U.S. 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, in the case of Scott v. Henrich (9th Cir. 1994) 39 F.3d 912, 
delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the 
circumstances. An officer’s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the 
officer has probable cause to believe that the suspect poses a significant 
threat of death or serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ All 
determinations of unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact 
that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments - in 
circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving - about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.’” 

The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight. Graham v. 
Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, citing Terry v. Ohio, 392 U.S., at 20-22. 

In addition to any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force in 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self-defense is available to any person. A person acts in 
lawful self-defense or defense of another if they reasonably believed that they or someone else 
was in imminent danger of suffering bodily injury, believed that the immediate use of force was 
necessary to defend against that danger, and used no more force than was necessary to defend 
against that danger. 

Conclusions 

Mr. Vilaysane made attempts to elude police capture while driving a stolen car. By reversing in 
the direction of the officers, he transformed the vehicle into a weapon. There were no obstacles 
in front of him and he could have simply driven away. It is of note that on Pagel Place, and the 
driveway on Cielo Drive, Vilaysane waited for the officers to approach the car he was in. He 
looked at the officers and knew where they were situated before he reversed his car toward them. 
The body worn camera footage of the incident shows Officer Serrano was in an extremely 
confined area on a narrow street with a car behind him, the car Vilaysane was driving in front of 
him, and the patrol unit in the middle of the street. He did not have an escape route because 
whatever direction he moved in he was at risk of getting run over or hit by Vilaysane. The 
footage also reveals Officer Cameron was only a few feet from the rear of the vehicle as it 
reversed quickly in the direction of the officers. The officers’ decisions to attempt to stop the 
threat against Officer Serrano and Officer Cameron by shooting Mr. Vilaysane were lawful.

Based on these facts, the law and the evidence, each officer’s decision to shoot Mr. Vilaysane 
was reasonable and therefore each officer bears no criminal liability for their actions.

One Gloclc, model 17 Gen 4, semiautomatic pistol, serial # chambered in 9mm Luger 

caliber, with an attached flashlight, one inserted magazine and two spare magazines from SDPD 
Officer S. Boggeman 

RESULTS AND CONCLUSIONS: 

The Gloclc pistol from Officer S. Boggeman was received with a seated magazine, the slide 
closed, and a cartridge in the chamber. The seated magazine contained ten cartridges. The two 
spare magazines each contained seventeen cartridges. All cartridges were consistent with 
Department ammunition. The capacity of each of the magazines is marked as being seventeen 
cartridges. It is possible, though, to force an eighteenth cartridge into each of these magazines. 
The total capacity of the pistol with one cartridge in the chamber and an inserted, eighteen 
cartridge magazine is nineteen cartridges. This evidence indicated that if the pistol was loaded in 
this condition, eight cartridges had been fired from this pistol. If a different number of cartridges 
were loaded in the magazines, a different number of shots would be indicated. The pistol was 
testfired and operated normally. 

DISPOSITION OF EVIDENCE: 

The Gloclc pistol and magazines from Officer S. Boggeman were released to the Crime Scene 
Unit gun locker. The Firearms Processing Packet for the pistol and magazines was entered into 
the evidence barcode system (Barcode 10621742) and taken to the Property Room.

The pistol’s extra magazine #2 was examined and thirteen 9mm Luger caliber 
cartridges were found in the magazine. The pistol’s extra magazine #3 was examined and found 
empty. The capacity of this pistol in the “Hot Loaded” condition [one cartridge in the chamber 
and thirteen cartridges in the seated magazine #1] is fourteen cartridges. The total capacity of this 
pistol “Hot Loaded” with the two extra magazines #2 and #3 is forty cartridges. Twenty-seven 
cartridges were received with the pistol. Forty cartridges minus the twenty-seven cartridges

The Glock pistol from Officer Serrano was received with a seated magazine, the slide closed, the 
striker set, and a loaded chamber. The seated magazine (Mag A) contained 16 cartridges. The 
extra magazine (Mag B) contained seventeen cartridges. An additional magazine (Mag C - 
Barcode #10622953) was recovered empty at the scene. All cartridges were consistent with 
Department issue ammunition. The capacity of each of the three magazines is seventeen. The 
total capacity of the pistol with one round in the chamber and a full magazine is eighteen 
cartridges (“hot loaded”). Officer Serrano indicated that he fired all of the rounds in both Mag C 
and the chamber before reloading (“emergency reload”). The evidence indicates if the pistol was 
“hot loaded” and “emergency reloaded,” eighteen cartridges were fired from this pistol. If a 
different number of cartridges had been loaded into the seated magazine, then a different number 
of fired cartridge cases would be indicated. The pistol was test fired and found to operate 
normally.

On May 11, 2016, at approximately 2215 hours, I was contacted by Criminalist Adam Dutra and 
informed of a Special Investigation at 6500 Benson Avenue. I contacted Criminalist Deborah 
Blackwell (OIS trainee) and we arrived at the scene at approximately 2320 hours. 

BRIEFING: 

The following is a synopsis of the briefing given at the scene, and information contained in the 
SDPD press releases dated May 11, 2016 and May 14, 2016. 

San Diego Police were involved in a short vehicle pursuit/failure to yield of a stolen silver 
colored 1997 Acura that ended when the vehicle hit a parked car on Pagel Place. Four officers 
approached the vehicle on foot to initiate a vehicle stop. The suspect reversed his vehicle towards 
the officers striking an SDPD patrol vehicle. The four officers fired their service pistols striking 
the suspect sevet^Aimes with gunfire. The suspect’s vehicle then rolled to its final position in 
the driveway of^JPagel Place. The patrol vehicle was moved to its final position for purposes 
of lighting. The suspect was given first aid by paramedics but he was pronounced deceased at the 
scene. 

Officer Cameron and Officer Serrano both stated they were approaching the driver’s side of the 
suspect vehicle when the suspect reversed his vehicle into the SDPD patrol vehicle. Officer 
Cameron stated that he fired his service pistol approximately twelve times, and Officer Serrano 
stated that he fired his service pistol approximately four to six times at the suspect.

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Officer Boggeman and Officer Sterling stated they were approaching the passenger’s side of the 
suspect vehicle when the suspect reversed his vehicle into the SDPD patrol vehicle. Officer 
Boggeman stated that he fired his service pistol approximately six to eight times, and Officer 
Sterling stated that he fired his service pistol approximately four or five times at the suspect. 

SCENE DESCRIPTION: 

The scene was located on the 100 block ofPag el Pla ce in front of^Jpagel Place with the 
suspect’s car coming to rest in the driveway of ^^agel Place. See Figure 1. 

Pagel Place runs north and south and is sloped down from the south to the north. There is a 
sidewalk on the west side of the street and an unimproved payment edge on the east side. For 
placement of the items of evidence, measurements, and the car positions relative to each other, 
Traffic Division Officer Witt utilized a total station for documentation. See his report dated May 
13,2016. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

suspect’s car, a silver 1997 Acura, was facing west in the driveway (final resting place) to 
IH Pagel Place with the suspect on the ground beside and south of his vehicle. 

SDPD Patrol vehicle 6648 was parked near the centerline (final resting place) of Pagel Place at 
an angle, facing downhill (north). It was apparent the vehicle had moved after the incident to 
provide lighting on the suspect’s vehicle. 

A total of forty-six cartridge cases, all in 9mm Luger caliber were collected from the scene. A 
grouping of eight cartridge cases was located on the unimproved payment edge behind and to the 
east of the patrol vehicle, north of a trash can. There was another grouping of seven cartridge 
cases located on the unimproved payment edge to the south of the first grouping and south of 
another trash can. A total of thirty-one cartridge cases were located on the ground in front of, 
underneath, and between the patrol vehicle and a Saturn parked on the west curb of Pagel Place. 

Silver colored apparent paint flakes were noted on the road surface behind and on the passenger 
side of SDPD Patrol vehicle 6648. There were apparent paint transfers on both the left front of 
the Toyota Corolla and the front of SDPD Patrol vehicle 6648. 

Two expended bullets were located on the pavement, one under the SDPD Patrol vehicle 6648 
and the other next to the curb line north of the parked Saturn. 

Damage/paint transfer was noted on the driver’s side front wheel fender area of the Toyota 
Corolla parked on the east pavement edge of Pagel Place.

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Damage/paint transfer was noted on the front push bar area of SDPD patrol vehicle. 

Paint flakes were noted on the road surface behind and on the passenger side of SDPD Patrol 
vehicle 6648. 

Officer Cameron’s firearm was a Sig Sauer model 229 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” thirteen cartridges had 
been fired from the pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist Loznycky dated May 17, 2016. 

Officer Serrano’s firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” eighteen cartridges had 
been fired from the pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist Rebick dated May 17, 2016. 

Officer Boggeman’s firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” eight cartridges had been 
fired from the pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist LaChimia dated May 18, 2016. 

Officer Sterling’s firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” seven cartridges had 
been fired from the pistol. See Firearms'Report by Criminalist Rebick dated May 17, 2016 

REVIEW OF BODY WORN CAMERAS 

I reviewed the officers’ body worn cameras on July 25, 2016, and obtained the following 
information. See Figure 1. 

Officer Serrano-camera was not on until the suspect’s car was rolling toward its final position 
after the shooting. 

Officer Cameron-camera showed the officer exiting patrol unit 7006, driver’s side, running 
forward to join Officer Serrano at the driver’s side rear of the suspect’s car. Officer Cameron 
fired his service pistol from this location as the suspect reversed into patrol unit 6648. Officer 
Serrano can be seen to his left during the incident, and Officer Sterling can be seen at the 
passenger side rear of the suspect vehicle. 

Officer Sterling-camera showed the officer exiting the passenger side of patrol unit 6648 moving 
forward to a position behind the parked Toyota Corolla until the suspect reversed his vehicle into 
patrol unit 6648. He then moved to a location next to the front passenger quarter panel of patrol 
unit 6648 where he fired his service pistol. 

Officer Boggeman-camera showed the officer exiting the passenger side of patrol unit 7006 and 
moving to a location at the rear passenger side of patrol unit 6648 where he fired his service 
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SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 

The suspect’s injuries consisted of multiple gunshot wounds to the upper torso, the right and left 
forearms and left elbow, the right and left upper arms, and the left shoulder. See the report by the 
Medical Examiner for a detailed list of the suspect’s injuries. 

VEHICLE EXAM: 

Ihe suspect s vehicle was examined on May 16, 2016 at the SDPD Northeastern substation 
garage. 

The vehicle is a silver colored 1997 Acura two door sedan. There was collision type damage to 
the front passenger side bumper, the rear passenger bumper, and the rear quarter panel. The 
damage appeared to be new with the paint flaking from the damaged areas. 

A total of forty-one bullet holes/strike marks were noted not counting exits and re-entry strikes in 
the interior of the vehicle. 

Twenty possible trajectories were determined using bullet holes/strikes that perforated the 
exterior of the vehicle. See Figure 2. 

The majority of the trajectories were determined to be from the back of the vehicle to the front. 
CONCLUSIONS 

Information from the crime scene, firearms reports, officers’ body worn cameras, vehicle exam, 
and the photographs from the autopsy were used to fonn the following conclusions. 

Officer Cameron discharged his service pistol a total of thirteen times towai'ds the driver’s side 
of the suspect’s vehicle, while located in the area between the parked Saturn, SDPD Patrol 
vehicle 6648, and the driver’s side of the suspect’s Acura. 

Officer Serrano discharged his service pistol a total of eighteen times towards the driver’s side of 
the suspect’s vehicle, while located in the area between the parked Saturn, SDPD Patrol vehicle 
6648, and the driver’s side of the suspect’s Acura. 

The above is supported by the thirty one cartridge cases recovered from the reported locations of 
the officers and their body worn cameras. 

Officer Sterling discharged his service pistol towards the passenger side of the suspect’s vehicle 
a total of seven times from an area behind the suspect’s vehicle. This is supported by his body 
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worn camera showing his location, and the grouping of cartridge cases located to the east of 
patrol vehicle 6648 and north of a trash can. 

Officer Boggeman discharged his service pistol a total of eight times towards the rear of the 
suspect’s vehicle from an area behind and towards the passenger side of the patrol unit 6648. 
This is supported by his body worn camera showing his location, and the grouping of cartridge 
cases located to the south of the previous grouping. 

The two groupings of cartridge cases totaling fifteen is consistent with the total number of shots 
fired by Officer Sterling and Officer Boggeman. 

It was apparent that the locations of the officers as stated in the walk throughs are different from 
the locations as determined by the viewing of the body worn cameras. See Figure 1. 

The silver colored apparent paint collected from the parked Toyota Corolla, the front of the 
patrol vehicle, and the flakes from the pavement surface are consistent with the officers’ 
statements that the Acura hit the parked Toyota and then reversed into the Patrol vehicle at the 
time of the incident. 

This report contains the conclusions, opinions, and interpretations of the analyst whose signature 
appears below.

Crime Scene Report 


On May . 11, 2016, at approximately 2215 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from 
Homicide Detective Sergeant Greg FLOOD #4873. Sgt. FLOOD directed me to respond to 6900 Benson 
Street to assist with an officer involved shooting. 

I arrived at the scene at 2240 hours and parked along the east curb of 100 South Woodman Street. There 
were marked police vehicles, uniformed officers and yellow tape crime scene tape at the intersection of 
Woodman Street and Benson Avenue preventing any unauthorized access west on Benson Avenue. There 
were additional marked police vehicles, uniformed officers and yellow crimes scene tape at the 
intersection of Benson Avenue and Pagel Place preventing any unauthorized access east on Benson 
Avenue and south on Pagel Place. There were marked police vehicles, uniformed patrol officers and 
yellow crime scene tape at the intersection of Cielo Drive and Pagel Place preventing any unauthorized 
access north on Pagel Place. 

I met with other members of Homicide Team II, which consisted of Detective Sergeant Greg FLOOD, 
Detective Anna YANKOVICH # 5526, Detective Tammy CLENDENEN #6236, Detective Mario PEREZ 
#6312, Detective Dee WARRICK #4199 and Acting/Lieutenant Manuel DEL TORO #4754. Crime Scene 
Specialist Ally SOUTHERLAND #8841 and Criminalist Steve CORDES #8328 were also there. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. I recorded the briefing. 
Sergeant RUVIDO said at 2126 hours San Diego Police Department (SDPD) Communications advised 
Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team (CST) Officers were involved in a vehicle pursuit in the 
6900 block of Cielo Drive. Sergeant RUVIDO said the weather was clear and dry. The temperature was 
65 degrees. 

Sergeant RUVIDO identified the officers involved as:

Officer Ryan CAMERON #6864 
Officer Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160 


Sergeant RUVIDO said following the shooting, San Diego Fire Department (SDFD) Engine Company 51 
and Medic Unit 12, Medics McCOLLEY #64740 and PILKERTON #84867, responded. Medic 
McCOLLEY pronounced the suspect dead at 2150 hours. 

Sergeant RUVIDO said the suspect had been tentatively identified as: 

VILAYSANE, Thongsoune 
DOB: 10/20/85 

Laotian male, 5’05” tall, 160 pounds 


Sergeant RUVIDO said the suspect vehicle was a 1997 silver, two door, Acura Integra JV'Y-'X 
The vehicle had been reported stolen on 05/06/16 in Carlsbad. The vehicle was regi stcrcdto^^^^J 

Sergeant RUVIDO said Southeastern CST officers were conducting surveillance of ((Pagel Place. The 
residence is a known location for drug and weapons trafficking. The officers saw the suspect vehicle leave 
the location at 2126 hours. They attempted to stop the vehicle but the driver refused to pull over and fled. 
Sergeant RUVIDO said the pursuit went through the neighborhood and lasted about one minute. Sergeant 
RUVIDO said the suspect drove north on Pagel Place and collided with a car parked along the east curb 
line. Officers SERRANO and STERLING were in the lead vehicle. Officers CAMERON and 
BOGGEMAN were directly behind. 


Sergeant RUVIDO said all four officers got out of their vehicles to conduct a high risk stop. The suspect 
put his vehicle in reverse and drove back towards the officers, hitting the front of one of the police 
vehicles. Sergeant RUVIDO said officers were forced to jump out of the way to avoid being hit. All four 
officers fired at the suspect vehicle. SDPD K-9 officers arrived and cleared the suspect vehicle. The 
suspect was pronounced dead. 

Sergeant RUVIDO said the residence at Pagel Place was equipped with a video sur veillance camera. 
Officer had made contact with the resident, The camera was 

operational. 


Sergeant RUVIDO said Officers C684 and ROSAS #7270 had conducted witness checks 
along both the west and east sides of They found no one who saw the incident, only people 

who heard the gunshots. 


Sergeant RUVIDO said all four officers were standing by at the Southeastern Division sub-station. 
Sergeant RUVIDO ended the briefing at 2343 hours. 
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Crime Scene: 


The crime scene was located in the 100 block of Pagel Place. The 100 block of Pagel Place is located in 
the Southeastern area of the City of San Diego (Beat 452). The neighborhoo d is m ade up primaril y of 
single detached residences. The crime scene essentially was contained between^H Pagel Place and 
PageHriace with the driveway of Pagel Place being the south end of the crime scene and the driveway 
of ^H^agcl Place being the north end of the crime scene.

At approximately 2345 hours, Detective D. WARRICK, CSS SOUTHERLAND, and I did a walk 
through of the crime scene. CSS SOUTHERLAND took photos of the crime scene. Detective D. 
WARRICK, CSS SOUTHERLAND, and I started identifying evidence. 

During the walk through Detective D. WARRICK and I identified the following reference points for 
measurements 

Rl- S/W curb line of^HPagel Place 

R2- Property line located on the west curb line between^B and Pagel Place 
R3- S/W curb line of the driveway of^H^agel Place/ R3 is 2’9” north of R2 
R4- N/W curb line of the driveway of^^jpagel Place/ R4 is 13’4” north of R3 
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The suspect vehicle, a silver 1997 Silver Acura Integra bearing license plate^^^^^^^^l was parked 
half way over the sidewalk just south of the south curb line of the drivewayof^JPagel Place. The 
passenger door was open and the window was down. The driver’s side door was open and the window 
was down. There was damage to the front passenger side bumper and rear passenger bumper with what 
appeared to be fresh paint transfer. There were multiple bullet holes in the vehicle. The photo below 
depicts where the vehicle was. 


Directly south of the driver’s side door there was a yellow sheet over VILAYSANE. Without removing 
the yellow sheet Detective WARRICK and I made the following estimated measurements of where 
VILAYSANE’s body was located.

Marked police vehicle #6648 bearing California license plate #1244232 was parked in the middle of the 
street south of UPagel Avenue (Refer to Officer S. WITT’s investigation for measurements). The 
vehicle engine was still running. The headlights were off, the front spotlights were both on, the rear wig 
wags were on. The driver’s side window was down. I noticed there was what appeared to be fresh paint 
transfer on the driver’s side of the front push bumper of the police vehicle. There were numerous shell 
casings around the police vehicle which were marked with evidence placards. 

Marked police vehicle #7006 bearing CA#1344644 was parked behind vehicle #6648 (See Officer 
WITT’s investigation for measurements). The vehicle was still running. The driver’s side spot light was 
on, the windows were rolled up, the rear wig wags were on. There were numerous shell casings around 
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the police vehicle and the trashcans to the east of the police vehicles which were marked with evidence 
placards. 

At approximately 0135 hours, a walk through of the scene was conducted by the officers for purposes of 
scene reconstruction. All four officers involved in the shooting participated in the walk through 
individually. I recorded the scene walk through with each officer. 

Based on the pursuit and collision which occurred, SDPD Traffic Unit 805T3, Officer S. WITT #4576, 
and CSO E. TAVAREZ #8722 responded to the scene. Officer S. WITT used the Total Station to 
reconstruct the collision and documented the location of all the evidence discovered at the scene. (See 
Officer S. WITT’s investigation for details on collision, a list of evidence, and measurements of evidence 
collected.) 

Sgt. G. FLOOD called the Medical Examiner’s Office. Medical Examiner Dr. O MENA and Investigator 
STOLBERG arrived at the scene at 0340 hours. Dr. O. MENA removed the yellow sheet from 
VILAYSANE’s body. Detective D. WARRICK and my estimated position of VILAYSANE’s body from 
earlier was confirmed when the yellow sheet was removed. 

VILAYSANE was handcuffed behind his back. VILAYSANE was wearing a white t-shirt which was 
saturated with blood, and a tom black jacket with a National Football League “Raiders” emblem on it, 
red plaid boxer shorts, black sweatpants, white socks, and a black “house shoe” on left foot. There was a 
“house shoe” next to VILAYSANE right foot. There was grey baseball hat just east of VILAYSANE’s 
body with a bullet hole in the back of it and a blood stain. There was an expended bullet in between the 



VILAYSANE was preliminary identified by a California driver’s license removed from the jacket he was 
wearing by Dr. O. MENA, and multiple tattoos from his parole records. At approximately 0430 hours, 
after photos were taken, The Medical Examiner Body Removal Team A. YANCY arid J. DATTS placed 
VILAYSANE into a white body bag. The body bag was sealed with seal VILAYSANE was 

removed from the scene. 
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Evidence Collection 


At approximately 0500 hours, CSS SOUTHERLAND began collecting the items of evidence. During the 
course of the investigation, as evidence was located, each item was assigned a placard number. Overall 
photographs were taken in an effort to show the relationship of each item of evidence to other items of 
evidence. Prior to the evidence being collected, when appropriate, close-up photographs were taken with 
the numbered placards in place. Measurements were taken by Officer S.WITT’s using the “Total Station” 
prior to collection, however all measurements are approximations (see Officer S. WITT’s investigation 
for measurements and evidence table.) 

There were 60 articles of evidence recovered from the crime scene including expended bullets, shell 
casings, officer magazines, DNA swabs, and paint samples. CSS SOUTHERLAND transported all the 
evidence to SDPD Headquarters where it was impounded under the incident number. 

A tow truck was ordered for the suspect vehicle at 0721 hours. The vehicle was towed to SDPD 
Northwestern Division at 0721 hours. SDPD Officer CASSIDY#7238 followed the vehicle to 
Northwestern and secured the vehicle in a secure garage. 

The crime scene was cleared by all law enforcement officers at 0735 hours.

OFFICER STATEMENT/ EVIDENCE: 

On 05-12-2016 at approximately 0233 hours, Police Investigative Service Officer E. Tavares, identification 
number 8722 and I responded to the area of 100 Pagel Place to assist homicide detectives on incident 
PI 6050019409. 


When we arrived, we met with detective, D. Warrick, identification number 4199. Detective Warrick walked 
us through the shooting scene where evidence had already been marked with yellow evidence markers.

i ^ nce the to * al station was established, I used a pole mounted prism and a Recon-data collector to gather 
joints of evidence and roadway geometry. PISO Tavares followed along with me and noted the evidence 
points shot to the corresponding evidence placard because I wasn’t able to shoot the evidence in 
succession due to some of the evidence being under various motor vehicles. 


At the end of capturing the data, I created compact discs with the "Raw” data from the total station. This 
information was impounded at traffic division on Barcode 10621709. A second disc was created and 
submitted to Detective Warrick. I also took 47 digital images of the vehicles. These images were also 
impounded at traffic division on barcodel 0621686, with a working copy also being given to Detective 
Warrick.

SAN DIEGO POLICE INVESTIGATE OFFICER INVOLVED SHOOTING IN O’FARRELL 

On Wednesday, May 11, 2016, San Diego Police Officers were in the area of 100 Pagel Place, 
checldng on a residence known for narcotics and weapons activity. At approximately 9:30 p.m., a 
silver Acura left the target residence. The Acura began driving rapidly away from the officers and 
police followed the vehicle. The vehicle attempted to evade the officers and they later became aware 
the vehicle was reported stolen out of Carlsbad. The suspect vehicle failed to yield to the police and 
a police vehicle pursuit ensued. The suspect attempted to flee through adjacent streets and 
eventually came back to the 100 block of Pagel Place. The pursuit ended when the suspect vehicle 
struck a parked car on Pagel Place. Officers exited their vehicle and began a high-risk vehicle 
stop. At that time, the driver of the Acura placed the vehicle in reverse and drove towards the 
officers. Two of the officers narrowly escaped being struck. In defense of their life, four officers 
fired multiple rounds at the driver to stop the threat of the moving vehicle. The driver of the stolen 
Acura was struck several times by gunfire. Medics responded and attempted life saving measures 
on the injured driver. Despite their efforts, the driver of the stolen vehicle died at the scene. 

Homicide, Traffic Division and Crime Lab personnel are collecting evidence and investigating the 
scene where the vehicle collisions and shooting took place. The shooting officers in this incident 
range from 2 to 5 years with the San Diego Police Department. 

The deceased driver of the stolen vehicle is identified as 30-year-old Thongsoune Vilaysane of San 
Diego. 

Footage of the shooting was captured on the officer’s Body Worn Cameras.

San Diego — A driver was chased by police, then killed in an officer-involved shooting in Encanto Wednesday night, San Diego 
police said. 

Thongsoune Vilaysane, 30, of San Diego, died when four San Diego police officers opened fire on him in his car after he nearly hit 
two officers, homicide Lt. Manny Del Toro said. 

The officers were not identified. Their time of employment with the department ranges from two to five years, Del Toro said. 

The shooting occurred on Pagel Place at Benson Avenue, just north of Skyline Drive, about 9:30 p.m. 

Officers were on Pagel Place to investigate a residence known for drug and weapons activity, Del Toro said. They saw a silver Acura 
being driven away from the home, so they followed it. 


They learned that the Acura had been reported stolen in Carlsbad. The driver led officers on a short pursuit through the 
neighborhood, then returned to Pagel, where he ran into a parked car, Del Toro said. 


Oncers got out with guns drawn to order the driver out of the Acura. Instead, he put it in reverse and almost struck two officers, Del 
■ 3 said. 


"In defense of their (lives), four officers fired multiple rounds at the driver to stop the threat of the moving vehicle," Del Toro said in a 
statement.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER CAMERON: 


On May 11, 2016, at 2159 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from Acting Lieutenant 
DEL TORO #4754 notifying me of an officer involved shooting at 100 Pagel Place. I called Detectives 
BALES #5873, WARRICK #4199, CLENDENEN #6236, YANKOVICH #5526 and Mario PEREZ 
#6312 and directed them to respond to the scene. Crime Scene Specialist (CSS) SOUTHERLNAD #8841 
and Criminalist CORDES #8328 were notified and respond as well. 

I arrived at the scene at 2253 hours. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. He said that Southeastern 
Division Crime Suppression Team Officers Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160, David SERRANO #6912, 
Trevor STERLING #6955 and Ryan CAMERON #6864 were conducting surveillance of Kpagel Place. 
The officers saw Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence and drive off in a silver Acura Integra. 
Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw VILAYSANE fail to stop for a stop sign. The officers 
attempted to conduct a traffic stop but VILYASANE refused to pull over. A pursuit ensued. Officers 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were joined in the pursuit by Officers SERRANO and STERLING. 
VILAYSANE collided with a parked car along 100 Pagel Place. The four officers got out of their vehicles 
and attempted to conduct a high risk vehicle stop. VILAYSANE reversed direction, driving back towards 
the officers. All four officers fired. VILAYSANE was pronounced dead at the scene. Sergeant RUVIDO 
said all four officers were standing by at the Southeastern Division sub-station. 
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At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON and BOGGEMAN returned 
to the scene and participated in a “walk through” of the shooting. Each walk through was conducted 
independently. Attorney Amy MARGOLIS accompanied each officer. Detective BALES recorded each 
walk through on digital audio. All four officers were then taken to SDPD Headquarters for further 
processing. Through Attorney MARGOLIS, all four officers declined to be interviewed that night and 
requested to participate in a voluntary interview on May 13, 2016. 

On May 13, 2016, at 0850 hours, Acting Lieutenant DEL TORO and I interviewed Officer CAMERON in 
a conference room within the Homicide Unit office. Attorney MARGOLIS was also present. The 
interview was recorded on digital audio. I later copied the recording to a compact disc and impounded the 
disc in the Headquarters Property Room. 

Officer CAMERON said the following: 


MDT: Manny DEL TORO, Acting Lieutenant - Homicide Unit 

GF: Gregory FLOOD, Sergeant - Homicide Unit 

AM: Amy MARGOLIS - POA Attorney 

RC: Ryan CAMERON, Officer - Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team 

GF: Okay, it is May 13, 2016, at 0850 hours. We are in an interview room in the Homicide 

Office at San Diego PD Headquarters. This is Sergeant Greg FLOOD, ID #4873. Also 
with me is Acting Lieutenant DEL TORO. And present is Officer Ryan CAMERON. 

RC: Yes. 

GF: And his attorney, Amy MARGOLIS. Hey Ryan, I just want to kind of go over a couple 

of things with you before we get in the meat of the interview. First of all you have Mrs. 
MARGOLIS as your attorney today, correct? 

RC: Correct.

ever used? Any batons? Anything? Tasers? Anything like that?

GF: Okay. During the incident, did you do a magazine change at all? 

RC: Yes I did. 

GF: Okay. Was that after the initial volley of fire I assume? 

RC: Yes it was. That’s right. 

GF: Okay. Did you ever fire after you did the magazine change? 

RC: No I didn’t. 
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GF: Okay. 

RC: It never went to slide lock. There was still one in the chamber. 

GF: So you did a tactical reload at that point? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Officer CAMERON I want to take you back to the night of May 11 th and you said 

that you worked on the Crime Suppression Team, correct? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: For Southeast? And you’ve been there for about a year and a half? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Can you just kind of describe what the mission of the team is? What you guys do? 

RC: Sure. It’s essentially to go out and suppress crime in Southeastern Division. The 

neighborhoods within Southeastern Division. To better improve the neighborhood for the 
residents that live in that Division, in those neighborhoods. 

GF: Okay. Do you guys have radio responsibilities, or is this a proactive team? How does 

that function. 

RC: It’s a proactive unit and we just kind of float around to each neighborhood throughout our 

shift, and proactively enforce I guess the laws and infractions. 

GF: As a matter of routine, are you assigned radio calls? 

RC: No we don’t. 

GF: Okay. All right. And how many members are on the team? 

RC: There are six members plus a sergeant. 

GF: And do you guys have regular partners that you work with? Or do you mix it up? 

RC: Usually regular partners, but we were mixed up that night. 

GF: Okay. Who were you working with that night? 

RC: I was with Sean BOGGEMAN. 

GF: Okay, and is Officer BOGGEMAN typically your partner? 

RC: It’s only the second night I’ve worked with him. 

GF: Okay. And with CST, do you guys all operate independently, or is it more of a team 

approach to how you do business? 

RC: That’s a team approach. We usually stick together and cover each other, and kind of float 

to each neighborhood. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: As a unit. 
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GF: On the night of May 11 th , did you get some information regarding a residence at 

Pagel Place? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: And what was the information that you got? 

RC: It was information...I guess prior information from numerous units from Narcotics as 

well as Gangs, and all this info that we have developed ourselves as units, in CST, as far 
as who resides at that location. And who visits that location and prior arrests that we’ve 
had out of that location. 

GF: Okay. What did you know about that location? 

RC: I know that’s it’s an “OKB” which is an Oriental Killer Boys street gang which is a 

known street gang to the San Diego Police Department. I know that multiple “OKB” 
members live at that location, as well as other Asian gang sets that are also criminal street 
organizations, street gangs, in San Diego. They visit that location on a regular basis and 
use that as kind of their headquarters if you will for their meetings and criminal activity. 

GF: Okay. How do you know that information? Where’s that come from? 

RC: I guess a compilation of, you know, information from the Gang Unit, as well as arrests 

that I’ve made out of that location. For example, the week leading up to this incident we 
had a pursuit, I think it was Friday or Saturday of last week, of an individual “TOC” gang 
member, “Tiny Oriental Crips”, who left that location and led our units on probably a ten 
mile pursuit that ended in a crash and a foot pursuit. And eventually was taken into 
custody for a federal probations warrant. As well as that prior week an individual was 
seen in that location at a traffic stop. He was an outstanding parolee-at-large from 
“OKB”. Those are just a couple that I can think of off the top of my head. 

GF: Okay. So it’s safe to say that you are very familiar with this location? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And do you know specifically who lives there? 

RC: I know. I know his moniker...I have to think of it. I can’t think of his actual given name, 

but I know the individual that was there. 

GC: Okay. So it’s actually the residence, it’s the address of residence for somebody that you 

are familiar with as well too? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: And is it just him that you deal with there? Or are there others that you’ve dealt with as 

well? 

RC: It’s multiple. It’s probably ten individuals that if I could sit down and look them up, I 

could give you their names that are “OKB” gang members, “TOC”. There’s also Bahala 
Na which is a Filipino gang that frequents there often. And a couple of other Asian sets 
that use that as their meeting area. 
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GF: Okay. If you can just give me a rough estimate. How many law enforcement contacts 

have you had with individuals, either at that residence or associated with that residence? 

RC: Approximately twenty I’d say. 

GF: Okay. On the night of the 11 th , were you conducting surveillance at that location? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And was that operation in regards to any specific information that you had 

developed? Or was this just kind of a routine surveillance of a known trouble location? 

RC: Sure. It was just a routine surveillance of a known location. When we kind of drove by 

the location, we noticed a couple vehicles that were coming and going from the location 
frequently. And deciding, you know, there’s some activity. The garage was halfway 
open at that location which is where they usually have their meetings if you will. So we 
decided, you know, there’s some good activity going on. So we set up on the location. 

GF: Okay. Where’d you set up? 

RC: I was set up on Benson, east of Woodman with my unit. Then Officer SERRANO and 

STERLING were set upon Cielo, east of Woodman. I believe ROSAS and WOLFF were 
set up on 65 and Edmunds. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: On the west side. 

GF: So you had the whole team out there? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And was there a specific plan in place at this point? Or was there just general 

surveillance that you guys were conducting? 

RC: Just general surveillance and the plan was to just kind of pick off cars for whatever kind 

of probable cause we could get that would leave that location. 

GF: Okay. And again you were partnered with Officer BOGGEMAN? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: And were you both in uniform that night? 

RC: Yes I was. 

GF: And where you both driving a marked police unit that night? 

RC: Yes we were. 

GF: Okay. Were you the driver or the passenger officer? 

RC: I was driver. 

GF: You were driver, okay. Now at some point do you wind up initiating some level of 

contact with someone who is later identified as Thongsoune VILAYSANE? 

RC: Correct. 
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GF: Okay. Can you walk us through how that happened? 

RC: Sure. So we were kind out of sight, where I was set up on Benson, east of Woodman. 

Officer SERRANO and STERLING, from their vantage point, could see the location. 
They noticed a male exit the residence, get into a two door small compact car. Couldn’t 
tell what kind it was. I don’t think they could tell it was gray or silver. And, you know, 
said, “Hey he’s going northbound on Pagel.” And when the car came to Pagel and 
Woodman, is where I could have a vantage point on that intersection. And I noticed the 
vehicle make a westbound turn on Benson and then an immediate right or northbound 
turn on, I can’t think of the street that’s right there. 

GF: I got a map here. Maybe this will help you a little bit. Unfortunately the streets may be a 

little bit small on there, but does that help you come up with any of the streets at all? 
And you can use that for reference as we’re talking. 

RC: Yeah sure. So he made a right bound turn or a right turn, a northbound turn, onto 

Sweetwood Street. 

GF: Umhmm. 

AM: Sorry. Can you give me the address just so I can look it up and see it on a map? 

RC: So it’s gonna be the intersection of Benson Avenue and Sweetwood. Or do you want the 

actual address? 

AM: ^Ee address? 

RC: ^|Pagel is the residence which we’re speaking about. 

GF: It’s P-A-G-E-L. 

AM: Thank you. Okay. Sorry. Continue. 

RC: So he made that northbound turn onto Sweetwood. And actually there was another 

vehicle that left just after him, tailing him from the same location which was a dark 
colored Charger. And I could just tell that cause of the taillights on the charger. And 
they both made that northbound turn together, which is unusual because that street goes 
nowhere. Just a big loop that comes back out to Benson. So I knew either they thought 
we were out there, or they were just kind of doing some counter to see if, you know, we 
were in the area. So I told my partner, “Hey, let’s not follow it down that street. I know 
it loops around. He’s gonna come out the other end. So we sat up to the next street, 
which was Treewood. So we waited that intersection for the vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Did you ever actually see the individual get into the car or were you just advised 

of this over the radio? 

RC: I never saw it personally. I believe Officer SERRANO saw him get into that vehicle. 

GF: Okay. So Officer SERRANO alerted you that somebody had left that residence, gotten 

into this particular vehicle, and then you picked up the vehicle as it was leaving. Is that 
correct? 

RC: That’s correct. 
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GF: Okay. And then I think where we left off is that you had set up again expecting to kind 

of loop back out again, correct? 

RC: Sure. So I set up on the intersection, Treewood and Benson, for it felt like a good minute 

or so. Enough time for it to make that loop around, then come back up to Benson. As we 
could see in our mirrors, you know, the intersection behind us, Sweetwood, if he came 
back up the street he initially turned on, which he didn’t. So after a minute or so, I 
decided, “Hey, let’s go check down there and see if he’s parked somewhere.” So as I was 
driving northbound on Treewood, I later found out it was an Acura that he was driving, a 
two door Acura. It came and passed us. He was going southbound, I was going 
northbound. I made eye contact with the driver. Once he drove past me, I initiated a U- 
turn, a three point turn. And looking in my mirror, as soon as he saw me making that 
three point turn, is where he accelerated and blew the stop sign at Treewood and Benson, 
failing to stop at the stop sign which is a vehicle violation. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: It took off eastbound on Benson. 

GF: Okay. What did you do then? 

RC: So I finished my U-turn. Activated my lights and sirens and pursued the vehicle for the 

traffic violation. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: Eastbound on Benson. 

GF: Could you see how many occupants were in the vehicle when you guys passed by? 

RC: Yes. I just made eye contact with him and knew that there was no front passenger. 

GF: Okay. What happened next? 

RC: So he continued eastbound on Benson. I made the eastbound onto Treewood onto 

Benson; probably caught him somewhere in between there. I got eyes on him again. I 
could see his taillights as he made the northbound turn, or southbound turn, excuse me, 
back onto Pagel, to the initial street that we saw him pull off. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: So in my mind I thought he was returning to the location. He was probably gonna foot 

bail back inside the location. As he turned onto Pagel, shortly after I turned onto Pagel. 
Kept eyes on him the whole time, or the vehicle rather. Instead of...which I thought he 
was going to go into the house, he made the westbound turn onto Cielo and continued 
westbound on Cielo. My lights and sirens were activated. Kept it in sight. At that point, 
you know, started to put out he traffic or, my partner started to put out the traffic, you 
know, failure to yield. And went through that whole process. Anticipating there was 
going to be a pursuit, you know. Continued with him and he actually, once he turned on 
Cielo, it’s approximately three houses to the west, he kind of pulled in real quick into 
ijUMCielo, into the driveway. And at that location, so it’s a short driveway, probably 
enough for maybe a car and a half to park in that driveway. And there was a gray sedan 
parked on the right or east side of that driveway. So he pulled in real quick. There was 
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nowhere for him to go. Where he pulled in there was a garage right there. And there’s a 
car to the east. So there’s nowhere for him to go to the east. The only way he could go 
was to get out on foot and jump. And I think there was some bushes there. And kind of 
go in a northwest direction which in my mind, I saw him pull into the driveway. I told my 
partner, “Hey, he’s gonna foot bail.” So I parked my patrol vehicle just outside the 
driveway to the east. I got out on foot and ran up to the vehicle. I was still holstered at 
that point cause I was anticipating a foot bail. As I got to the rear of the car, I noticed 
that he was still sitting in the car and he hadn’t foot bailed so I believe I was in the 
process of drawing my firearm. Didn’t get it out of my holster. He looked back at me 
over his right shoulder. I looked at him, made eye contact. I told him, “Hey, let me see 
your hands. Don’t move.” At that point I was essentially behind his vehicle. He was 
looking back at me. He threw it in reverse and floored it and attempted to run me over at 
that point which I jumped out of the way. I didn’t go into the bushes, but right up against 
the bushes that were there. 

GF: Okay. When he threw it in reverse as you said, how far were you from his vehicle? 

RC: I was less than three feet. I was right up on the side of his car. Like the rear...it’s a short 

compact car so I think I was right at that taillight on the driver’s side. 

GF: Okay. Did the car go straight back or? 

RC: He kind of, kind of swung out so when he threw it in reverse, he must have had the wheel 

cut to the right. So it kind of swung out like he was gonna take me with it as he was 
trying to.... 

GF: So I want to make sure I understand this. The rear of the vehicle started to swing back 

towards you? Is that correct? 

RC: Rear of the vehicle came straight back and then kind of swung the front end. So the side 

of the car, the driver would kind of swipe me off. 

GF: Okay. So it was more that the opposite side where the front end now is what you’re more 

worried about than the back end? Is that correct? 

RC: Correct, yeah. 

GF: Okay. And you said you’d been giving him commands up until this point? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And what happened next? 

RC: At that point I jumped out of the way. I’m assuming. I didn’t see where my partner was. 

I’m assuming he was on the passenger side. I was more concerned with jumping out of 
the way of that vehicle. He peeled off into the....backed out into the street there on Cielo. 
At that point Officers SERRANO and STERLING had pulled up, kind of in the middle of 
the street I guess, kind of alongside my vehicle. And all I saw was the gentleman in the 
car, the suspect. What I could see when he was in the driveway and when he was backing 
up that he was the only occupant of that vehicle. That’s when I recognized who it was. 
And he took off westbound on Pagel. I guess Officer STERLING scurried along. 
Jumped back into their vehicle and that’s when they became number one on the pursuit. 
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Jumped back in ours with Officer BOGGEMAN and we became number two in the 
pursuit. 

GF: Okay. Now you just said something that you recognized who he was? 

RC: Correct. 


GF: Had you had prior to contact with this person before? 

RC: Yes. 


GF: Okay. What did you know about him? 

RC: I believe that first time that I remember contact with them was actually less than a week 

prior to this incident. I want to say it was Thursday, Friday or Saturday. It’s one of the 
last days of our week last week. Made a traffic stop on a vehicle I believe on th^ame 
house^^H Pagel, on Woodman, just north of Benson. Front passenger was the 
^^^Hwho was Pagel, and he was the rear passenger. It 

was a female driver. I can’t remember her name. At that point, you know, the records 
check the suspect, Mr. VILAYSANE, was in the back. Back passenger and he was a 
PAL at that time, so he was arrested. 


GF: So you had arrested him about a week before? 

RC: Correct. 


GF: Okay. 

RC: Officer WOLFF wrote the report but I was on the stop. 

GF: Other than him being a PAL the previous week, did you know anything about his history 

at all? 

RC: Yes. I know that...I remember he was on parole for robbery, 211, and I remember when 

Officer WOLFF was doing the records check, I was back there with him. And 1 
remember seeing an extensive weapons history I believe with his history as well. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: And also that he was a documented gang member with the San Diego Police Department. 

GF: Okay. And I think where we’d kind of left off what that you were now the, the other unit 

had taken over as kind of primary and you were now in the secondary position, correct? 

RC: Correct. 


GF: Okay. Why don’t you tell us what happened next? 

RC: Sure. So once the suspect vehicle took off westbound on Benson, the other unit’s number 

one, we’re number two. Suspect made a northbound turn or right turn onto 65 th Street. 
We pursued lights and sirens. He continued northbound 65 th Street to Benson, once 
again, where he made a right turn, or an eastbound turn onto Benson. I continued 
eastbound and once again took that north, or I’m sorry, southbound turn or right turn 
back onto Pagel at a high rate of speed. And that’s when I’m like, “Okay. Now he’s 
definitely going back to the house on this one.” But he didn’t. He...I believe this is when 
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instead of going westbound again, he made a eastbound turn and then actually another 
northbound turn, almost a U-turn, to the east which is like a, kind of a dirt alley that kind 
of parallels Pagel back northbound to...it kind of parallels and then comes back to Pagel if 
that makes sense though. So he made that left turn, made that u-tum, I made that turn as 
well. And it’s a dirt road so dust was flying so I could only see Officer SERRANO’s 
lights in front of me. Once the dust kind of settled and we came back onto Pagel 
northbound, I saw the suspect vehicle. It appeared to have TC’d or crashed into another 
vehicle. I didn’t know for sure if that happened, but the vehicle was essentially stopped, 
facing northeastish on Pagel. That’s when I...kind of the dust settled, I saw SERRANO 
exit his vehicle and attempt to conduct a “hot stop” on the vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Where was SERRANO positioned? Was he a driver? A passenger? Where was 

he? 

RC: He was the driver of the number one car. 

GF: Okay. Now that description that you had just provided of this pursuit now as it’s going 

through the neighborhood. I know that you had mentioned during the initial pursuits that 
you had activated your lights and siren correct? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: After that car had turned into Cielo and then continued on after that incident. 

RC: Urn hmm. 

GF: Did you still have your light and siren on? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Okay. What about now that you’re, what about the car that was in front of you. Did they 

have their lights and siren on? 

RC: Yes they did. 

GF: Okay. So I think you left off as you see the other officer in front of you has gotten out 

and started at “hot stop” correct? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: Okay. What happened next? 

RC: So when I exited or just behind Officer SERRANO, exited my vehicle. The way Officer 

SERRANO’s vehicle was positioned was essentially northbound, facing northbound on 
Pagel and the suspect’s vehicle was just angled I guess northeastish. Slightly northeast on 
Pagel, like it had just TC’d into a parked car on the east curbline. 

GF: Umhmm. 

RC: So there was Officer SERRANO’s vehicle, the suspect’s vehicle just in front of it. And 

then there was a little gap at the front quarter driver’s side panel I guess of Officer 
SERRANO’s patrol vehicle. And then there was a parked vehicle on the west curbline 
and it was maybe three feet of a gap between the parked vehicle and Officer 
SERRANO’s front driver’s side bumper. And that’s where Officer SERRANO was 
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conducting the “hot stop” was right in that little gap there. And that’s when I ran up to 
Officer SERRANO’s right side. He was giving all the commands. You know, “Police! 
Let me see your hands! Put your hands out the window! Don’t move”, several times. He 
was doing the amiouncements and I just had my weapon drawn on the vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Did you ever give any commands? 

RC: No. I just let him. He was handling the commands. I didn’t want to muddy the waters 

and just let him take it. 

GF: Okay. What happened next? 

RC: At that point so essentially Officer SERRANO and myself were pinned between that 

parked car and his patrol vehicle and the suspect’s vehicle. So we had nowhere to go 
backwards. The suspect’s vehicle on Pagel, facing northbound was completely open. 
There were no obstructions out there. He had every opportunity to take off northbound. 
So Officer SERRANO was telling him multiple times, “Let me see your hands! Put your 
hands out the window!” The driver refused and to my recollection I just remember 
him...I don’t know if I...I don’t remember seeing the reverse lights but I just remember 
seeing the vehicle come backwards at my direction at a high rate of speed, and actually 
hit the front bumper of Officer SERRANO’s patrol vehicle. And to my recollection, I 
only initially saw that one time coming back, but after watching my body camera, it 
actually came back twice. I didn’t recall that but after watching the camera, I saw that. 

GF: But you remember it was just once? 

RC: I just remember it once coming here and the engine rev, and that vehicle coming back at 

my direction. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: At that point I feared for my safety, for my life. I thought he was gonna run me over and 

kill me. At that point I discharged my firearm. At the direction of the driver of that 
vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Uh, do you remember how many times you fired? 

RC: I believe that initially I thought twelve. Now that I’m thinking back, I think it was 

thirteen. 


GF: Okay. And what happened next? 

RC: Once I continued to shoot thirteen rounds I believe, until the threat, it was no longer 

moving backwards at my location. Once the threat was no longer moving in my 
direction, I stopped firing and just held on the car. I believe we were giving commands, 
you know, “Let me see your hands!” And that was that. 

GF: Okay. And so at this point, the car is now stationary. You’re still giving commands to 

the suspect. Is there any acknowledgment coming from him, or is there any sort of 
response at that point from him? 
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RC: There’s no response from him at that point. The car kind of drifts, I guess in a northbound 

direction and kind of drifts over to the west curbline and goes up over the curb. 

GB: Um hmm. 

RC: And we just hold our position, kind of trying to get cover behind that parked vehicle on 

the west curbline. 

GF: Okay, so now the vehicle has come to rest? 

RC: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And what happened next? 

RC: Officer SERRANO held our position there. I think we communicate, you know, “Fley, 

are you okay?” Tried to communicate to the other officers on scene, “Everybody good?” 
And then we started calling for our resources and to set up a perimeter. I think we had 
called for ABLE. ABLE’s pretty close and then we also called for a canine. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: At that point we held on the vehicle. I think Officer SERRANO and I, I don’t know if we 

verbalized it but I know in my head I didn’t feel comfortable going up to the vehicle just 
yet, just knowing the type of individuals that lived at that location, the past criminal 
history as well as you know, obviously he wasn’t listening to us this day, I didn’t feel 
comfortable going up on a car that I couldn’t see into. 

GF: Um hmm. 

RC: To render any kind of aid so we held for our resources for Canine to get there. 

GF: Okay. And then what happened? 

RC: Once Canine got there, obviously we set up our perimeter. Other units had responded. I 

believe Sergeant ALEXANDER made the call to move Officer SERRANO’s patrol 
vehicle kind of up alongside us to give a little bit of cover, as well as I think one of the 
PRT officers gave us a shield for some cover while we were waiting for our resources to 
get there. And eventually I was relieved by I don’t...I forget which officer relieved me of 
my position when Canine got there. Once Canine got there, they did their thing, sent the 
dog. Which I don’t know if there was any kind of bite or anything like that. But initially 
they rendered the car clear and uh... 

GF: When they did that, when they get there and they now move up on the car, were you still 

now involved in the operation? Or you said you had been relieved. 

RC: I kind of stepped back and they kind of took over for Officer SERRANO and I. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: And we stepped back and let the Canine and a couple other officers. 

GF: So you’re now more of in a cover position as opposed to contact? Is that correct? 

RC: Correct. 
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GF: Okay. Going back just a little bit. The pursuit that you had from him from the initial 

portion when you see him leaving and it becomes at least apparent in your mind that he’s 
not going to be pulling over for you. 

RC: Um hmm. 


GF: How long does that whole thing last do you thi nk ? 

RC: Probably less than five minutes I want say. Kind of seemed like a long time but I think it 

was less than five minutes I would say. 

GF: And I know asking you times, it’s a real relative thing. 

RC: Um hmm. 

GF: And subjective because things happen very quickly when you’re out there and something 

that seems like it may be going for ten minutes actually lasts ten seconds sometimes so I 
understand that. I’m just trying to get your impression. 

RC: Yeah it was, I want to...three to five minutes I want to say cause the lapse. It was 

essentially, he was taking kind of quick laps around the, that house. That was pretty 
much one unconventional city block I guess which is what he was taking laps around. 

GF: Okay. And you were the driver officer for your car correct? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: So is it safe to say that the responsibility for communications was on your partner at this 

point? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Do you know if you were communicating on the regular main frequency? Or were 

you guys using a tac frequency? How was that? 

RC: That night we were working on Tac 5. And for the beginning part of the pursuit, we’re 

kind of putting it out on our air and then we’re like, “Okay, this is gomia be a pursuit.” 
That’s when we’re trying to switch over. Usually the way we work it, is I keep our 
handhelds on our tac, and then I keep our vehicle on our main and I was telling Officer 
BOGGEMAN you know, “Hey, grab the main. Put it out on the main” I think actually 
the mike had fallen off so it was in the floorboard somewhere, so he was trying to get that 
going. 

GF: Okay. But that wasn’t your responsibility? 

RC: No. 

GF: Okay. Now you had mentioned body camera at one point. You were equipped with a 

body camera that night? 

RC: That’s correct. 

GF: Okay. Was that camera activated during this incident? 
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RC: It was activated. So when I exited the patrol vehicle, like I said in the beginning, I don’t 

have a mount on my Sig for a light so I had my mag light in my left hand and my duty 
weapon in my right hand. And I believe once the rounds were off, that’s when it kicked 
in our minds, “Hey, get our cameras on.” I believe Officer SERRANO actually said, 
“Hey, make sure our cameras are on.” And that’s when I hit our cameras. 

GF: Okay. And prior to this interview, did you have an opportunity to view the footage from 

your camera? 

RC: Yes. 

GF: Lieutenant DEL TORO? 

MDT: Yeah, I know you mentioned that you feared for your life? 

RC: Um hmm. 

MDT: Did you see anybody else who was potentially in danger at that time? 

RC: Yes. Officer SERRANO who was right to my right. I also feared for his life cause we 

talk about like a fatal funnel, as far as doorways. And I kind of felt the same way with 
this vehicle. 

MDT: Umhmm. 

RC: There was nowhere for us to go. We had his patrol vehicle to our right and that parallel 

parked car on the west curbline was....it felt like almost at my backside in my mind. 

MDT: Umhmm. 

RC: So in my mind I was like obviously cuss words are running through my head like, “Oh 

shit. I have nowhere to go here.” And that’s where I was like we’re either gonna get 
pinned between this car or we’re going underneath his car. 

MDT: Um hmm. 

RC: And I thought he was gomia kill myself and Officer SERRANO. 

MDT: Okay. And then you mentioned okay, first round came obviously when the vehicle was 
heading back? 

RC: Yes. 

MDT: Do you remember when was your last round fired? What action was taking place at that 
time when your last round was fired? 

RC: I believe in my mind it was, once that car came to I guess it wasn’t coming back at me, is 

in my mind that’s when I fired my last round and I kind of started going forward. 

MDT: Okay. Nothing. 

GF: Mrs. MARGOLIS? 

AM: No thank you. 

GF: Okay. Officer CAMERON is there anything that we haven’t discussed at this point that 

you think is important for us to know? 
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RC: I don’t believe so. 

GF: Okay. 

RC: Not that can I think of. 

GF: I’ve got 0926 and we are done.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER TREVOR STERLING: 


On May 11, 2016, at 2159 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from Acting Lieutenant 
DEL TORO #4754 notifying me of an officer involved shooting at 100 Pagel Place. I called Detectives 
BALES #5873, WARRICK #4199, CLENDENEN #6236, YANKOVICH #5526 and Mario PEREZ 
#6312 and directed them to respond to the scene. Crime Scene Specialist (CSS) SOUTHERLNAD #8841 
and Criminalist CORDES #8328 were notified and respond as well. 

I arrived at the scene at 2253 hours. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. He said that Southeastern 
Division Crime Suppression Team Officers Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160, David SEIUM.NO #6912, 
Trevor STERLING #6955 and Ryan CAMERON #6864 were conducting surveillance of ^|Pagel Place. 
The officers saw Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence and drive off in a silver Acura Integra. 
Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw VILAYSANE fail to stop for a stop sign. The officers 
attempted to conduct a traffic stop but VILYASANE refused to pull over. A pursuit ensued. Officers 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were joined in the pursuit by Officers SERRANO and STERLING. 
VILAYSANE collided with a parked car along 100 Pagel Place. The four officers got out of their vehicles 
and attempted to conduct a high risk vehicle stop. VILAYSANE reversed direction, driving back towards 
the officers. All four officers fired. VILAYSANE was pronounced dead at the scene. Sergeant RUVIDO 
said all four officers were standing by at the Southeastern Division sub-station.

At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON and BOGGEMAN returned 
to the scene and participated in a “walk through” of the shooting. Each walk through was conducted 
independently. Attorney Amy MARGOLIS accompanied each officer. Detective BALES recorded each 
walk through on digital audio. All four officers were then taken to SDPD Headquarters for further 
processing. Through Attorney MARGOLIS, all four officers declined to be interviewed that night and 
requested to participate in a voluntary interview on May 13, 2016. 

On May 13, 2016, at 1237 hours, Acting Lieutenant DEL TORO and I interviewed Officer STERLING in 
a conference room within the Homicide Unit office. Attorney MARGOLIS was also present. The 
interview was recorded on digital audio. I later copied the recording to a compact disc and impounded the 
disc in the Headquarters Property Room. 

Officer STERLING said the following: 


MDT: Manny DEL TORO, Acting Lieutenant - Homicide Unit 

GF: Gregory FLOOD, Sergeant - Ho mi cide Unit 

AM: Amy MARGOLIS - POA Attorney 

TS: Trevor STERLING - Officer - Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team 

GF: Okay. I have 1237 hours. It is May 13, 2016. We are in an interview room within the 

Homicide Unit Office. This is Sergeant Greg FLOOD, ID #4873. Also with me is Acting 
Lieutenant DEL TORO. This is an interview with Officer Trevor STERLING regarding 
an OIS on May 11 th . And present as Officer STERLING’S attorney is Amy MARGOLIS. 
Officer STERLING, have you had a chance to speak with Mrs. MARGOLIS and consult 
with her prior to this interview today? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay, and are you here voluntarily? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Has anyone ordered you to be here today? 

TS: No. 

GF: Okay. And the first thing we’re gonna do is I want to go over a checklist here. Fill out 

some vital stats for you. Can you spell your last name?

TS: Basically we focus on addressing areas throughout our division that are having issues 

with narcotics, gang activity, violent crimes. Recently we’ve been trying to address the 
issues we’ve had with stolen vehicles and we had a rash of burglaries where we tried to 
address those areas. Tried to focus on the problems that the community complains about. 

GF: Are you routinely assigned to answer radio calls? 

TS: No. NotonCST. 

GF: Okay. And is this a uniform assignment? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay, and you drive marked police vehicles? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay, and that was the case on the 11 th . Is that correct? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. The night of the 11 th , did you become involved in an operation near 110 Pagel 

Street? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Can y ou go ahead and describe for us what was going on and what your role was? 

TS: ^^(Pagel Street we’ve had, we received info a couple of weeks ago regarding a lot of 

gang activity at the house. Uh a possible parolee-at-large who was coming and going 
from there. We’ve sat there and watched the house looking for that individual numerous 
times. Last Friday we actually had a pursuit where we were sitting on that house waiting 
for a known target that had a federal felony warrant. We had an undercover. Basically 
just one of us undercover watching the house so he led us on a pretty long pursuit. Ended 
up getting him into custody. We’ve stopped numerous other known gang members and 
felons coming to and from the house. So we sit up there on the house. SERRANO and I 
set up about a block, I would say east of the house, just east of Woodman. 

GF: Okay. It’s safe to say that you were familiar with this house prior to going out there. Is 

that true? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: I’m looking for a rough estimate. Flow many police related contacts have you had with 

individuals who are associated with that residence? 

TS: Just in the last three weeks I would estimate ten to fifteen. 

GF: And you said you were riding with Officer SERRANO that night. Correct? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And are the two of you regularly partnered together? 

TS: No. 
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GF: No, okay. Who are you normally partnered with? 

TS: Officer CAMERON, but it was Officer BOGGEMAN’s second day so Sergeant 

JOHNSON made the call to put him with CAMERON just to get him... kind of help him 
learn from him as well. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: So he could get him some time with everybody. 

GF: Okay. So Officer CAMERON is your typical partner but on this one...it was Officer 

SERRANO that particular day. The two of you were riding together. Correct? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And was it just the two of you? Just you and Officer SERRANO involved in this 

operation over off of Pagel, or was this the whole team that was involved? 

TS: It was the whole team. Just three, three total units. 

GF: Okay. And why don’t you go ahead and continue with where you guys were positioned 

and what your role was. 

TS: We were on Cielo, east of Woodman. We had blacked out, turned our lights off. Pulled 

off the street and kind of parked on the north side of the street, on like a dirt shoulder. We 
had visual on the front of the house, just so we could see cars coming and going. Trying 
to watch for cars that were coming, making stops, picking up what could be considered 
picking up dope or anything else. There were a lot of cars. We had done the drive-by 
there earlier and it was more cars and more activity in front of the house than I’ve ever 
seen. So we’d been working it. So we sat there and were observing it. WOLFF and 
ROJAS took a position to the west of the location. CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were 
north of us so we could cover all three ways in and out of the place. We were calling out 
cars that were making frequent stops or people that we saw leaving the house. As we’re 
doing that, I see a car turn on. See the brake lights and the reverse lights, from that 
driveway of that house. I see the car back up. Does not come south on Pagel where we 
could see the intersection. Another car, which was a black Dodge Challenger, makes a 
U-turn, pulls in behind it. On our radio, on our own Tac, I tell BOGGEMAN and Ryan 
CAMERON, “Hey two cars are leaving. The first one’s gonna be a small gray car. It 
came out of the driveway”. Okay, they ended up going, trying to follow the cars. 
Basically they put out something along the lines of “It looks like they’re doing counter 
surveillance with the way they’re taking side streets.” And the last thing they said was 
that the Acura had just ran that stop sign which...or blew the stop sign really was the 
term, which to us told us okay, it’s probably a pursuit. Then it went radio silence. We 
had no idea of where they were, but we could hear the siren. We’re asking them over our 
Tac over and over, you know, “Where are you? Where are you?” We can hear the siren. 
It’s getting closer, but we don’t know, you know, we don’t know where they are. So 
SERRANO and I then jump into the intersection of Woodman and Cielo, And we’re 
waiting there to see if they come back up Pagel, or if they come down Benson and hit 
Woodman so that we know which way to go. As we’re waiting, it keeps getting closer. 
We see headlights coming up Pagel. Behind that we could see the lights cause it’s dark. 
You can see the lights bouncing off the cars in the buildings. So we take off, we get 
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behind CAMERON and BOGGEMAN. As soon as we do that, the suspect pulls into a 
driveway on the north curb-line. I would estimate maybe 50 to 100 yards, west of the 
original target house. We pull up. I see Officer CAMERON and Officer BOGGEMAN 
running towards the car. Which to me made me think that the driver had bailed out of the 
car and was running. So, I thought it was going to be a foot pursuit. I’m running up 
towards the car and he puts it in reverse. Backs up nearly hitting Officer CAMERON. 
Nearly hitting our patrol car as well. So, they’re a little ways away from their car. 
SERRANO is still next to our car. I jump back in the passenger seat. The driver takes 
off westbound on Cielo. 

GF: Okay. Let’s talk about that incident there in the driveway just a little bit. Now were you 

the driver officer or the passenger officer in your car? 

TS: Passenger. 

GF: Okay. So you’re the passenger officer and you see the suspect vehicle pull into this 

driveway? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: And then you saw Officer BOGGEMAN and Officer CAMERON get out of their vehicle 

and Officer CAMERON goes up near the driver side of the car? Is that correct? 

TS: I just saw him take off running. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: We didn’t have visual of the car because it pulled in next to another car that was in the 

driveway. So I can’t see if the guy is already out and running. 

GF: Um hmm. 

TS: And that’s why CAMERON and BOGGEMAN are running. That was what I thought. 

GF: Unilimm. 

TS: You know as soon as I saw him running, I thought he was bailing and I, you know, I 

wasn’t gonna sit in the car so I took off running to go help him out. And that’s when the 
car started backing up. I saw Officer CAMERON kind of jump out of the way of the 
vehicle. 

GF: Okay. When you saw Officer CAMERON and you said the car started backing up, 

where was Officer CAMERON positioned in relation to the car? 

TS: I believe he was off the back driver’s side, kind of by the rear, the rear of the driver’s side 

door. 

GF: Okay, so was it a four door or two door? 

TS: Two door. 

GF: So he’s just behind where the driver would be seated then? 

TS: Yes. 
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GF: Is that correct? Near that door? 

TS: (Nods in the affirmative). 

GF: Okay. And so he’s got the car. The car itself now would be to the right of him? 

TS: Umhmm. 

GF: What was to the left of him? Do you know? Or anything? 

TS: To the left of Officer CAMERON? 

GF: Umhmm. 

TS: I don’t know. I would... I don’t recall. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: I would think it’s the yard, but I’m not one hundred percent. 

GF: Okay. And then you said that the vehicle then started to back up and that you thought he 

was going to hit Officer CAMERON? 

TS: Yes. Because he had the wheel turned. The whole...it just, it didn’t back straight out. It 

swung, you know, the front end swung around cause he had the wheel turned to the right. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: Cause he backed out in the street. 

GF: Was there anything behind the suspect that would have prevented him from simply 

backing straight up? 

TS: No. 

GF: Okay. Flow close did he get to Officer CAMERON? 

TS: I was not close enough to judge a distance. I just saw where the front end of the car was 

going to where Officer CAMERON was. 

GF: Um hmm. 

TS: Might want to estimate he was within probably four or five feet. 

GF: Okay. Did Officer CAMERON change his position? 

TS: I don’t know. I don’t know. 

GF: Did you see him try to move to avoid the car or anything like that? 

TS: I saw him move. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: Yes, actually. 

GF: Can you describe that? 

TS: He jumped back into I believe it was left to get basically away from him where the car, 

the path of the front wheels. 
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GF: Um hmm. Okay. And then after the car backed out and then at that point you say you 

guys, you and Officer SERRANO then get back into your car as well? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And what happens next after that? 

TS: We assume the number one position. We’re right behind the vehicle. He’s taking off 

westbound on Cielo at a high rate of speed. I’m trying to put it out on the radio, the 
direction. But at the same trying to get my seatbelt on. And our car apparently, I mean 
it’s an older car but the seatbelt would not budge. I’m yanking on it as we’re 
coming....cause we’re going through. When we make the turn on Benson it’s a very 
sharp turn...or on 65 th I mean. Going north on 65 th . It’s a very sharp turn. And there’s 
traffic sitting there at the stop sign, trying to yield to us. So I’m putting out the directions 
as best as I can while trying to get buckled in before it ends up getting too high speed. 
We go north on 65 th . We make a turn to go east on Benson. End up going south again on 
Pagel, right in front of the target address. As we get to the top of Pagel, the driver makes 
a very hard left U-tum. There’s a, basically it looks like years of people driving through 
their own yard have turned it into a makeshift driveway. He makes a hard left U-turn and 
goes, kind of drops off the road down into that yard. We followed. He came through the 
driveway and when he hit the street, for some reason his car kind of made a hard right 
hand turn. I don’t knovyHt was sliding or not, but he ended up hitting a parked vehicle. I 
guess right in front of I think was the address on Pagel. We stopped. The vehicle 
was stopped for a second. Got out. Giving him commands. Normal “hot stop”. He 
backs up once and hits the vehicle. Kind of rolls forward a little bit. Backed up again 
and had turned the wheel to go, basically to avoid our car, instead of hitting our car again. 
Off to the left of our vehicle, Officer SERRANO was there, you know, on the driver’s 
side. And behind him are two parked vehicles. The car’s coming towards him. He’s got 
nowhere else to go so I opened fire. If he would continued backwards, he would have hit 
SERRANO. There’s nowhere for him to go. There’s a parked car right there, so I 
opened fire into the vehicle. 

GF: Okay. 

AM: Sony, nowhere for SERRANO to go? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Let me go back over just a couple of things here. 

TS: Okay. 

GF: You had mentioned that you had previously heard the siren of Officer BOGGEMAN and 

Officer CAMERON’s car conect? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Now when you became engaged in this pursuit with Officer SERRANO, did you 

guys have your lights and siren on? 

TS: Yes. 
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GF: Okay. So when you now became the primary unit in the pursuit, you’ve got your lights 

and sirens going correct? 

TS: They were....once we got in behind them, we turned them on. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: And never turned them off. 

GF: Okay. Now and you said that the suspect vehicle winds up striking a parked car and then 

at that point, that’s when you guys are now right behind the suspect vehicle? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: And that’s when you got out of your car correct? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. When you got out of your car, you’re the passenger officer? 

TS: Correct. 

GF: Where did you position yourself? 

TS: I stepped out of the vehicle, walked around my door towards the front of the vehicle. Just 

because of the way the vehicle was parked, I wanted to get eyes in, or be able to get sight 
of the driver himself. Um, the passenger window was down. I can see him as we’re 
giving him commands, and that’s when he backed up. Once he backed up and hit the car, 
I moved to get behind our car because where I was at was kind of a spot where...I was in 
a position where I thought that if he turned hard right and went forward, I was gonna be 
in a spot where he could hit me. So I moved back to the side of our vehicle instead. And 
that’s when he put it in reverse again and backed up again. 

GF: Okay. So you describe him backing the car up twice? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. 1 think you said the first time the car hits the front of your patrol car. Is that 

correct? 

TS: Correct. 

GF: Okay. I just want to make sure I’m clear. I think you said that when he backed up the 

first time, he backed up kind of straight into the car. Is that correct? 

TS: Yes. He had turned the wheel....the second time he backed up, he had turned the wheel in 

a different direction. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: To avoid our car. 

GF: Let’s get to that in a second. But the first time he backed up, the car was coming straight 

back? Or do you even know? 

TS: I don’t think it was coming straight back. I think his wheels were still turned. 
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GF: Okay. And the second time he’s coming back, you said the wheels were turned? 

TS: Yes. He had turned the wheels.... 

GF: And so kind of both times? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Was it more distinctive the second time? 

TS: Yes. The second time the wheels....he had turned the wheels to the left which made me 

think that he was trying to avoid our car, but was also gonna put him in a path to hit 
where SERRANO was. 

GF: Okay. And where was SERRANO? 

TS: SERRANO had moved up to the, off of the driver’s side of the vehicle, kind of the front 

driver’s side. 

GF: Okay. And you had referenced at one point hearing commands being given? 

TS: Yes. SERRANO gave commands. I gave commands. 

GF: Like what? 

TS: Telling him to show us his hands. Turn off the vehicle. I probably told him to show me 

his hands I would say four or five times. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: SERRANO was yelling the same thing. 

GF: Okay. Were you able to actually see him inside the car at this point? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: When he backed up the first time, I had a clear view of him. Lights were on. I mean it 

was, I could see him very clearly. 

GF: Okay. Did you see his face? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Did you recognize him at all? 

TS: No. 

GF: Okay. Could you see what he was doing inside the car? 

TS: I could see him looking back at his, looking at the mirror as he was trying to back up. 

That was about it. I mean I could see him driving but that’s about it. 

GF: What do you mean by you could see him driving? 

TS: I could see his hand on the wheel. I think he had his hand on the shifter. And he was 

looking. I don’t remember if he was looking at the mirror or if he was looking over his 
shoulder. 
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GF: Okay. 

TS: Like looking at the passenger... 

GF: And when you were describing looking, you’re kind of looking over your left shoulder? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: You could see him looking in the mirror and looking over his left shoulder. Is that 

accurate? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And you had described that the vehicle backed up the first time, hit the front of 

your patrol car? 

TS: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And then it backed up a second time and this time you said the movement was 

even more pronounced towards, in the direction of where Officer CAMERON was 
positioned. Is that correct? 

TS: Uh SERRANO. 

GF: I’m sorry. Where Officer SERRANO was positioned? Correct? 

TS: Yes that’s correct. 

GF: Okay. And then what did you do? 

TS: I shot. 

GF: Okay. And how many rounds did you fire? 

TS: Approximately five. I don’t know. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: Exactly. 

GF: What was your point of aim when you fired? What were you firing at? 

TS: Basically the bottom of the rear windshield. Bottom right comer and then kind of where 

the pillar was. Trying to aim where I thought he would be. 

GF: Okay and what was going through your mind when you made the decision to fire? 

TS: If he continues to back up, he’s gonna run over SERRANO. 

GF: Okay. Where you....where were the other officers positioned at this point? 

TS: I don’t know. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: I saw where SERRANO got out at first, and once he backed up, I was focused on the car. 

I didn’t see them. 
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GF: Okay. Were you concerned about a danger to yourself as well? Or was it to Officer 

SERRANO? 

TS: Officer SERRANO. 

GF: Okay. Do you know how many rounds you fired? 

TS: I don’t know off the...I checked to see if my mag still had rounds in it and that was it. I 

didn’t take the time to count. 

GF: Okay. At one point you stopped firing obviously? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Why’d you stop? What caused you to stop firing? 

TS: He was no longer backing up towards us. The vehicle was starting to slowly roll forward. 

I didn’t think it was a threat to our lives anymore at that time. 

GF: Okay. What happened next? 

TS: We took cover behind...I moved to, behind a different car so, the parked car that he 

actually hit originally, so I could have a decent spot of cover so that if he backed up, I 
was gonna, you know, put myself in a position where I’m not going to get hit. But at the 
same time I can, if it did become a threat, I can still engage him. 

GF: And how long did you stay in that position? 

TS: It felt like forever. I would say probably five to ten minutes. 

GF: Okay. Did you see any movement inside the suspect vehicle? 

TS: No. 

GF: Okay. And did all four of you kind of maintain your position at that point? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Similar to what you’re describing? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And what was the thought process behind that? 

TS: We’re gonna hold, basically wait until we have a canine. We’re not going to walk up to 

that vehicle when he’s already tried to hit one of us and put ourselves at risk again, and 
you know, essentially force his hand. We have...my thought process is we have a canine 
and we have that unit for a reason. We’re gonna use him for something like that. It’s not 
worth putting, you know, an officer’s life at risk when we can put a dog out there. 

GF: Okay. And eventually did the car get cleared? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Were you a part of the operation? 

TS: No. Not to clear that. 
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GF: Okay. Did someone relieve you of the position that you were in? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. At what point in all of this did you activate your body camera? 

TS: Um, after we’d finished shooting I realized that it wasn’t on. I needed to turn it on. 

GF: Okay. Was there any reason why you didn’t activate it beforehand? 

TS: I didn’t even think about doing it in the car. I was really focused on putting my seatbelt 

on. I was actually yelling at SERRANO that the damn seatbelt wouldn’t work. After the 
pursuit we had last Friday which, you know, the guy was doing, he was going very 
fast...that I’m not trying to die out there and I wanted a seat belt. Get into a crash and get 
killed that way, so.... 

GF: Okay. And as the passenger officer during the course of the pursuit, do you have a 

responsibility for putting things out over the air? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And were you doing that as well also? 

TS: As best as I could. Yes. 

GF: Okay. Did you ever put the plate of the suspect vehicle out over the air? 

TS: I did not. I don’t recall if Officer BOGGEMAN or CAMERON did or not. But I did not 

put it out. 

GF: Okay. It turned out the vehicle was stolen. 

TS: Okay. 

GF: But were you aware of that during the course of the incident? 

TS: No. 

GF: Okay. All right. Lieutenant? 

MDT: In relation to the police car, your own car. 

TS: Yes sir. 

MDT: Where were you in position.. .in relation to the car when you fired at the threat? 

TS: I was standing basically right next to the spotlight. I believe when I moved back, the 

door, my door was shut. 

MDT: Umm hmm, 

TS: So I was essentially standing right at the, at the kind of the crease where the door would 

open. 

MDT: Okay. So you’re in front of the door then? Or outside the door? 

TS: Yes. Yes. 
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MDT: Okay. And now, and the reason you guys, if I heard you correctly, your initial thought 
when the vehicle impacted the parked car? 

TS: Yes. 

MDT: Were you guys thinking he was gonna foot bail as far as...I think that’s what I heard? 

TS: Are you talking about the actual.... 

MDT: The suspect. 

TS: The last crash? 

MDT: The last crash, right. 

TS: Okay. Yeah. I didn’t know if he was gpnna bail, but the car sat there. I mean it wasn’t 

moving. 

MDT: Okay. 

TS: I thought maybe he was gonna get out and run or at least get out and give up. But I don’t 

like. I didn’t want to stand back and not be able to see in the vehicle. I’d rather be able to 
see where his hands are. And I’m telling him to show me his hands and I’m in a position 
where I can’t see them. I won’t...if he’s gonna try to show me his hands, I want to be able 
to see them. 

MDT: Umm hmm. 

TS: You know, just for officer safety reasons. 

MDT: All right. So on your side of the vehicle, were you aware of any other officers that were 

close to you? 

TS: No. 

MDT: Okay. And the last one, do you remember or did you hear other rounds go off? 

TS: Yes. 

MDT: Before or after you shot? Do you remember? 

TS: Kind of during, or throughout I should say. 

MDT: Okay. And do you remember how many other additional shots you heard? 

TS: No. I didn’t count really. 

MDT: Okay. Any idea like around the same as you? Additional? Before? 

TS: I would say probably similar. 

MDT: Similar? Okay. And how about when the shots ended? When you stopped firing, did 
you hear any shots after that? 

TS: I don’t think so. 

MDT: Okay. I have nothing else. 
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GF: The suspect vehicle you said stopped there on Pagel after it struck a parked car. Is that 

correct? 

TS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. And Pagel’s a north/south street, correct? 

TS: Correct. 

GF: Okay. Was there any sort of obstruction in front of the suspect vehicle after he stopped? 

TS: I mean he was still very close if not touching that parked vehicle. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: And at a kind of northeastern angle. 

GF: Okay. 

TS: But I mean if he, when he backed up and hit us the first time. 

GF: Umm hmm. 

TS: If he wanted to continue to flee, there was nothing in his way. There were no other police 

cars to the north of him. He had every opportunity in the world to leave and, you know, 
continue the pursuit I guess. But he made a choice to essentially try to run my partner 
over. 

GF: Okay. Anything else? 

MDT: Nothing else for me. 

GF: Mrs. MARGOLIS? 

AM: No. 

GF: Okay. Officer STERLING, is there anything that we haven’t discussed that you think is 

important for us to know? 

TS: No. Not that I can think of. 

GF: Okay. I’ve got 1308 hours.

Interview of Officer David SERRANO #6912 


On May 11, 2016, at 2159 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from Acting Lieutenant 
DEL TORO #4754 notifying me of an officer involved shooting at 100 Pagel Place. I called Detectives 
BALES #5873, WARRICK #4199, CLENDENEN #6236, YANKOVICH #5526 and Mario PEREZ 
#6312 and directed them to respond to the scene. Crime Scene Specialist (CSS) SOUTHERLNAD #8841 
and Criminalist CORDES #8328 were notified and respond as well. 

I arrived at the scene at 2253 hours. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. He said that Southeastern 
Division Crime Suppression Team Officers Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160, David SERRANO #6912, 
Trevor STERLING #6955 and Ryan CAMERON #6864 were conducting surveillance oi'^|Pagel Place. 
The officers saw Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence and drive off in a silver Acura Integra. 
Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw VILAYSANE fail to stop for a stop sign. The officers 
attempted to conduct a traffic stop but VILYASANE refused to pull over. A pursuit ensued. Officers 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were joined in the pursuit by Officers SERRANO and STERLING. 
VILAYSANE collided with a parked car along 100 Pagel Place. The four officers got out of their vehicles 
and attempted to conduct a high risk vehicle stop. VILAYSANE reversed direction, driving back towards 
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the officers. All four officers fired. VILAYSANE was pronounced dead at the scene. Sergeant RUVIDO 
said all four officers were standing by at the Southeastern Division sub-station. 

At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON and BOGGEMAN returned 
to the scene and participated in a “walk through” of the shooting. Each walk through was conducted 
independently. Attorney Amy MARGOLIS accompanied each officer. Detective BALES recorded each 
walk through on digital audio. All four officers were then taken to SDPD Headquarters for further 
processing. Through Attorney MARGOLIS, all four officers declined to be interviewed that night and 
requested to participate in a voluntary internew on May 13, 2016. 

On May 13, 2016, at 1005 hours, Acting Lieutenant Del Toro and I interviewed Officer SERRANO in a 
conference room within the Homicide Unit office. Attorney MARGOLIS was also present. The interview 
was recorded on digital audio. I later copied the recording to a compact disc and impounded the disc in 
the Headquarters Property Room. 

Officer SERRANO said the following: 


MDT: Manny DEL TORO, Acting Lieutenant - Homicide Unit 
GF: Gregory FLOOD, Sergeant - Homicide Unit 

AM: Amy MARGOLIS - POA Attorney 
DS: David SERRANO, Officer - Southwestern Division 

GF: Okay, it is May 13, 2016. We’re in an interview room within the Homicide Unit Office. 

This is Sergeant Greg FLOOD, ID #4873. Also with me is Acting Lieutenant DEL 
TORO and we are with David SERRANO and David’s attorney, Amy MARGOLIS. 
David as we kind of get started here, I just want to go over preliminarily with you; you 
are represented today by Mrs. MARGOLIS. Is that correct? 

DS: Yes. 


GF: Okay and you’ve had a chance to consult with her prior to this interview? 

DS: I did. 

GF: Okay and it’s my understanding that you’re here voluntarily correct? 

DS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. No one has ordered you to be here and talk with us today. Is that correct? 

DS: That’s correct. 

GF: Okay. So hey David I just want to go over our checklist here first of all. 

DS: Okay. 

GF: We’ll get going on that. The last name. How do you spell your last name?

GF: Okay and was that the unit you were the night of the incident? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. Do you remember what equipment number you were driving that night? 

DS: As far as my vehicle?

GF: What were your work hours? 

DS: 2 nd Watch, 2:00 to 12:00. 

GF: What about your days off? 

DS: Days off, Saturday, Monday, Tuesday. 

GF: Saturday? 

DS: Oh I’m sorry. Sunday, Monday, Tuesday. 

GF: Okay. Those are ugly days off man. Flow many hours of sleep did you get prior to your 

shift on the 11 th ? 

DS: Close to nine, ten hours. 


GF: Are you right-handed or left-handed? 

DS: Right-handed. 



GF: Had you had anything alcoholic to drink in the 24 hours before the incident? 
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DS: No sir. 

GF: Wg^^nii wearing your vest that night? 

DS: 



GF: What is your primary duty weapon? 

DS: Glock Gen 4, 17. 

GF: What caliber is that in? 

DS: Nine. 

GF: Do you know what your serial number is? 

DS: I do not. 

GF: Okay. Is that a Department weapon? Or is that your personal weapon? 

DS: Department weapon. 

GF: Uh, do you carry a backup? 

ds: 

GF: Is your Glock chambered with one in the chamber? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: And how many rounds to you have in the magazine? 

DS: One in the chamber and then 16, so 17 total. 

GF: Did you have any extra magazines that your carry? 

DS: Two in my holsters so... 

GF: Okay so two extra magazines on your belt? 

DS: Yes sir. Sorry, I apologize. 


GF: Okay. Are those also earned with sixteen? 

DS: Yes sir. 
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GF: Okay. During this incident, was there any less than lethal force that was used as far as 

any batons, tasers, anything like that? 

DS: No sir. 

GF: Are you issued a body camera? 

DS: I am. 

GF: And prior to this interview, have you been given an opportunity to look at the video from 

the incident? 

DS: I did. 

GF: And did you only look at your video? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. Officer SERRANO I want to take you back to the night of May 11 th . Now you’d 

mentioned that you work on the Crime Suppression Team correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 


GF: Okay. Can you just briefly describe the duties and the responsibilities of the team? 

DS: Yes sir. It’s a uniform assignment. We drive around in a marked patrol unit, specifically 

our units are designed is we have 

Especially considering some of these operations 
that we work with. We handle no radio calls and so our primary objective is just to go 
out and be proactive, whether it’s conducting traffic stops, pedestrian stops, bike stops. 
We assist with other specialized units. So for example if Gangs is needing to look for a 
particular suspect for an incident that took place prior, we would go out there and assist 
them and we’ll set up and we would conduct the same matter, a traffic stop, a pedestrian 
stop. Also conduct a 4 th waiver probation/parole searches and various things like that. 


GF: Okay. And you said you’ve been on that team since September? 

DS: Yes sir. 


GF: Okay. Now are, do you work with a partner regularly or do you guys switch things up? 

DS: I, I, I had a regular partner until recently. He since then went back to patrol, so my 

current partner is Trevor STERLING. 

GF: Trevor STERLING? 

DS: Yes sir. 


GF: Okay and is that like, kind of a permanent partnership thing so to speak? Do you guys, 

are you guys partners pretty much every night? 

DS: Yeah. As far as what’s been told to me. 

GF: Urn hmm. 
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DS: I was supposed to be assigned to him forever long and if things were subject to change, 

depending on who left the team or what have you, then I would probably have another 
partner.

another individual during a traffic stop. Noticed one of the individuals was on Federal 
parole. The oth er was on probation. Later to reveal that that person, 

actually an escapee. Didn’t know at the time. We tried to make an 
effort to contact Federal parole but there was no luck there. We actually as you rewind or 
fast forward, or I should say rewind on last Friday, we were told that HMHflB 
■Hwas supposed to be coming and going from that residence and also being 
wanted by U.S. Marshals so. 
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GF: Do you know how to spell his name? His last name? 

DS: I think 


GF: So you had had previous history with that residence as well as what you’d been told from 

Detective TEWS correct? 

DS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. Is...over all and I’m looking for an estimate here, how many police related contacts 

had you had with individuals associated with that house in some manner? 

DS: At least anywhere from six to ten individuals because we had seen so much activity of 

vehicles, pedestrians leaving that residence. So we had to try and made every effort to 
stop who was coming and going from that house. Partly because we wanted to at least see 
if we can have somebody that resided there with a 4 th waiver and potentially conduct the 
compliance check and see what we could retrieve from there. But I would say, yep, 
anywhere from six to ten individuals that we’ve come in contact with and all of them 
having priors for weapon violations, drug sales, as well as gang ties to Oriental Killer 
Boys, as well as at TOC and Samoan Bloods. 

GF: Okay. Just with what you described, is it safe to say that you’ve been trying to gather 

intelligence on who lives there and the comings and goings on that location? 

DS: Yes. 

GF: Okay. The night of the 11 th , did you come to conduct a surveillance at that location? 

DS: We did. 

GF: Okay. Why don’t you just walk us through that? 

DS: At the time I was with Officer Trevor STERLING and I had told the team as we were 

leaving Southeastern Division, we had just finished having lunch and I said, “Hey, I’m 
gonna take a drive by and see if there’s any activity because we had just gotten to that 
recent pursuit last Friday. So myself, Trevor, we’re traveling westbound on Cielo just 
passing the target residence which is located on 

We noticed a bunch of vehicles. I, in fact, saw that the garage door open 
was slightly lifted, lights on and you could see there were some shadows, which indicated 
that there were some people standing by the edge of the garage door. Past by, had notified 
the team. I said, “Hey, they’re some pretty good cars here. We may want to just kind of 
hang out and see what we can stop here.” I went ahead and I turned back around, 
positioned myself on Cielo, just east of Woodman on the north curbline. I was able to 
kind of get a good vantage point considering that area has some pretty bad poor lighting. 
We were able to kind of conceal ourselves with the darkness. And so we saw some 
vehicles coming and going and at the time Officer CAMERON and Officer 
BOGGEMAN, as well as Officers ROSS and WOLFE, they went ahead and staged in 
different areas, just to kind of contain. So at least we had an advantage of what vehicle 
was coming in what direction. 
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GF: Okay. Was the position that you were in one where you had actual eyes on the residence? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. And were you the driver officer or were you a passenger officer? 

DS: I was driving at the time. 

GF: Okay. And then the other units started to stage around the area as well too. Is that 

correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: So here’s a map, to basically give you a good idea. Here’s 65 th and Edmund which is 

where Officer WOLF and Officer ROJAS was located. And so, and so Benson and 
Woodman is where Officer CAMERON and Officer BOGGEMAN were located at. And 
so we were kind of like the north, or they were the northeast perimeter. ROJAS and 
WOLFE were the Southwest perimeter and myself and Trevor were the north, or I should 
say southeast perimeter. So... 

MDT: There’s another one too (map). I don’t know if that one helps any. That’s a little bit 
bigger. 

GF: That’s... 

DS: Yeah, that’s, that’s... 

GF: Pagel right there. 

DS: That’s, that’s Pagel Street. 

MDT: Okay. 

DS: And so from where we were located off of Cielo, we couldn’t get a good vantage point 

here and see a lot of the vehicles. We had noticed a pickup coming and leaving, as well as 
another sedan. And so we kind of thought it was odd. Officer CAMERON had mentioned 
that there could be a strong possibility that they were doing counter surveillance just 
considering the amount of attention that we were giving them. And so we gave it some 
time. A few minutes came out after that broadcast from Officer CAMERON. He said he 
had noticed a gray, like a silver colored Acura with a driver and he was like, “Hey this 
might be a decent stop”. And he goes, “It’s going up Pagel from Benson. Can you see if 
you can maybe get eyes on it?” I’m like, “Okay.” Same thing. Kept eyes. We noticed 
that this area was getting illuminated and that there was some tail lamps so we believed 
that the vehicle had stopped in front of the target address and stopped there momentarily 
and then made a U-turn shortly after and then facing northbound. We had said, “Hey, we 
didn’t get eyes on it”, but we think it left so Officer CAMERON goes, “Yeah, it’s 
traveling westbound on Benson. We’re gonna see if we can light it up”. At some point, 
because we have our own frequency... 

GF: Umhmm. 

DS: So we’re on Tac 5 on Southern. So I hear Officer CAMERON say, “Hey, he just blew a 

stop sign”. They light it up. We hear the sirens. We’re waiting for a direction of travel or 
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any broadcast over the primary, cause typically our protocol is once we’re involved in any 
type of like high risk situation, we try to jump on primary to at least notify other patrol 
units. And so during the pursuit I back up. I pull alongside the curb and I’m kind of 
waiting for a direction of travel and I didn’t really kind of want to make my way towards 
the target address unless something was gonna happen. And we hear the sirens and it’s 
coming from the north direction of where we’re at. At this point we’re staged in the 
middle of the roadway off of Cielo and Woodman. And Officer Trevor STERLING goes, 
“Hey, let’s start going.” I say, “Wait. Let’s give it some time.” I said, “Maybe he’s 
gonna try to double back.” And sure enough as we’re waiting, facing westbound on Cielo 
from Woodman we see the suspect vehicle traveling southbound on Pagel and we see the 
patrol unit right behind him, which is CAMERON and BOOGEMAN. 

GF: Did that unit have its lights and siren on? 

DS: It did. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: So lights, sirens were on at the time. So I immediately activate my lights and sirens. 

Become secondary in the pursuit. And as we’re traveling westbound from Pagel on Cielo 
the suspect vehicle immediately turns into a private property into a driveway. Stops. I 
hear, what I hear from CAMERON. He says, “My full belt” and so basically this is the 
suspect vehicle. Pulls in. Sorry, and this is the, this is Officer CAMERON. I pull right 
behind the driver’s side of Officer CAMERON’s patrol unit. I get out. 1 see Officer 
CAMERON run out and begin to make an effort to chase the suspect. Because you can 
see the door open on the driver’s side. BOGGEMAN’s running along the passenger side 
of the patrol unit and approaching the passenger side of the suspect vehicle. At that time 
there was no vehicles here. And so cause we didn’t want to be in a position of trying to 
put my partner in a disadvantage if there was a crossfire situation. So I pulled here. 
Suspect vehicle immediately reverses. Officer CAMERON is standing here. He 
immediately like sprints. Like almost, he takes a step and then sprints across and the 
vehicle comes, almost collides into the front end of Officer CAMERON. And then 
continues westbound. At that point I manage to jump into my car a little quicker than the 
rest of the guys cause they’re a little further from the patrol unit. Officer STERLING was 
between both units and I pulled up. He jumps in. Car’s open. Car door is open. He jumps 
in and we continue westbound. 

GF: Okay. So you’re watching essentially at this point, kind of observing Officer CAMERON 

trying to interact now with the person inside that car, while, after it pulls into that position, 
correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. Do you hear any conversation going on? Do you hear anything being said? 

DS: I, I, didn’t hear anything because of the sirens going on at the time. And since I had 

jumped in the car faster at that point it was just kind of like noise outside. 

GF: Okay.

DS: And I can see Ryan like pointing forward and I was like, okay, so that’s when I continued 

westbound. 

GF: Okay and you describe the vehicle as...let me back up. You said that Officer CAMERON 

was approaching the vehicle and the vehicle then began coming backwards. Is that 
correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 


GF: Okay. And then I think you described Officer CAMERON then sprinting back as well 

also? 

DS: Yeah. 

GF: Um, could you tell how close that vehicle was to Officer CAMERON? 

DS: I would say no more than a few feet. I mean it was really close and I think had Ryan not 

been able to kind of get to the edge, because as soon as he saw the lights, he began 
running back. And so I think had he not seen the lights, he could have easily gotten hit. 
Just because of the angle of the vehicle and how he was coming. Cause it was right 
towards his path. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: And so, when Officer CAMERON came between the cars, you could see that the suspect 

vehicle had just stopped literally inches from the front end of Officer CAMERON’s patrol 
unit and then immediately continue westbound. 

GF: Okay and from your vantage point had Officer CAMERON not switched positions, do you 

think he would have been hit? 

DS: Oh yeah. Definitely no doubt in my mind I think had he not had the opportunity to jump 

away, that he would have definitely been underneath that Acura. 

GF: Okay... 

MDT: Let me just clarification. You said west. West on what street? 

DS: On Cielo sir. 

MDT: On Cielo? Okay. And that’s the one that’s south of Pagel Place? 

DS: Of Pagel. Yes sir 

MDT: Got it. Okay. 

DS: So at that point I jump in the driver’s seat. STERLING jumps in the passenger seat. We 

then pursue the vehicle. Now we become primary. I see the lights behind me and I know 
Officer CAMERON and BOGGEMAN are behind me so, during the pursuit, he continues 
westbound, immediately makes the wide northbound turn onto 65 th Street from Cielo and I 
think speeds are anywhere from about maybe forty to about forty-five miles per hour. 
Cause I remember looking down and Officer STERLING was trying to put on his seat 
belt. And I had told him. I said, “Hey, we need to put a direction of travel and start 
getting some updates for the rest of the guys”. Cause at the time dispatch was already 10- 
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4 that the pursuit was going on. And so as we’re going northbound on 65 th , the suspect 
vehicle veers into the opposite lane going against traffic. There was no other cars that I 
saw cause like there was so much debris kicking up and I was like maybe about half a car 
from the suspect vehicle that as he was continuing, I just stayed on my side of the lane and 
he just continued northbound. Then he immediately did a quick eastbound turn onto 
Benson and so at that point I remembered distinctly hitting my, my body camera cause I 
was like, “Let’s get this going”, because I immediately thought that he was going to try to 
make it into Pagel, because that’s probably where he resided or where he knew people 
would try to hide him out. And so since I had my own frequency I could hear Officer 
ROSAS saying, “Where you guys at? Where you guys at?” And so I said, “Hey, we’re 
eastbound on Benson. We’re approaching Pagel. It looks like he’s gonna try to go towards 
Pagel. Let’s get some guys there so we can at least get a perimeter.” And sure enough 
we’re traveling eastbound on Benson. Speeds are anywhere from about 40 to 50 miles per 
hour at this point. Suspect vehicle turns southbound onto Pagel and goes up the hill. I’m 
immediately behind him. At some point you could see him slowing down as he’s getting 
to the very top of the hill towards Cielo, cause there’s a downward slope on towards 
Pagel. And he kind of veers off and he nearly collides into a SUV that’s parked on the 
northeast corner of Cielo and Pagel. And you see him do this fishtail turn and he basically 
does like a button hook and he jumps, I mean he goes off this like small hill into a dirt hill, 
or a small dirt, like probably like no more than like two or three feet drop, goes down it 
and I immediately continue to pursue him. So we both go down and we’re going down 
a...it’s kind of difficult to see but there’s a small little dirt, like patch that I think it says, 
“Private Property” for that residence on the east curbline. So now we’re facing 
northbound going down the dirt hill and I noticed that the lights on the suspect vehicle are 
flashing and I didn’t know if it was either dead or he was just kind of like he hit his hazard 
or something that sparked off those lights that it started flashing. So the vehicle continues 
going northbound through dirt lot. Immediately does a quick little left hand turn onto a 
private, out of a private driveway back onto Pagel. I see the suspect vehicle slowing 
down. It collides into a parked vehicle. At the time as the vehicle collides into the parked 
vehicle, I see an object getting thrown out of the driver window and I see the hand. And I 
see it’s red with like a silver tab and I was like, “That’s kind of odd.” And so I jump out 
the car and at this point I’m about maybe no more than a foot or two from the suspect 
vehicle. And so I pull behind him. The suspect vehicle’s, this, basically at this angle. 

GF: It’s got...at a little bit of an angle from where you are? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: Facing I would say northeast position on Pagel, and I pulled right behind it. I swing out 

and see the object being thrown out the driver window. I immediately start throwing out 
commands and I go, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands!” And I even cussed 
at him. I said, “Let me see your fucking hands!” And you can see this and then he 
dropped his hands and you could see him going through his waistband and he starts doing 
this. And he looks like he’s trying to pull something from the center console. And I’m 
like, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands!” And the car just suddenly goes 
back, collides into my, my, the front end of my patrol unit. Well at the time my car door 
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was open cause that’s how we’re trained to position ourselves to use that as cover. And if 
in the event of we need to conceal ourselves inside the driver’s seat. So the door swings 
open and now my biggest concern is that the car’s gonna come so fast and trap me and 
now I’m gonna be looking at him and being in a crossfire situation with Trevor on my 
passenger side and me looking at the suspect. So as the door swings open, I jumped to the 
side and now I’m in the middle of the roadway. And at this point so if I’m pinned, this is 
the suspect vehicle. I’m on the driver’s side and I’m pointing my firearm about maybe 
four to six feet and I’m like, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands! Let me see 
your hands!” And he’s using his shoulders to kind of conceal his face and he’s got the 
steering wheel with his right hand in with his left hand. He reaches over and he’s doing 
this and I’m like, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands!” And I must have 
screamed that at least ten times. I kept screaming. 

GF: When you said that he was doing this, your motioning with your left hand across your 

body down towards your waist, correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: Yes sir. So he just keeps doing this and I’m like, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your 

hands!” And he’s kind of looking at me, cause I could see at the comer of his eyes. I know 
he’s looking at me and he turns the wheel this way to try and angle it. Cause how the 
vehicle was angled it was basically where I was standing. Cause I, I was bumped off in 
the middle of the road so much that I was like, “Oh shoot, now I’m in the middle of the 
road.” And I couldn’t run over onto the other side cause there was a parked car on the west 
curbline, so I was trapped between the suspect vehicle and the parked vehicle that was on 
the west curbline. And I’m screaming at him. I’m like, “Let me see your hands! Let me 
see your hands! Let me see your hands!” And I could hear him gunning. I can hear the 
engine rev and you could hear “Err” and as he’s making his way, at that point I was like, 
“He’s trying to hit me” and so all I thought...I was like, “Oh shit. I’m gonna get fucking 
hit”. At this point I’m like thinking to myself, “Okay, I’m in a position where he’s gonna 
hit me and I had no way of running forward because if he would reversed, he would have 
caught the attention of me being in front of his car and he would just clip me from there. 
So at the time I had no other choice and after I gave him so many commands, and him 
reaching for whatever it was, I started opening fire. Uh, I continued opening fire and I 
could see the glass break from my right hand side and I can hear somebody saying, “Shots 
fired! Shots fired!” And I see the suspect jerking around and then immediately he falls 
over. And at that point when I see him fall over, I stopped shooting. I take a step back and 
the vehicle basically rolls forward and then comes to rest on the west curbline facing in a 
northwest position. And I’m still having visual of the driver’s side of the vehicle. And I 
can only see the driver. I don’t see anybody else. I’m just so focused on the driver. And 
so I didn’t know if he was down or not, whether I was able to put him down so I stayed at 
a safe distance and I used that parked vehicle at that point along the driver’s side. And I 
leaned against it and I still had my firearm pointed out. And I realized that my firearm had 
completed it’s mags so I did mag change. And then I looked down and I realized that my 
body camera was flashing green, and so I hit it again and so I heard a beep finally and 
Officer Ryan CAMERON approaches from behind me. And he’s like, “You okay? You 
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okay?” And I said, “Yeah I’m fine.” I said, “Hey I can’t see him”. I said, “He turned over 
to his passenger side.” And so we’re out there and for the duration of that time, we didn’t 
want to approach the suspect vehicle just because I didn’t know if we were able to 
eliminate the threat. So you know I was like, I don’t want to approach it and then 
suddenly he had the advantage point of managing to use the car door as cover and not get 
struck by any rounds So we waited and so I advised the officers. I said over the air, I 
said, “Hey Sarge, if you’re monitoring Tac-5, let’s have him patch a primary. And so I 
said, “Let’s go ahead”. And so at some point one of the patrol units which I think was 
Officer ROSAS and WOLFE, they were traveling eastbound on Benson, just north of us. 
And they were about maybe I’d say twenty yards in front of the suspect vehicle. So we’re 
like, “Hey, watch out for crossfire! Watch out for crossfire.” And so I ended up seeing 
them move us to the side and so I was like, “Hey guys, if there’s any units responding, we 
need units to watch out for crossfire and then we’ll set up.” And so I said, “Let’s get some 
more units out here for resources and let’s get a Canine.” And then I remember telling 
over the air, I said, “Hey if Canine can approach from Cielo onto Pagel, because we’re not 
going to be able to get the dog in a safe way.” And so we waited, and as we waited Officer 
CARDENAS approached me and he goes, “You okay?” And I said, “Yeah, I’m fine.” 
And he immediately put down like a ballistics shield in front of me and I said, “Hey, I’m 
okay. Let’s have CAMERON use that shield” because I was able to kind of conceal 
myself against the car. And so I could see CAMERON holding the car. And then at the 
time I saw my patrol unit pulling forward and the car door open and I see Officer 
DYEMARTIN and he’s driving the car and he gets out. And Ryan sinks into the driver’s 
seat and at that time I position myself. And I’m now using the door as cover and I’m 
pointing my firearm through the driver window. And I can hear some commands like, 
“Suspect! Let me see your hands! Let me see your hands!” And I even made mention. I 
said, “Hey, we have one driver. Unknown if he’s down, but he’s still inside the car.” And 
so...excuse me, Officer CARDENAS goes, “Hey, you know, let me take it from here.” 
And so they pulled me back and then Officer CAMERON was also back. And we let that 
position go just because Officer CARDENAS already had a long rifle and just because of 
the distance of where we’re at. It would have made no sense if it would have had 
handguns on it. And so I pulled back and I remember looking. There was another officer 
posted on that parked vehicle that I was using as cover on the passenger side, pointing 
directly at the suspect. And so when Canine arrived, they deployed the dog and I could 
see that there was some...no interaction between the dog and the suspect. So the dog came 
back and then I could see an arrest team approaching the suspect vehicle and then opening 
the car door and then pulling the suspect out. And then soon after medics and fire 
department attended to provide aid for him so. 

GF: Okay. You had said kind of at the beginning of the encounter with him when the car was 

coming back at you. Can you just describe in maybe a little bit more detail the 
relationship of the car moving and you firing? 

DS: As far as when I was opening fire on the driver’s side? Or when it initially made impact 

with the patrol unit? 

GF: Why don’t you just kind of walk through the car, the movement of the suspect vehicle and 

then how that impacted your firing? 
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DS: Gotcha. So like I said from when he initially backed up, he hit my car causing me to step 

to the side and now I’m in the middle of the roadway and I was like I said about a few feet 
from the suspect’s driver’s side. And I go, and as I’m giving him commands, and I can 
hear the tire screeching and him trying to make the turn. And like I said all while he was 
trying to reach for whatever it was on his right side. And I think I was, I could see the car 
moving and once we continued to fire, that started opening fire, the suspect vehicle was 
slowly backing up and then it immediately crept forward and then pushed onto the, where 
it came to rest. 

GF: Okay. And how you’re describing it, I just want to be clear. Does the car come back 

towards you in reverse, once or twice? 

DS: From what I remember, it looked like it was coming once. 

GF: Okay. Okay. And that once is when it hits the, the, your patrol car? 

DS: No. So where I’m standing is where it tried to come back again. So the first time is when 

it hit my patrol unit. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: And then the second time it came back again as he was trying to...cause he looked like he 

was trying to hit me. 

GF: Okay. 

DS: I mean just because of how I was standing and how the vehicle was angled, it perfectly 

could have hit me and had me strack against the parked car. Cause I had no way of 
getting away. 

GF: So to be clear, to summarize as I’m getting this clear in my mind, it comes back at you 

twice? 

DS: Comes back... 

GF: The first time... 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: First time it hits the patrol car and you didn’t fire, and then the second time it was coming 

back, it was coming towards you and that’s when you did fire. Is that accurate? 

DS: That’s correct sir. 

GF: Okay. You’d mentioned something about an object being thrown out, something with like 

a red, some sort of a red object that you saw the suspect throw out? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Was that right there where the shooting occurred, or did that happen at some point during 

the course of the pursuit? 

DS: Right when the shooting had occurred. Just seconds before. 

GF: Do you know what that object was? 
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DS: At the time it looked red and I was like, “Hey I think he’s throwing shotgun shell?, cause I 

remember STERLING. I was like, “Hey I think he threw a shell, I think he threw a shell 
or something.” And from where Trevor was getting out of the car, I don’t think he saw 
anything but he goes, “Yeah, I think something got thrown out” he goes, “but I didn’t pay 
attention to it.” After we had the whole incident take place. And I didn’t see where it had 
landed. I know it landed somewhere in the street, but I didn’t see where, exactly where 
because I was so focused on the vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Were you able to actually see the driver? Like see the driver’s face at any time 

during this? 

DS: Yeah, I could see the side of his face and I could see the comer. And he was looking 

directly at me when he was turning the wheel towards me, or towards making that reverse 
motion so that he could angle his car towards me. But I can definitely see like his cheek 
bone and the corner of his eye. 

GF: Did you recognize him at all? 

DS: I didn’t recognize him at all at the time. 

GF: Okay. Where he stops on the road and then he backs up, where all that occurs. 

DS: Umhmm. 

GF: It’s my understanding that...and what you have said in there at the scene, that the vehicle 

was facing northbound on Pagel when that all happened, correct? 

DS: Umhmm. 

GF: Or it was in the general direction of northbound on Pagel when all this happens, correct? 

DS: Yes sir. 

GF: Where there any obstructions in the road? Any obstructions in his way along Pagel? 

DS: No. Because when he hit the car, the car looked like it could have just easily turned and 

then just continued northbound and so.... 

GF: So there was nothing blocking his way? 

DS: No. There were no patrol units. There were no other vehicles. It was just the open 

roadway and then that parked vehicle that he hit. Cause he could have easy....this is the 
way the vehicle was angled. He could have just turned and then continued northbound 
with no problem. And so when had hit my car and then the initial time when he almost hit 
my partner after the first initial attempted hot stop, we were like, “Okay, what’s this dude 
trying to do?” I mean he’s obviously trying to get away from us. I get that, but is he 
trying to hurt one of us? Because he was definitely using his car as like a ram, because it 
didn’t matter who was around him, he was just like taking every effort to try and take one 
of us out. 

GF: Okay. Was the suspect’s plate ever put out on the air during the course of the pursuit? 
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DS: When we were staged at Cielo and Woodman and the pursuit was initially going down, we 

could hear plate traffic going over. But at that point there was so much chatter going on 
that we didn’t hear anything else. 

GF: Okay. It turned out that the vehicle had been stolen. 

DS: Right. 

GF: Were you aware of that during the incident at all? 

DS: Not at the time sir, no. 

GF: Okay. Lieutenant? 

MDT: Yeah, from the time you fired your first one, the threat was...I think you described the 
vehicle right? You thought you were gonna get pinned? 

DS: Yes sir. 

MDT: Against the other car. Any other avenues of escape at that point to stop the threat? 

DS: No because like I had mentioned, if I would have stepped forward. 

MDT: Umhmm. 

DS: Then he would have easily turned the vehicle and faced me and hit me from the front end. 

MDT: Urn hmm. 

DS: And because of where I was standing, I had no way of backing up because of how close 

the parked car was from me. 

MDT: Umhmm. 

DS: And even if I had backed up, if I would have still jumped over, he would have still clipped 

my legs and still smashed me. Because this is how he angled the car. 

MDT: Right. 

DS: And those Acuras, I mean they’re pretty compact so. 

MDT: Um hmm. 

DS: He could have...and the roadway wasn’t too wide. 

MDT: Yeah. 

DS: I mean it was the parked cars and then you probably had no more than what ten to 

fourteen feet of clearance on both sides, give or take. 

MDT: And what other officers, if any, if you were aware of who was close to you at the time? 

DS: At the time I could hear Officer CAMERON but I don’t know how far he was from me. 

MDT: Umhmm. 

DS: Because I was probably the closest officer to the suspect. 

MDT: Okay.

DS: During the whole shooting. 

MDT: Was his presence there consideration in the shooting, or were you just thinking in defense 
of your own safety? 

DS: In defense of my own safety sir. 

MDT: Okay. No other questions. 

GF: Okay. How many rounds do you think you fired? 

DS: I could personally, I thought I had put off about six to eight rounds, but I just kept pulling 

the trigger because I could see him. And in the moment that I stopped squeezing the 
trigger is when I saw him fall over onto the passenger side. And that’s when I stopped 
squeezing my firearm. 

GF: Okay. Did you reload at all? 

DS: I reloaded when I realized that I had finished my magazine. And by then the suspect 

vehicle had continued going northbound and coming to rest there. And then I mag 
changed while I was using cover on that parked vehicle. 

GF: Okay. Did you ever fire after the magazine change? 

DS: No sir. 

GF: Mrs. MARGOLIS? Anything? 

AM: I don’t think. If you can hold on a second. No that’s it. Thanks. 

GF: Okay. Officer SERRANO, is there anything that we haven’t discussed that you think is 

important for us to know? 

DS: No sir. 

GF: Okay. I’ve got 1045 and we will end the interview.

Interview of Officer Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160 


On May 11, 2016, at 2159 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from Acting Lieutenant 
DEL TORO #4754 notifying me of an officer involved shooting at 100 Pagel Place. I called Detectives 
BALES #5873, WARRICK #4199, CLENDENEN #6236, YANICOVICH #5526 and Mario PEREZ 
#6312 and directed them to respond to the scene. Crime Scene Specialist (CSS) SOUTHERLNAD #8841 
and Criminalist CORDES #8328 were notified and respond as well. 

I arrived at the scene at 2253 hours. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. He said that Southeastern 
Division Crime Suppression Team Officers Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160, David SEIHCVNO #6912, 
Trevor STERLING #6955 and Ryan CAMERON #6864 were conducting surveillance of H Pagel Place. 
The officers saw Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence and drive off in a silver Acura Integra. 
Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw VILAYSANE fail to stop for a stop sign. The officers 
attempted to conduct a traffic stop but VILYASANE refused to pull over. A pursuit ensued. Officers 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were joined in the pursuit by Officers SERRANO and STERLING. 
VILAYSANE collided with a parked car along 100 Pagel Place. The four officers got out of their vehicles 
and attempted to conduct a high risk vehicle stop. VILAYSANE reversed direction, driving back towards 
the officers. All four officers fired. VILAYSANE was pronounced dead at the scene. Sergeant RUVIDO 
said all four officers were standing by at the Southeastern Division sub-station. 
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At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON and BOGGEMAN returned 
to the scene and participated in a “walk through” of the shooting. Each walk through was conducted 
independently. Attorney Amy MARGOLIS accompanied each officer. Detective BALES recorded each 
walk through on digital audio. All four officers were then taken to SDPD Headquarters for further 
processing. Through Attorney MARGOLIS, all four officers declined to be interviewed that night and 
requested to participate in a voluntary interview on May 13, 2016. 

On May 13, 2016, at 1117 hours, Acting Lieutenant Del Toro and I interviewed Officer BOGGEMAN in 
a conference room within the Homicide Unit office. Attorney MARGOLIS was also present. The 
interview was recorded on digital audio. I later copied the recording to a compact disc and impounded the 
disc in the Headquarters Property Room. 

Officer BOGGEMAN said the following: 


MDT: Manny DEL TORO, Acting Lieutenant - Homicide Unit 

GF: Gregory FLOOD, Sergeant - Homicide Unit 

AM: Amy MARGOLIS - POA Attorney 

SB: Shawn BOGGEMAN, Officer - Southeastern Division 

GF: Okay, it is I have 1117 hours. It is May 13, 2016. We are in a conference room within 

the Homicide Unit. This is Sergeant Gregory FLOOD, ID #4873. Also with me is 
Acting Lieutenant DEL TORO and we are in an interview with Officer Shawn 
BOGGEMAN. Am I pronouncing that correct? 

SB: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. And also present as Mr. BOGGEMAN or Officer BOGGEMAN’s legal counsel is 

Attorney Amy MARGOLIS. Officer BOGGEMAN, I just want to confirm that you’ve 
had a chance to consult with Mrs. MARGOLIS before our interview today? 

SB: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay and uh that you are here voluntarily. Is that correct? 

SB: I am. 

GF: Okay, no one has ordered you to be here today. Is that correct? 

SB: No sir. 

GF: Okay. Uh got a few...I want to go over the checklist here at this point. We’ll go over uh, 

just some vital statistics. Let me get the spelling on your last name. 

SB: It’s B-O-G-G-E-M-A-N. 

GF: Okay. And your first name? 

SB: S-H-A-W-N. 


GF: And what’s your middle name? 
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SB: Lee, L-E-E. 

GF: Ho\^)khn^you? 

SB: HHjH] 

GF: An^ouHjirth date? 

SB: 

GF: And how tall are you? 

SB: 6 feet. 

GF: And what’s your weight? 

SB: About 200. 

GF: And you’ve got, is that brown hair? Blond hair? 

SB: Brown hair. 

GF: Brown? Okay. 

SB: Yep. Blue eyes. 

GF: Blue eyes? 

SB: Yes sir. 

GF: What’s your ID number? 

SB: 7-1-6-0. 

GF: And do you know what your badge number is? 

SB: I don’t. 

GF: Okay. What’s your date of hire? 

SB: Uh, it’s going to be February 24 th of 2014. 

GF: Okay. What is your current assignment? 

SB: Southestern Division, Crime Suppression Team. 

GF: And who ’ s your supervisor? 

SB: Jim JOHNSON. 

GF: And how long have you been on the team? 

SB: I’ve had two days with the team. 

GF: (Laughs). Prior to your assignment on CST, what was your assignment before that? 

SB: Southeastern Patrol. 


GF: How long had you been, how long did you work Southeastern Patrol? 
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SB: Since I left phase training in November of 2015 I believe. 

GF: Okay. The day of the incident, what was your unit number? 

SB: 452Q. 

GF: And do you know what equipment number you were driving? 

SB: I don’t. 

GF: Okay. What are your normal work hours? 

SB: 1400 to 2400. 

GF: How about your days off? 

SB: Sunday, Monday, Tuesday. 

GF: Okay. Prior to your shift on May 11 th , how many hours of sleep did you get? 

SB: About average, between seven and eight hours. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Is what I normally get. 


GF: Are you right-handed or left-handed? 

SB: Right-handed. 
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GF: Had you consumed any alcohol within 24 hours of your shift? 

SB: No sir. 

GF: Okav. On the 11 th where you wearing your vest? 

SB: |m|

GF: What is your primary duty weapon? 

SB: Glock 17.

GF: And how many magazines do you...or I’m sorry, how many rounds do you cany in your 

magazine? 

SB: They’re all full so there’s seventeen. 

GF: Seventeen in the magazine? 

SB: Seventeen in each magazine. 

GF: Okay. And in addition to the magazine that was in the gun, do you have any additional 

magazines that you carry? 

SB: Two. 

GF: Two? Okay. Loaded the same way? Seventeen rounds? 
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SB: Correct. 



GF: Okay. How about any accessories that you’ve added to it? 



GF: Okay. During the course of this incident, was there any less than lethal force that was 

used? Any taser, pepper spray? Anything like that? 

SB: No sir. 

GF: Okay. Are you assigned a body worn camera as well? 

SB: I am. 

GF: Was that cam...was that activated at any point during this incident? 

SB: Yes it was. 

GF: Okay. Have you had a chance to view the footage from that? 

SB: I have. 

GF: Okay. Have you viewed the footage from any other officers? 

SB: No. 

GF: Okay. Now on the 11 th , you said that you were newly assigned to the CST team and that 

was just your second, your second day there, Correct? 

SB: Correct. 

GF: Okay. I know it’s only your second day uh but are you assigned a regular partner or how 

does the, how does that work there on the team? 

SB: I was temporarily assigned to ride with Officer Ryan CAMERON. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Just based on his seniority on the team. It was Sergeant Jim JOHNSON, the one who put 

me with him just to kind of get the feel of how the team worked. 
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GF: Okay. So the night of the incident you were riding with Officer CAMERON? 

SB: Yes sir. 

GF: Did you ride with him on the previous occasion as well? 

SB: I did. 

GF: Okay. And were you the driver officer or passenger officer? 

SB: Passenger on both days. 

GF: Okay. And can you briefly describe what the role of the CST team is? What your duties 

are? 

SB: I can. It’s a proactive unit, kind of a divisional proactive unit assigned varying tasks. 

From Community Service type stuff to proactive enforcement of gang related issues, 
narcotics and, and stuff like that. 

GF: Okay. Uh, and how many officers are assigned to the team? 

SB: Currently we have six. 

GF: Okay. And does that team usually function, in a more of team element or is it kind of 

individual for all the officers? Do you even know yet? 

SB: It’s generally...I’m pretty familiar with the team. And it’s generally a very, very team 

element. Everything is done together. 

GF: Okay. On the night of the 11 th , did you come to be involved in a surveillance of 

Pagel Place? 

SB: No. 

GF: You did not? Okay. At some point during your shift, were you involved in an incident 

involving a person later identified as Thongsoune VILAYSANE? 

SB: I don’t know that name. 

GF: That was the suspect in the officer involved shooting. 

SB: Okay. 

GF: Okay. If that helps. 

SB: Okay. 

GF: At all. Okay. 

SB: I didn’t...didn’t know who he was. 

GF: Um, were you involved in an operation with the CST team that evening over in the area 

of Pagel Place and uh, uh.... 

SB: Yes. 


GF: Near Woodman? 
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SB: Umhmm. 

GF: Okay. Why don’t you describe how you came to be over there and what you were doing 

over there that evening? 

SB: Okay. I think part of my confusion about that first question was the team, prior to me 

coming on the team, they might, they have knowledge that I didn’t have about that area. 

GF: Um hmm. 

SB: Uh, the week prior to this incident, the team was involved in a vehicle pursuit and they 

picked up the vehicle or the origin of the pursuit was that street. I don’t think anyone on 
the team...to my knowledge, I don’t know if anyone knew the exact house on the street. 
They might have. Um, so basically prior to us taking Code 7 for the day, one of the units 
drove by the house and saw a bunch of vehicles gathering out in front of a house, which I 
think is what they thought their target was. Um, the garage door was partially opened. 
They saw some people gathered in the garage. After we took Code 7, we decided to kind 
of basically watch the house for vehicles coming and going. According to the guys on 
the teams, kind of relying on their experience with the area, there was a lot of Asian gang 
sets who were kind of hanging out in the area. The guy who had the pursuit the week 
prior was....could be getting this wrong, he was either a TOC gang members or an OKB 
gang member. 

GF: Okay. Did you know all of this at the time, or did you come to understand this stuff later 

on? 

SB: I did, yes. I was partially involved in the vehicle pursuit. I helped him with the perimeter 

and all that stuff the week before. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: A lot of the fine details I didn’t know. Um, I kind of learned on the fly as we were kind 

of doing what we were doing. Officer CAMERON and I were set up in a vehicle on...it 
was basically the intersection of Ritchie Street and Benson Avenue. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: So we were looking westbound to the traffic coming out of northbound Pagel. So the 

traffic would be exiting onto Benson Street. We were there for I would say probably an 
hour I guess. 

GF: Where there other elements of the team that were involved in this as well? 

SB: They were, yeah. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: I’m not sure exactly where they were parked either. 

GF: Okay. Do you know what other officers were involved? 

SB: Yes. Officer STERLING and SERRANO were riding together and Officer WOLFE and 

Officer ROJAS were riding together. 
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GF: Okay, and then you and Officer CAMERON are in a position where you’re watching 

Benson? 

SB: Correct. 

GF: Okay. And what happens next? 

SB: Well first we saw a vehicle. One of our other officers saw a vehicle leaving the street, 

called it out to us, called the vehicle description, white sedan. We drove down, uh made 
a vehicle stop kind of up in Lemon Grove. PC for the stop was not all the lights 
functioning. It was just routine traffic stop. It ended up being negative. Ran the lady for 
wants and warrants. Gave her a verbal warning, fix her stuff. Sent her on her way. Went 
back got in position. 

GF: Did you ever get confirmation that that, she was in any way related to the house that was 

being watched? 

SB: She confirmed she came from a residence on Pagel Street. But it was...I don’t think it was 

a right address. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So, we got back into position on Benson and watched the house probably about I’d say 

no more than twenty minutes to half an hour later, we saw a vehicle that I’d, I think I 

called it out on the air on Tac 5, that exited northbound. There was first a Dodge 

Charger. I’m almost positive cause of the distinct tail lights on the car. Dodge Charger 
pulled out and right behind the Dodge Charger was an Acura. 

GF: Okay. Did you see it actually leave a residence? Or did you just see it on the street? 

SB: Just saw it on the street. 

GF: Okay. And where did you see it coming from and going to? 

SB: It came from Pagel. Drove northbound on Pagel and made a left-hand turn so it was 

going westbound Benson. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Immediately after that we saw the cars leaving. We called it out on the air to our 

partners, let them know we’re going to go get behind the cars and see what was going on. 
Uh the car made a right hand turn onto Sweetwood. Based on....I used to work this beat 
so I’m pretty familiar with the streets and kind of remember thinking Sweetwood is a 
loop. It goes around. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: So Ryan knew that as well and we’re kind of thinking like that’s, that’s strange. Like, 

you know, Sweetwood goes around. If you’re trying to leave the area you go Benson and 
go to Woodman or wherever you need to go. So we thought that they made us and they 
kind of knew we were looking at the house or something. So they turned down 
Sweetwood. Officer CAMERON and I went to where, went westbound to basically what 
would have been the exit to Sweetwood for them. We waited on the intersection 
basically at Sweetwood and Benson for maybe ten or fifteen seconds. No cars came out. 
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We ended up making a right hand turn northbound on Sweetwood. Sorry, it turns into 
Treewood actually. So we went northbound on Treewood and the second car I believe 
that came down the street towards us was the Acura. The car drove by us. I looked at the 
guy driving the car. I had a clear view of his face. He kind of looked at us and gave us 
that look like things aren’t going to go well. We made a u-tum in the residential area and 
took off after him. And at that point there was no pursuit or anything like that. We’re 
just trying to get behind the car to develop PC to make a traffic stop. The guy absolutely 
no brake lights blew the intersection, the stop sign at Benson and Treewood and he 
proceeded to go....he went eastbound on Benson and then he went back up Pagel. So he 
was still south on Pagel, basically where he came from. So we did a big loop and then he 
made a right hand turn on Cielo so we’ re going west on Cielo and he turned into a 
driveway. I believe the address is Cielo. He pulled in the driveway real quick. 
He’s driving erratically. It was kind of strange. It was, it was uh I don’t know if I would 
say like he was driving like he was impaired or not. But it wasn’t, or was not familiar 
with the car or, I, I, it was very, very strange. He was driving very fast, but it was, it was 
messy. It was sloppy. Really weird. 

GF: Did you have your lights and siren activated at this point? 

SB: Yes. Lights and sirens were activated as soon as we crossed over the intersection and we 

saw the violation. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: The stop sign violation violation. We had some issues with the radio traffic. The vehicle 

radio was on the main frequency. I always try to put it out on the main frequency and for 
some reason I couldn’t hear it going through on the main so we had some issues with 
that. When the guy pulled into Cielo, we initially thought he was gonna foot bail. 
That’s kind of how he pulled into to the car. He kind of slowed, like he was gonna foot 
bail on Cielo. Pulled into the driveway and I think it’ll be easier if I draw this uh, so 
(drawing on dia gram) that’s facing northbound. This is Cielo. So this would be the 
residence, Cielo. So there was an SUV parked basically on what would have been 
the right side of the driveway. So there’s a residence right here. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: Garage. So the suspect pulled into the driveway right in front of the garage. 

GF: And you’ve labeled that vehicle as SI correct? 

SB: Yes. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Yes sir. So we made a stop right here thinking he was gomia foot bail. My partner, I’m 

not sure if he ran around the rear of the vehicle or came around this side. I exited my 
passenger side of the vehicle. Came around this side of the SUV and was kind of using 
the engine block of the SUV as cover. 

GF: Okay. 
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S B: And weapons drawn... 

GF: So you’re kind on the, you’re in front of the car that’s parked next to where the suspect is 

stopped? 

SB: Correct. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Yes. So I had a clear, absolute crystal clear view of the guy in the car. At that point I 

could easily tell you exactly what he looked like. I saw his face. His expression. I saw 
there was no one else inside the car. 

GF: Okay. Did you recognize him at all? 

SB: I did not. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: No. I had my weapon out. I drew my weapon at him. We were giving him verbal 

commands to, ‘Turn off the car! Put your hands out! ’ You know stop what he was doing. 
Officer CAMERON was on this side of the vehicle. 

GF: So, the driver’s side of the suspect vehicle? 

SB: The driver side of the vehicle. Again we, we thought he foot bailed so we were acting 

accordingly. The guy revved the engine a couple of times. Disregarded our very, very 
clear loud commands. Revved the engine a couple of times. Threw it in reverse and 
when he swung out, he had the wheel turned, basically the direction that would make the 
front of the car swing out like this. At that point...as this was happening our other CST 
officers, Officer STERLING and SERRANO pulled up and they were kind of just off to 
our vehicle like that. So they started exiting their car coming up. The car backs out and 
almost hits officer CAMERON right there. 

GF: Okay. So Officer CAMERON is near the driver’s side door? 

SB: Correct. 

GF: Correct? Okay and how far away from the vehicle is he approximately? 

SB: A couple of feet. 

GF: Okay. And you said that the....as the suspect then backs out, the car, as he’s turning the 

way that you described it here on the diagram was more, the front of the suspect vehicle 
is now swinging towards Officer CAMERON. Is that correct? 

SB: Correct. And this was the fence right here. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So he didn’t really have any place to go. I, to be honest I mean I don’t know how he 

didn’t get hit then. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Urn.... 
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GF: Does he change his position? Does he move? Officer CAMERON I’m speaking of. 

SB: Absolutely. 

GF: Okay. What does he do? 

SB: He had to jump out of the way. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So I think he was kind of taken off guard and I was too because at that point it was, it 

wasn’t just a pursuit. I mean it was 245 on an officer at that point. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: It was, it was a serious deal. And to be honest I had my gun drawn pointed right at the 

guy. And the only reason I didn’t shoot at that point was because we had our guys 
running up from behind the car and Officer CAMERON was literally right by the driver’s 
side of the car. 

GF: And what was your concern if he would have fired at that point? 

SB: The guy’s walking up from behind the car. 

GF: Okay, are you talking crossfire? 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: Uh, but at that point you....and I just want to be clear here. You thought the danger was 

so sufficient to Officer CAMERON at this point that you were going to shoot the 
suspect? 

SB: Absolutely. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Absolutely. 

GF: Go ahead. 

SB: At that point the suspect backed out. He hit a couple of trash cans right here. Came very 

close to hitting our vehicle and kind of swung outside of our vehicle, back onto Cielo. He 
put the car into drive and took off. A vehicle pursuit again. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: We kind of reconvened. It was kind of crazy. I got back in the car. At this point Officer 

STERLING and Officer SERRANO were the number one vehicle we were number two. 
We took off back down Cielo, made a right hand turn so we were northbound on 65 th . 
Went down to Benson and we made another right hand turn on Benson, so we’re 
eastbound on Benson. Back down to Pagel. So basically we did a big loop. Back on, a 
right turn on Pagel so we’re southbound on Pagel again. Up to the top of Pagel and 
instead of turning right like he did previously, he made a left hand turn. The road right 
there runs out. There’s a big barricade. What he did basically was made a big u-turn and 
there’s a steep, rutted out dirt driveway that kind of connects Cielo and Pagel. I’m not 
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even sure if you can see it on the map, but it kind of cuts across the comer of the 
intersection right there. He made a turn down that. It looked like he was barely hanging 
on the control of the vehicle. When he got back up onto Pagel. he, it looked like he lost 
control of the vehicle temporarily and kind of regained it. He hit a car right there parked 
on the east curbline of Pagel. I, the vehicle in front of us, STERLING and SERRANO 
stopped. I pulled up the mike, I put out that there was a traffic collision there on the...I’m 
not sure if I put out the intersection of Pagel and Benson or if I screwed up and said Cielo 
and Pagel or Benson or something like that. It was, I was trying to get out of the car and 
help my partners. I went to move up to the vehicle in front of us. High risk traffic stop. 
“Hot” stop. At that point I saw the vehicle backing up. So the vehicle kind of pointed 
towards the, if Pagel is facing directly, it’s a, if you were calling it a direct north, north 
south street. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: The vehicle was kind of facing to the, the two o’clock I guess. 

GF: Okay, so it was kind of at an angle? 

SB: Kind of at an angle. Um, what I remember happening was walking up and seeing out of 

the corner of my eye I heard Dave SERRANO yelling commands. I mean it was crystal 
clear and loud. And it was absolutely...I looked at him cause it was like thunder. I mean 
he was yelling at the guy. You know, ‘Show me your hands!’ Using some colorful 
language.... 

GF: What’d you hear him say? 

SB: distress...uh, ‘Show me your fucking hands or I’m gonna blow your fucking head off. So 

he...I looked at that and I like distinctly remember hearing that and everyone was yelling, 
‘Show me your hands! Show me your hands! Show me your hands!’ The guy looks like 
he threw the car in reverse. It was revving a couple of times. He was trying to find a gear 
or something. He threw the car in reverse. I saw the impact and when I was moving up to 
get into a position. I saw Officer SERRANO walking up and at that point when the car 
backed up, I heard the crash and I was kind of focused on the car. I temporarily lost sight 
of Officer SERRANO and I thought one hundred percent he got ran over by the car, so. 
At that point, when the car’s moving, I heard the crash. I was...I had a pretty clear line of 
sight. I had Officer STERLING to my immediate right. He was kind of outside of the, 
the wing of the door in his vehicle that I was walking up to. Uh, I had a clear line of sight 
to the rear glass of the vehicle. I started shooting where I figured the, my, my hits would 
be effective and try to stop the threat. And I heard uh, there was multiple crashes. I don’t 
know how many times he rammed the vehicle. I know it was at least one time, maybe 
two times. Just looking at my body camera footage I couldn’t tell exactly. I heard one 
distinct crash. 

GF: Okay. And you mentioned looking at your body camera footage in reference. I have no 

problem with you referencing that, but what I’m really interested in what you remember 
happened okay? 

SB: Okay, yeah. So I heard one distinct, well I heard two distinct crashes. 
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GF: Umhmm. 

SB: I heard the one when he initially hit the car on Pagel. And that was, you know, okay we 

thought the car was disabled so we’re, we’re on a “Hot” stop, yeah. 

GF: And this is the car that was parked on Pagel correct? 

SB: Yes. Correct. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So when I was moving up, I heard the next crash and that’s when I saw the car back up 

and smash into the patrol car. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: And at that point when I had Officer SERRANO, he was kind of off to my I guess you 

would say eleven o’clock. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: Kind of near the front of his vehicle. Um, he was moving up, giving the guy commands 

at gunpoint and when the car backed up, I completely lost visual with him. So he jumped 
out of the way I guess and lost sight of him. But at that point I thought he was under the 
car. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So at that point is when everything kind of changed for me. And we already had 

the...you know the mindset changed back on Cielo when he pulled out of the driveway 
and almost ran over Officer CAMERON. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: And.... 

GF: Okay. Now you mentioned Officer SERRANO specifically in position. 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: What about the other two officers? Where were they positioned? 

SB: Honestly I did not see Officer CAMERON. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: I didn’t see where he was. I saw Officer STERLING and that’s it. 

GF: Where was Officer STERLING positioned? 

SB: He was next to me. 

GF: Okay. Uh and next to you. I mean specifically, I mean are you, where are you positioned 

at this point? 

SB: I felt like I was right next to Officer STERLING. 
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GF: Okay. And again specifically if you can maybe reference the, are you on the driver’s 

side? The passenger side? Behind the car? 

SB: Passenger, passenger side of his vehicle. 

GF: Passenger side of the first vehicle? 

SB: Yes. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Passenger side of the number one vehicle. 

GF: Okay. And as you remember Officer STERLING was near you? 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: On that side as well also? 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: Okay. Do you know how many rounds you fired? 

SB: At first I thought I only fired two to three rounds. What I noticed later when we were 

actually holding the car at gunpoint waiting for the Canine to arrive, I noticed my gun felt 
really light. I actually did a, kind of administrative magazine check to make sure I had 
enough rounds in my gun. I briefly looked at it. I saw the little shining spot on the 
seven. So, anywhere from six to ten rounds. I didn’t take an exact count. 

GF: Okay. Did you do a magazine change at all? 

SB: I did not. 

GF: Okay. Uh, were you aware of any other officers firing? 

SB: I heard one or two gunshots. That’s it. I didn’t know that any other officers fired except 

possibly...I, I honestly didn’t know who fired. 

GF: Okay. After you fired what happened next? 

SB: After we fired at the car, after it hit the car we stopped firing when the car started rolling 

forward again. It made a, a kind of hard sharp left turn and just started rolling. 

GF: Okay. And... 

SB: After that I kind of maneuvered around to the driver’s side of the number one vehicle and 

that’s when I kind of looked over and I saw Officer SERRANO standing there. And I 
was like, “Shit, he’s okay.” I was like, it was a huge sigh of relief. And I looked over at 
him. I can’t remember if it was him or Officer CAMERON. And I looked at both of 
them. They were standing almost next to each other. And just looked at them and he was 
holding his gun at the guy, or the vehicle and he’s at slide lock and I just remembered 
looking at that and going like, “Holy shit. He shot too!” Like, and uh, I remember 
feeling kind of exposed there and, and I moved back around them and got to the side of 
another vehicle that was parked on the west curbline of Pagel. And took cover there and 
that’s where I held for till canine got there. 
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GF: Okay, and was there any movement out of the car? Out of the suspect car? 

SB: None. 

GF: Okay. What happened when canine got there? 

SB: They formulated a contact team and went and cleared the vehicle. 

GF: Okay, were you still in your same position at that point? 

SB: No. I gave my position up to Officer DYEMARTIN after Canine got there. 

GF: Okay so at some point you get relieved from the position that you’re at and then you kind 

of get extricated to a position, kind of behind where everything is going on. Is that 
accurate? 

SB: Yes sir. 

GF: Okay. During the course of the pursuit, while this is going on. 

SB: Um hmm. 

GF: And you had mentioned, you know, some radio traffic and things like that, did you ever 

get the, did you ever, were you able, ever get the plate out during the pursuit? 

SB: I believe I was. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: Yeah. I think that’s the first thing I put out. 

GF: Did you ever get any information back on that, on that plate? 

SB: No. 

GF: No? Okay. It turned out the car was stolen. 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: But I’m, in, in the answer from your question, I’m assuming you didn’t know that at that 

time. Is that correct? 

SB: I didn’t know that at the time. 

GF: Okay. Where the vehicle stopped on Pagel. 

SB: Umhmm. 

GF: And where the shooting occurred, you had described Pagel as north/south street there 

okay. Were there any obstmctions or was there anything in the way of the suspect 
vehicle? 

SB: Absolutely not. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: He had a hundred percent ability to continue driving forward and leave the scene. 
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GF: Okay. 

SB: And at that point we were in such a...again we kind of thought he was gonna foot bail as 

we were preparing for either a foot bail or “hot stop” and all of us were kind of moving 
accordingly up to the front vehicle. And I think it kind of shocked us all when he 
actually revered. I mean it’s, it was a very I don’t know how to describe it other than it 
was a very, very intentional and a hundred percent intentional move. 

GF: Umhmm. 

SB: As opposed to just throwing the car in drive and driving away. Cause at that point we 

were all out of the vehicles. He had a straight shot to go to Benson. Go to Woodman. 
Go wherever he wanted to go and I mean chances are, he probably could have gotten 
away or had a very, very good chance of it. So that was, that struck me as being very 
strange. 

GF: Lieutenant? 

MDT: Yeah, just wanted to confirm. You were the passenger in the number two vehicle at the 
time there on Pagel correct? 

SB: Yes sir. 

MDT: And now you mentioned you’re thinking “Hot” stop is going to take place? 

SB: Yeah. 

MDT: So you exit your car and what position do you take at that time when you go up to the 
number one car? 

SB: I was walking up to the doorframe of the number one car. 

MDT: Okay, so you’re on the passenger side? 

SB: Um hmm. 

MDT: And then at what position are you standing when you see the vehicle become a threat? 

SB: While I was walking up to the number one vehicle. 

MDT: Okay. Uh near the trunk? Backdoor? 

SB: I was... 

MDT: In between? If you remember. 

SB: From what I remember, I was kind of in between the trunk and the back door. 

MDT: Okay. So you see this occurring and then what’s going on in your mind at that time? 

SB: Like I said, when I was walking up I heard Dave SERRANO. He caught my attention. I 

looked over at him just to make sure everyone was all right and kind of where everyone’s 
positions were. 

MDT: Okay. 

SB: I had a look over at him and when the car backed up, I kind of looked over to see like, 

“Shit, did my partners just get run over?” And I didn’t see Dave SERRANO anymore. 
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And he was kind of right where I felt like the vehicle went and at that point I was, one of 
my guys just got mowed over. 

MDT: Okay. So your first round, where do you think it was fired? If you can remember? 

SB: I aimed all my rounds to the driver’s side of the back window. 

MDT: Okay. Through the driver’s side of the back...okay of the suspect. But where were you in 
position? I guess when you fired? 

SB: Umlimm. 

MDT: Like were you at the trunk? In between the cars? Passenger door? 

SB: I was probably near the back, the passenger corner. The back, back corner by the trunk 

of the vehicle. 

MDT: Okay and then do you remember, were you advancing forward as you were firing or what 
was taking place? 

SB: As soon as I saw that happen, I was kind of like, ‘Holy shit! This guy is tying to kill us.” 

MDT: Okay. 

SB: And I, that’s when I stopped. Took a position and I shot. 

MDT: Okay. And your shot, now you said it was in defense of Officer SERRANO? 

SB: Officer SERRANO. 

MDT: Officer CAMERON, you didn’t know where he was? 

SB: I didn’t see him. 

MDT: And Officer STERLING? 

SB: I knew where he was. He was off to my side. 

MDT: Okay. So STERLING was safe. You, did you believe you were threatened at that time? 
SB: Absolutely. 

MDT: Okay. 

SB: Yeah. 

MDT: All right. But specifically who, I guess who had the greater threat? Who was in the 
greater...? 

SB: Officer SERRANO. 

MDT: Officer SERRANO. 

SB: A hundred percent. 

MDT: And if I’m hearing you correct, you believed, you thought you fired only two rounds? 

SB: Umhmm. 
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MDT: And it turns out you fired more?

GF: Okay. Officer BOGGEMAN, anything that we haven’t discussed that you think is 

important for us to know? 

SB: No, it’s, I just want to make it very clear that the whole thing that we were talking about, 

how the suspect had complete access to...he wasn’t barricaded. He wasn’t blocked in. 
He wasn’t anything like that. We weren’t...we didn’t pin him in. We didn’t block him. 
Anything like that. And then, you know, my coworkers, none of us put our self in the 
line of danger or anything like that. It was a very blatant and uh, very, very blatant move 
to reverse your vehicle once, twice, however many times he did it into our vehicle. And 
the way that vehicle was angled, it wasn’t just backing into the vehicle. What I thought 
happened was our vehicles were staggered so much that uh I actually thought that our 
guys were kind of over to the left. Where I saw Dave SERRANO, he was kind of towards 
the, the front left quarter panel of his number one vehicle. And when the vehicle backed 
up, I heard the crash and that’s when I looked over and I didn’t see Dave SERRANO 
where he was. And I thought that the vehicle kind of worked its way between the two 
vehicles and got in between there somehow and then hit him. 

GF: Okay. 

SB: So and it, that was, that for me was, was completely different than any other vehicle 

pursuit or anything like that that I had ever been on. The guy didn’t have any sort of 

desire to flee the scene and try to get away. It was kind of a, you know, it was a very, 
very deliberate move. 

GF: Anything else? 

SB: No sir. 

GF: Okay. Got 1153 and we will end the... 


END OF FIRST INTERVIEW: 
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START OF SECOND INTERVIEW: 

GF: Okay it is at the point 1206 on May 13, 2016. This is an extension of the interview with 

Officer BOGGEMAN regarding the OIS on May 11 th . We’re back in the interview room 
and just to clear up one, one issue. Again present myself, Sergeant Gregory FLOOD. 
Also is Acting Lieutenant DEL TORO. Officer BOGGEMAN is here with Attorney 
Amy MARGO LIS. And Officer BOGGEMAN, we just want to ask an additional 
question regarding body camera. You did have a body camera rolling that night or, you 
did have, you were wearing a body worn camera that night. Is that correct? 

SB: Correct. 

GF: Okay and at some point during this incident, did you activate your body worn camera? 

SB: That’s correct. 

GF: Okay and when did you do that? 

SB: Immediately after we shot. I mean after we fired.

At that point I was the number two vehicle so I was trying to put radio traffic, trying to 
get my seat belt on. The seat belt was locked up. The mike for the car was nowhere to 
be found. Trying to put out traffic cause in my mind, the safety in letting our cover units 
and responding units and ABLE and everyone whose coming to help up know where we 
were and what we were doing was more important than trying to fumble around and mess 
with my body cam. And before I even had a chance, I’d literally picked up the mike and I 
found the microphone right as soon as we made the second stop where the incident 
occurred and got out of the car. And at that point walked up to the car to address the 
threat and things happened within a split second at that time. And my body cam at that 
point was, wasn’t even on the forefront of my mind. Luckily for us Officer SERRANO 
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actually yelled out, “Body cams guys! Body cams!” And I think all of us at one time 
double tapped our body cams. We were like, “Good save”. I mean it was uh, it was...our 
safety and concentrating on what we were dealing with at that point was, was a hundred 
percent of our attention, my attention. 

MDT: Thank you. 

GF: Okay. All right. We’ll go ahead and it is now, I got ten minutes after 12:00.

I was once again re-assigned to cover K-9 Officer Edwards as his lethal 
coverage. The K-9 handler sent his dog a few times before making the decision to move up to the vehicle. 

We then moved up to the suspect’s vehicle and immediately noticed that the suspect had sustained several 
gunshot wounds to his face and neck area. 

Myself and several officers extracted the male driver out of the vehicle. I was able to assist by grabbing his 
left arm and pulling him out of the driver’s seat. Once on the ground the male was unresponsive. I also 
grabbed his right arm and placed it behind his back for handcuffing.

OFFICER’S STATEMENT: 

On 05/11/2016, at approximately 2128 hours, I responded to a vehicle pursuit involving another San Diego 
Police unit at 6900 Cielo Drive. While en route, officers involved with the pursuit aired over the radio shots 
had been fired and updated the location to Benson Avenue and Pagel Place. 

Upon arrival, officers were already on scene. I was with a group of officers at the northeast curb of Bensoi^^ 
Avenue and Pagel Place. From the corner, I saw a silver-colored Acura Integra on the west curb line offll 
Pagel Place. The Acura was on the curb and facing towards the residence. The Acura was stopped, bu^^™ 
had the rear white lights on (vehicle appeared to be in reverse). Another group of officers were posted on 
Pagel Place south of the Acura. 

I placed yellow tape on Benson Avenue at Woodman Street to block off any traffic from entering the scene. 

Officers held the perimeter while a Canine Officer was en route to the scene. ABLE flew over the vehicle 
md described the suspect in the driver’s seat of the vehicle as wearing a white shirt and a black jacket. 

Canine Officer Edwards #6191 arrived on scene and made call outs to the suspect inside the vehicle. There 
was no response from the suspect of the Acura. 

Canine and officers approached the Acura. The suspect in the vehicle was unconscious. Officers opened 
the door and I grabbed the suspect's left arm to pull him out of the vehicle. I held onto the suspect’s arm 
while other officers grabbed his other arm to pull him out of the vehicle. The suspect felt limp and I noticed 
gunshot wounds to the neck and back of the head. 

Once the suspect was on the floor, I placed handcuffs on the suspect. I double locked the handcuffs. I 
checked the handcuffs for tightness. I rolled the suspect onto his left side and attempted to place him in the 
recovery position. Medics arrived on scene and pronounced the suspect deceased. 

Yellow tape was put up by officers on scene and the scene was secured. 

I was assigned to remain with Officer Cameron #6864 until he was transported to the Southeastern Division 
Substation to meet with Peer Support staff.

OFFICER STATEMENT: 


On 05-11-2016 at 2126 hrs, CST aired a pursuit at 6900 Cielo Drive. Officer Dyemartin (6642) and I 
responded from the Southeastern Substation with emergency lights and sirens. When we approached Cielo 
Drive, I heard “shots fired’’ aired over the radio. 

We arrived on scene 2130 hours at the South end of Pagel Place and I saw two patrol units conducting a 
hot stop on a silver two door coupe. I stood at the rear of a vehicle parked on the East curb line. I drew my 
weapon and pointed it at the silver coupe. 

I then observed civilians standing outside their homes on the north end of the scene. I watched the South 
end of the scene as a cover unit. I instructed the civilians standing outside to return to inside of their homes. 
I remained at post until the initial units approached the vehicle and stated the vehicle was secured. 

After the suspect was taken out of the vehicle by other units, San Diego Paramedic #12 arrived on scene. I 
remained with the paramedics as they triaged the suspect. San Diego Fire Department Engine 51 arrived o 
scene shortly after. Paramedic Joshua McChuley, ID#64740, pronounced death at 2150 hours and I aired 
the information over the radio. McChuley stated to me the reason for calling death was the location of the 
gunshot wounds and gray matter, which I understand to be brain matter, inside vehicle. 

I took down all the names of the ID numbers for responding paramedics and firefighters before they left the 
scene. 

I relieved Officer Wolff (6911) as scribe for the incident. I helped Sergeant Ruvido (5509) gather information 
and performed all tasks normally required to the scene scribe.

OFFICER’S STATEMENT: 

On 05-11-16, approximately 2126 hours, Officer Rojas #6840 and I were working as members of SDPD 
Southeastern Crime Suppression Team (CST). We were in full uniform and driving a marked patrol vehicle. 

Officer Rojas and I were in the area of 65 th Street and Edmonds Street when Officers Cameron #6864 and 
Boggeman #7160 advised they were in pursuit of a vehicle. We attempted to create a perimeter and drove 
southbound on 65 th Street then west on Skyline Drive. I activated my emergency lights and siren. The 
pursuit location was unclear and were not sure where the Officers were as they were pursuing the suspect. 
Officer Boggeman advised he was westbound on Cielo Drive. I drove north on 61 st ; I was trying to get 
ahead of the suspect whom I believed, based on the information aired by CST, was travelling west bound. 

We were advised the rest of the CST team were in pursuit on Pagel Place. Officer Serrano #6912 and 
Sterling #6955 also updated their position as they were involved in the pursuit as well. I turned east on 
Senson Avenue towards Pagel Place. As we were travelling east, Officer Sterling advised “shots fired.” We 
t arrived on scene seconds after at the corner of Benson Avenue and Pagel Place. We positioned our patrol 
car on the north east corner of Pagel Place and Benson Avenue. 

Officers had their vehicles positioned behind a silver vehicle which was stopped on an angle in the driveway 
Pagel Place. Officer Rojas and I drew our firearms and positioned ourselves out of the direct line of 
fire from the other Officers. We watched the vehicle. I did not see any movement inside the vehicle. My 
BWC was on. With the assistance of ABLE and the K9 Unit, Officers cleared the vehicle and ensured there 
was no threat to our safety inside. Once cleared, I turned off my BWC and stayed with the CST Officers on 
scene. 
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Officer’s Report: 

On 05-11-16, at around 2128 hours, Officer Wolff #6911 and i were working on the Southeastern Crime 
Suppression Team wearing our full police uniform and driving our fully marked black and white patrol 
vehicle. While working the area of 100 Pagel Drive Officer Cameron #6864 and Officer Boggeman # 7160 
put out a vehicle pursuit. Officer Wolff and I were located west of 100 Pagel Drive at Edmonds and S. 65 th 
Street we drove onto 6500 Skyline Drive and started to head west bound on 6500 Skyline Drive. Officer 
Wolff turned north bound onto 160 61 st Street, Officer Wolff and I drove north bound until we reached 6100 
Imperial Avenue. CST officers notified us the driver was back on 100 Pagel Drive. Officer Wolff and I drove 
southbound onto 100 61 st Street. We turned eastbound onto 6200 Benson Avenue when Officer Cameron 
put out over the air, “Shots fired”. Officer Wolff took the north perimeter position at Pagel Place and Benson 
Avenue. I made sure the vehicle and pedestrian traffic were stopped on Benson Avenue. Officer Wolff and I 
took positions north of the suspect vehicle. I pointed my service handgun at the suspect vehicle. I attempted 
to see if there was any movement inside the vehicle. I did not see any movement. Officer Wolff held that 
position until K9 made the vehicle safe. Officer Wolff and I then met with our CST Team and made sure they 
were safe. I stood by my teammates for the duration of the investigation.

Officer’s Statement: 


On 05-11-16, at approximately 2126 hours, Officer Nelson #7443 and I responded to a radio call to assist 
the Southeastern Crime Suppression Team (CST) who was involved in a faliure to yeild at 6900 Celio Drive. 

As Officer Nelson and I were enroute, officers on scene aired, via radio, “shots fired” at Pagel Place. 
Officer Nelson and I arrived on scene at 2130 hours. We parked our patrol car on Pagel Place South of 
where the C^T units were conducting a high risk vehilce stop on a silver Acura Integra that was in the 
driveway of Pagel Place. 

I assisted the CST units by handling the radio transmissions for them. I acted as incident commander until 
Sergeant Johnson #5174 arrived on scene and took over as the incident commander. 

Once I was relieved by Sergeant Johnson, I removed my shotgun from the trunk of my car and I gave it to 
Officer Boggeman #7160 who was still involved with the highrisk vehilce stop on the Acura. I was instructed 
jy Sergeant Alexander #4638 to move the closest patrol car towards the Acura to give the officers involved 
in the incident more cover. I moved the patrol car approximately 10 feet northboud so officers could use the 
vehilce as cover. I returned to my position of cover behind a gray car that was parked on the west curb line 
of Pagel Place and just to the south of the Acura. 

After a few minutes I relived Officer Boggeman and took his position and my shotgun. I remained with my 
shotgun pointing at the Acura until a canine officer moved towards the Acura to check the driver of the 
vehicle. I approached the vehicle and stood towards the front. I pointed my shotgun at the driver while other 
officers on scene checked him for a pulse and checked him for weapons. Once the driver was taken out of 
the car and checked for weapons, I returned to my patrol car to secure the shotgun. 

I assisted Officer Nelson in preforming the duties of the scribe while at the scene. 

I remained at the scene until I was released by Sergeant Ruvido #5509 at 0525 hours.

Synopsis 

On May 11, 2016, at 2126 hours, Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team Officers David 
SERRANO #6912, Trevor STERLING #6955, Ryan CAMERON #6864 and Shawn BOGGEMAN #7160 
were conducting surveillance at Pagel Place. The officers had received information the location was 
being frequented by gang members and that there was illicit narcotics activity at the residence. All the 
officers were in full uniform and driving marked police vehicles. Officers SERRANO and STERLING were 
partnered together in the same marked vehicle. Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were partnered 
together in the same marked unit. 

Officers SERRANO and STERLING took up a position on Cielo Drive where they could directly watch the 
residence. Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN took up a position several blocks away with the intent of 
stopping any individuals or vehicles that left the residence. 

Officers SERRANO and S^E^UN^^a^Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence and drive off in a 
1997 silver Acura Integra They alerted Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN. Officers 

CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw the vehicle fail to stop for a stop sign. The officers attempted to initiate 
a traffic stop but VILAYSANE refused to pull over and sped off. A pursuit ensued. 

The pursuit lasted severahninutes and looped around the neighborhood. At one point, VILAYSANE pulled 
in to the driveway at Cielo Drive. Officer CAMERON approached the driver’s side of the suspect 
vehicle. VILAYSANE reversed direction, swinging the front of the vehicle to the left and almost striking 
Officer CAMERON. Officer CAMERON was forced to jump out of the way to avoid being hit. 
VILAYSANE fled west on Cielo Drive. The officers returned to their patrol cars and continued the pursuit. 
Officers SERRANO and STERLING were now in the lead vehicle followed by Officers CAMERON and 
BOGGEMAN. 

VILAYSANE struck a parked car along the east curb of 100 Pagel Place and stopped in the street. The road 
in front of him was clear and unobstructed. All four officers got out of their vehicles with their guns drawn. 
VILAYSANE reversed direction and struck the front of the police vehicle being driven by Officers 
SERRANO and STERLING.

Responding Sergeant’s Report 

On May 11, 2016, at 2159 hours, I was off duty when I received a phone call from Acting Lieutenant 
DEL TORO #4754 notifying me of an officer involved shooting at 100 Pagel Place. I called Detectives 
BALES #5873, WARRICK #4199, CLENDENEN #6236, YANKOVICH #5526 and Mario PEREZ 
#6312 and directed them to respond to the scene. Crime Scene Specialist (CSS) SOUTHERLNAD #8841 
and Criminalist CORDES #8328 were notified and respond as well. 

I arrived at the scene at 2253 hours and parked along the east curb of 100 South Woodman Street. There 
were marked police vehicles, uniformed officers and yellow crime scene tape at the intersection of 69 th 
Street and Benson Avenue preventing any unauthorized access west on Benson Avenue. There were 
marked police vehicles, uniformed officers and yellow crime scene tape at the intersection of Benson 
Avenue and Pagel Place preventing any unauthorized access east on Benson Avenue and south on Pagel 
Place. There were marked police vehicles, uniformed patrol officers and yellow crime scene tape at the 
intersection of Cielo Drive and Pagel Place preventing any unauthorized access north on Pagel Place. 

At 2323 hours, Sergeant RUVIDO #5509 conducted a briefing on the incident. The briefing was recorded 
by Detective BALES. Sergeant RUVIDO said at 2126 hours, San Diego Police Department (SDPD) 
Communications advised that Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team (CST) Officers were 
involved in a vehicle pursuit in the 6900 block of Cielo Drive.

Sergeant RUVIDO said Southeastern CST officers were conducting a surveillance of^^|Pagcl Place. 
The residence is a known location for drug and weapons trafficking. The officers saw the suspect vehicle 
leave the location at 2126 hours. They attempted to stop the vehicle but the driver refused to pull over and 
a pursuit ensued. Sergeant RUVIDO said the pursuit went through the neighborhood and lasted about one 
minute. Sergeant RUVIDO said the suspect drove north on Pagel Place and collided with a car parked 
along the east curb line. Officers SERRANO and STERLING were in the lead vehicle. Officers 
CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were directly behind. 

Sergeant RUVIDO said all four officers got out of their vehicles to conduct a high risk stop. The suspect 
put his vehicle in reverse and drove back towards the officers, hitting the front of one of the police 
vehicles.

I assigned Detectives CLENDENEN and 
PEREZ to conduct a witness check of the area. 
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At approximately 0135 hours, Officers SERRANO, STERLING, CAMERON and BOGGEMAN returned 
to the scene and participated in a “walk through” of the shooting. All the walk throughs were conducted 
independently. Attorney Amy MARGOLIS accompanied each officer. Detective BALES recorded each 
walk through on digital audio. Following the walk throughs, all four officers were taken to SDPD 
Headquarters for further processing. 

I left the scene at 0204 hours and responded to SDPD Headquarters where I met with the four shooting 
officers. I accompanied them to the evidence processing room. CSS SOUTHERLAND took photographs 
of all four officers and collected their handguns.

The identification was confirmed through 
photographs and tattoos.

CASE SYNOPSIS / REVISIONS 

On May 11, 2016, at 2126 hours, Southeastern Division Crime Suppression Team Officers 
David SERRANO #6912, Trevor STERLING #6955, Rvan CAMERON #6864 and Shawn 
BOGGEMAN #7160 were conducting surveillance at^BPagel Place. The officers had 
received information the location was being frequented by gang members and that there was 
illicit narcotics activity at the residence. All the officers were in full uniform and driving marked 
police vehicles. Officers SERRANO and STERLING were partnered together in the same 
marked vehicle. Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN were partnered together in the same 
marked unit. 


^n^fficer^aw Thongsoune VILAYSANE leave the residence in a1997 silver Acura Integra 
Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN saw the vehicle fail to stop for a stop 
sign. The officers attempted to initiate a traffic stop but VILAYSANE refused to pull over and 
sped off. A pursuit ensued. 


The pursuit lasted several minutes and looped around the neighborhood. At one point, 
VILAYSANE pulled in to a driveway on Cielo Drive. Officer CAMERON approached the 
driver’s side of the suspect vehicle. VILAYSANE reversed direction, swinging the front of the 
vehicle to the left and almost striking Officer CMAERON. Officer CAMERON was forced to 
jump out of the way to avoid being struck. VILAYSAN fled west on Cielo Drive. The officers 
returned to their patrol cars and continued the pursuit. Officers SERRANO and STERLING 
were now the lead vehicle followed by Officers CAMERON and BOGGEMAN. 

VILAYSANE struck a parked vehicle along the east curb of 100 Pagel Place and stopped in 
the street. The road in front of the suspect was unobstructed. All four officers got out of their 
vehicles with their guns drawn.
